In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, September 17, 1900. 
The special committee of the Board of Aldermen, appointed 
to inspect the prisons in the County of Suffolk, having made 
the inspection required by the statutes of the Commonwealth, 
respectfully submit their first semi-annual report: 


SUFFOLK COUNTY JAIL. 


This institution the committee found, upon careful inspec- 
tion, in first-class condition. Cleanliness and discipline the 
order of the day. Each inmate questioned pronounced the 
food wholesome, their bedding clean, and the officers attentive 
and kind. The committee believe an appropriation should 
be made in the next loan bill for a new building for women, 
in which a modern laundry should be placed. The jail lacks 
proper accommodation for the sick; this should receive 
immediate attention, and money provided at once. As former 
committees have recommended, so do we, that a brick wall 
should be built in place of the wooden fence (built over fifty 
years ago and now ready to topple over). An appropriation 
should be made at once for this improvement. 
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HousE OF CORRECTION, SouTH Boston 


The House of Correction at South Boston was visited, 
after leaving the jail. This institution is, so far as its build- 
ings are concerned, a disgrace to our good city. Let us, for 
the sake of humanity, set aside our desire for some local im- 
provement, and unite upon the question of building a new 
House of Correction; such is the opinion and recommendation 
of your committee. 


HousE OF REFORMATION, RAINSFORD ISLAND. 


The place termed a House of Reformation for juvenile 
offenders is well managed by its superintendent, but no place 
for an institution of this kind. Land should be purchased on 
the main land, with buildings built on the “cottage” plan. 
Then out-door work could be carried on, and the boys would 
improve in every way. If it is decided to keep this place for 
reformation of boys, then you must appropriate a goodly sum 
to place the wooden buildings in repair, so that use can be 
made of them. The committee recommend the abandon- 
ment of this place. 


/ 


HovuskE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. 


This institution received a careful looking over, and every 
thing found in proper shape. 

The new annex to the hospital is about complete, waiting 
only for money enough for steam heating, ventilating and 
furnishing. This will cost about $3,000. 

A new switch-board, wiring and lighting the old prison 
building, costing about $4,000, should be granted. We also 
recommend a new prison or cell building for women. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL, WEsT ROXBURY. 


The Parental School at West Roxbury continues in that 
overcrowded condition spoken of in the report of last year’s 
committee. The judges of our municipal courts pay no 
attention to the conditions existing, and boys are continually 
being sentenced to this place for truancy. Something must 
be done, and at once. The schools are about to open, and 
no doubt there will arise many more cases ; to meet this pres- 
ent condition and future needs two new buildings for dormi- 
tory purposes must be built. Additional land is needed, a 
new barn is wanted; a main-pipe service and fire hose, for 
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protection against fire, should be installed. All of the above 
is recommended, and the Committee on Finance requested to 
provide in the first loan bill. 

The work assigned to this committee, under chapter 220 
of the Public Statutes, is very important, and for the benefit 
of the heads of some of our institutions, is herewith printed: 


[CuapreR 220. ] 


Sect. 72. ‘The commissioners for the several counties shall be 
inspectors of the prisons in their counties. (G.S. 178, § 62.) 

Sect. 73.. They shall twice in each year, at intervals not ex- 
ceeding eight months, by themselves or a committee of not less 
than two of their members, visit and inspect all the prisons in 
their county, and fully examine into everything relating to the 
government, discipline, and police thereof. The committee shall 
as soon as may be after each inspection make and subscribe a 
detailed report to the commissioners, stating the condition of 
each prison as to health, cleanliness, and discipline at the time of 
inspection ; the number of persons confined there within the six 
months next preceding, or since the last inspection, and for what 
causes; the manner in which any convicts have been employed ; 
the number of persons usually confined in one room; the dis- 
tinction, if any, usually observed in the treatment of the different 
classes of persons detained in such prisons; the punishments in- 
flicted ; any evils or defects in the construction, discipline, or man- 
agement of such prisons; the names of the prisoners who have 
died, escaped, been pardoned, or discharged; and whether any 
of the provisions of law in relation to such prisons have been vio- 
lated or neglected, with the causes, if known, of such violation 
or neglect. 

Sect. 74. When the commissioners or any of them visit any 
of said prisons, either for the purpose of inspection or any other 
cause, the sheriff, master, keeper, or other officer having charge 
thereof shall admit them, when required, into every apartment of 
such prison, exhibit all books, precepts, documents, accounts, and 
papers relating to the concerns of the prison, or to the detention 
or confinement of any person therein, which may be required, and 
afford to them such aid as may be requested in the performance 
of any part of their duties. The commissioners or their commit- 
tee may examine on oath, to- be administered by one of them, 
either by interrogatories in writing to be answered in writing and 
subscribed, or otherwise as they may direct, any officer, keeper, 
or other person, in relation to the concerns or management of 
any prison; they may also converse with any of the prisoners 
apart, and without the presence of any officer or keeper. 

Secor. 75. If it appears to the commissioners, from the report 
of their committee or otherwise, that any provision of law in rela- 
tion to prisons has been violated or neglected in their county, 
they shall forthwith give notice thereof to the district-attorney. 
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The committee are grateful to Sheriff Seavey, Deputy 
Sheriff Bradley, Penal Institution Commissioner Morrison, 
Mr. O’Hare, Mrs. Murray and Miss Bailey of the Children’s 
Trustees; Colonel Whiton, Master of the House of Cor- 
rection, South Boston; James R. Gerrish, Esq., Master 
of the House of Correction, Deer Island; Sumner D. Sea- 
vey, Esq., Superintendent of Rainsford Island, and B. C. 
Day, Esq., Superintendent of Parental School, for their 
assistance to the committee.

500, Acts 1897, authorize the city of Boston to 
borrow not exceeding $7,500,000 (this amount reduced $616,000 under authority of 
Chap. 347, Acts 1897) to promote Rapid Transit, and such further amoant for 
Charlestown bridge and its approaches, in addition to the $750,000 heretofore ap- 
propriated by the City Council, as may be necessary for the completion of said bridge 
and approaches. 

Chap. 149, Acts of 1898, authorizes the Treasurer of the city of Boston to issue bonds 
to pay the expense of building and furnishing High and Latin schools and taking 
land therefor to an amount not exceeding $300,000 in the year 1899 (which has been 
borrowed), $300,000 in the year 1900 and $250,000 in the year 1901.

The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the West End Street Railway Company for 
leave to lay a track on Pleasant street, with double curves 
on either end, with the right to use the overhead electric 
system thereon, having further considered the subject, re- 
spectfully recommend the passage of the accompanying 
order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the City of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to lay down, maintain, and use a track on Pleasant 
street, with double curves at either end, connecting with 
existing tracks of said company on Shawmut avenue and 
Tremont street, and also an additional curve connecting 
said tracks at the junction of Tremont street and Shawmut 
avenue; said tracks being shown by red lines on a plan 
made by A. L. Plimpton, dated June 18, 1900, and deposited 
in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the

form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of loca- 
tion, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the con- 
ditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days 
from the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null 
and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within six months from the date of the passage of this order. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is hereby 
further granted to the said company to establish and main- 
tain the overhead trolley electric system of motive power in 
the operation of its cars on said location, to erect, maintain, ~ 
and use such wires and iron poles of the height of not less 
than twenty feet, at the places indicated by red circles or 
dots on the plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets, as may be necessary to establish and maintain said 
electric system of motive power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be 
approved by hin. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
by, or that may hereafter be conferred on, the Board of Aldermen 
of the City of Boston, to make rules and regulations pertain- 
ing to the operation and maintenance of the electric system, 
and the running of electric cars in the city of Boston. 

Also upon condition that said railway company shall accept 
this order, and agree to comply with the conditions herein 
contained, and shall file such acceptance and agreement with 
the City Clerk within thirty days from the passage thereof;

The right to lay down the track located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said track, shall be under the direction and to 
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the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also-upon condition that said West: 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of loca- 
tion, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the condi- 
tions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and 
agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. 
The whole work of laying the said track to be completed 
within six months from the date of the passage of this order.

DEAR Srr,— The order of the Common Council “that 
the Board of Health, through his Honor the Mayor, make a 
report as to whether the Garbage Plant at Cow Pasture is a 
nuisance to the residents of Dorchester and South Boston, 
and if it is, why is it not abated,” referred to the Board of 
Health by his Honor the Mayor, with request for its’ 
return with report, has this day been received. In compli- 
ance with this request we have to say that we completed our 
second investigation of the Garbage Plant on the twenty-third 
day of June, and were convinced that “ the Garbage Plant at 


— 
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Cow Pasture” was a nuisance to the residents of Dorchester 
and South Boston. The Board then reviewed the language 
of the garbage contract, and concluded to ask the corpora- 
tion counsel certain questions concerning said contract, 
which contract the Board had previously, but without due 
care, thought to be available in case the plant should become 
a nuisance. ‘Three days later, on June 26th, the Board ad- 
dressed the corporation counsel and received his reply, as 
will be seen by the following communications ; —

DEAR Str, — Referring to the contract between the City 
of Boston and «The New England Sanitary Product Com- 
pany,” if the Board of Health should be satisfied, and should 
so declare to the Superintendent of Streets, that the Garbage 
Plant at Cow Pasture, being conducted under said contract, 
is a nusiance and “objectionable to the public health and 
comfort,” would this declaration, signed by the Superintendent 
of Streets and approved by the Board of Health and the 
Mayor and served upon said company, place the Superin- 
tendent of Streets in a position to cancel said contract ? 

Or can said company conduct said plant for five days in 
succession in such a manner as to create a public nusiance, 
“objectionable to the public health and comfort,” and repeat 
this experience indefinitely, with intervals of a day of relief 
between the five-day periods, without violating the terms of 
said contract and rendering same liable to revocation by the 
City ?

LAw DEPARTMENT, July 12, 1900. 
To the Board of Health: | 

In reply to your communication inquiring as to the power 
of the Board of Health over the method of carrying on the 
work of the New England Sanitary Product Company at 
Cow Pasture, I have to say that, under the provisions of 
Article 9 of that contract, “if the contractor from any cause, 
except fire, or extraordinary ice in the water surrounding the 
City or of Boston Harbor, or of process of law, or other ex- 
traordinary or unavoidable cause as aforesaid, shall fail for 
more than five successive days to remove or to cremate or 
render said garbage as required in this contract, or dispose of 
the residue or waste thereof as so required, the Superintend- 
ent (of Streets), acting for the city, by notice in writing to 
that effect, signed by him and approved by the Board of 
Health of said city and the Mayor, given to the contractor 
or mailed to him at the business address given by him to the 
Superintendent, may cancel said contract, or, etc.” 

You will see by this that the power of the Board of Health, 
so far as the contract is concerned, is simply to approve the 
action of the Superintendent, and if the Superintendent draws 
up a notice of the description set forth in that article and 
that notice is approved by the Board of Health and the Mayor, 
his power is absolute to cancel the contract, and that is 
the end of the company’s authority to do any work thereun- 
der.

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR A LIST OF CITY 
EMPLOYEES. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The Statistics Department shall cause to be printed and 
published within the month of January and within the month 
of July in each year a list of all the officials and employees 
employed in any of the departments, bureaus, or offices of the 
City Government, including the employees of the School 
Committee and of Suffolk County, who have been or have 
become such officials or employees during the preceding six 
months. 

Said list shall contain the name, residence by street and 
number, nature of position or service, civil service rating, if 
any, date of entry into service or employment, when possible, 
date of cessation of such service or employment, if such has 
occurred during such period, salary or wages, and a distinct 
statement of the decrease or increase thereof during said 
period of each of said officials or employees. 

It shall be the duty of heads of departments or bureaus or 
offices not under a department, to furnish the Statistics De- 
partment everything required to be inserted therein. It 
shall be the duty of the Chairman of the Statistics Trustees 
to supervise the publication of said lists on or before the 
first days of February and August respectively in each year, 
to certify to the Treasurer of the City of Boston that the 
several lists so required to be furnished have been furnished 
to him by said heads of departments, bureaus, or offices, and 
the Treasurer is hereby forbidden to pay the salary of said 
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head of department, bureau, or- office who has not furnished 
such list until the receipt by the City Treasurer of such 
certificate. 

The Chairman of the Statistics Trustees shall have the 
power to make requisition in writing upon the heads of de- 
partments to furnish the information necessary to make up 
such list, according to the rules prescribed by him and 
printed by the Statistics Department; and such information 
must be supplied by the department within ten days after 
such requisition. He shall have power to require such in- 
formation in the same manner every three months, and all 
other information in the control of said heads of departments 
necessary to perform his duties, under this ordinance. He 
shall include in his list the number of laborers, designating 
the departments in which they are employed, and, if practi- 
cable, the number employed in the prosecution of specific 
works, and the amounts paid them.

CONCERNING 


fee WAL ERS, ETC. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hunared. 


AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO TRADES, BUILDINGS, ETC, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston as follows : 


SECTION 1. Section forty of chapter forty-five of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1898 is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows : 

SEctT. 40. The board of police for the city of Boston may 
license suitable persons to be dealers in and keepers of shops 
for the purchase, sale or barter of, or junk-collectors of, junk, 
old metals or second-hand articles. 

Sect. 2. Section forty-three of said chapter is amended to 
read as follows: 

Sreot. 43. Every such shopkeeper shall allow his shop 
and all articles of merchandise therein to be at all times ex- 


amined by the mayor and city council or board of police, or 


by any person by them respectively authorized to make such 
examination.

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Sxct. 3. Section forty-five of said chapter is amended to ~ 


read as follows: 

SEcT. 45. No such shopkeeper shall have his shop open 
for the transaction of business, nor shall any such shopkeeper 
nor any such junk-collector purchase any of the aforesaid ar- 
ticles, except between sunrise and nine o’clock in the evening 
of any week day, except Saturday, on which day such shop 
may be kept open and such articles purchased from sunrise 
until ten o’clock in the evening. 

Sect. 4. Insert a new section in said chapter as follows: 

Secr. 46. No such shopkeeper or junk-collector shall 
directly or indirectly either purchase or receive by way of 
barter or exchange any junk, old metal or second-hand article 


of a minor or apprentice, knowing or having reason to believe 


him to be such. 
SEoT. 5. Section forty-six is hereby made section forty- 
seven.

DEAR Sir. — In reply to the enclosed order from the Com- 
mon Council, through you, asking the Superintendent of 
Lamps to report to the Common Council whether the Boston 
Electric Light Company is complying with the terms of its 
contract with the City of Boston, also to report how many 
electric lights in this city are of 2,000 candle-power and how 
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many electric lights of 1,200 candle-power have been installed 
since the making of said contract, and if the current gener- 
ated by the Boston Electric Light Company is measured or 
tested by the City of Boston, I desire to submit the follow- 
ing report: 

The Boston Electric Light Company is, in my judgment, 
complying with the terms of their contract, signed on August 
29, 1898. ‘There are now lighted by the Boston Electric 
Light Company in the City of Boston 2,632 enclosed arc 
lamps of nominal 2,000 candle-power, as per contract. No 
electric lamps of 1,200 candle-power have been installed for 
the City of Boston since the making of the contract on 
August 28, 1898. 

I have personally witnessed several tests made at the 
Power Station of the Boston Electric Light Company, and 
found the current generated to be fully up to the standard 
of the contract, which is, “not less than 500 watts in the 
average and not less than 480 watts in any case.” I have 
also personally witnessed secret tests made under my orders, 
by responsible electrical experts, of the arc lamps of the 
Boston Electric Light Company in various sections of the 
city, the testing of each lamp lasting from one hour and one- 
quarter to an hour and three-quarters, and have found the 
current to be as follows: Average ampers, 6.8; average 
voltage, 74.5; average watts, 507, which is fully up to the 
contract requirements. | 

These tests were made without any knowledge whatever 
of the Boston Electric Light Company. ;

CITY OF BOSTON. 
[IN THE YEAR ONE THOUSAND NINE HUNDRED.] 


AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR A LIST OF CITY 
EMPLOYEES. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

The Auditing Department shall cause to be printed and 
published within the month of January and within the month 
of July in each year a list of all the officials and employees 
employed in any of the departments, bureaus, or offices of the 
City Government, who have been or have become such officials 
or employees during the preceding six months. 


bo 
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Said list shall contain the name; residence by street and 
number; nature of position or service ; civil service rating, 
if any; date of entry into service or employment, when pos- 
sible; date of cessation of such service or employment, if 
such has occurred during such period; salary or wages; and 
a distinct statement of the decrease or increase thereof, dur- 
ing said period, of each of said officials or employees. 

It shall be the duty of heads of departments or bureaus or 
offices not under a department to furnish the Auditing De- 
partment everything required to be inserted therein. It shall 
be the duty of the City Auditor to supervise the publication 
of said lists on or before the first day of February and 
August respectively in each year, and to certify to the Treas- 
urer of the City of Boston that the several lists so required 
to be furnished have been furnished to him by said heads of 
departments, bureaus, or offices, and the Treasurer is hereby 
forbidden to pay the salary of said head of department, 
bureau, or office who has not furnished such list until the 
receipt by the City Treasurer of such certificate. 

The City Auditor shall have the power to make requisition 
in writing upon the heads of departments to furnish the infor- 
mation necessary to make up such list, according to the rules 
prescribed by him and printed by the Auditing Department ; 
and such information must be supplied by the department 
within ten days after such requisition. He shall have the 
power to require such information in the same manner every 
three months, and all other information in the control of said 
heads of departments necessary to perform his duties under 
this ordinance. He shall include in his list the number of 
laborers, designating the departments in which they are em- 
ployed, and, if practicable, the number employed in the pros- 
ecution of specific works, and the amount paid them.

BOSTON TUNNEL CONSTRUCTION COMPANY. 


FIRST LOCATION. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, October 1, 1900. 


Ordered, That permission be hereby granted to the Boston 
Tunnel Construction Company, its successors and assigns, to 
lay down, maintain and use, for the transportation of mate- 
rial in the construction of the East Boston Tunnel, and of 
freight, a single railroad track across Webster street, east of 
Lewis street, East Boston, at grade; said track being shown 
on plan made by Charles F. Taylor, dated September 4, 
1900, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The right to lay down the track located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said track, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and 
shall be approved by him.

Sir, —I respectfully submit my report of the management 
of the Randidge Excursions, carried out under provision of 
the will of George L. Randidge. 

The arrangements were practically the same as_hereto- 
fore, —a water trip on the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee” and 
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a day’s outing on Long Island, where luncheon was served, and 
sports and bathing facilities furnished the children. 

Fourteen thousand three hundred and seventy-one (14,371) 
children were carried on these picnics in forty-nine (49) days, 
making an average of two hundred and ninety-three (293) 
carried each day, at a cost of twelve and two-tenths (12.2) 
cents per head.

TRANSMITTING

WEALTH, ON ACCOUNT OF THE TAKING OF THE 
WATER-SUPPLY SYSTEM.

Boston, Mass, 22 Oct., 1900. 


To the Honorable the City Council: 

GENTLEMEN, — I transmit herewith, for your information, 
copies of the votes passed by your Committee on Claims, and 
by the Governor and Council, authorizing the final settle- 
ment of the suit, City of Boston vs. Commonwealth, which 
suit involved claims of the city for its water-supply system, 
taken by the Commonwealth under Stat. 1895, Chap. 488. 

It will be remembered that this supply system, in whole or 
in part, had been in the possession of the city for half a century, 
more or less, and had been acquired at great expense. The 
annual report of the City Auditor for 1896-97, pages 271- 
273, presents a brief account of the entire water system of 
the city, together with its cost. The Auditor's report for 
1897-98, pages. 293-294, reports the cost of the entire sys- 
tem at $26,831,753.14. Meanwhile, on or about the first day 
of January, 1898, the Commonwealth had taken the supply 
part, meaning the Chestnut Hill Reservoir and the system 
west of it, leaving to the city the distributing part, or the 
water system east of the reservoir named. ‘The city con- 
sented, relying upon the good faith of the Commonwealth for 
such payment for the property taken as might seem equitable. 
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The sum named by the City Auditor as the cost of the entire 
water system of the city, namely, $26,831,753.14, makes due 
allowance for $1,154,766.84, received for Basin 5, so called. 
Suit was brought for the remaining claim, on account of 
which the city received $5,000,000 in part payment. This 
sum is on hand, drawing interest. 

After diligent search, no precedent was found* indicating a 
safe rule by which the law could determine the precise amount 
due to the city for its water system, the city keeping the dis- 
tributing service, while the Commonwealth had taken the sup- 
ply part, as described above. City and State were confronted 
by a litigation, which, judging by kindred cases, might have 
lasted for very many years. Moreover, the city itself, being 
the chief member of the Metropolitan Water District, which 
will bear the cost of the Metropolitan Water Supply, will pay 
a very large proportion of any award to be made for the prop- 
erty the city has surrendered. 

The settlement agreed upon treats the Boston water system 
at the time of its division as representing about $26,000,000. 
Though the supply part may have increased in value, it was 
considered equitable to treat the property taken by the Com- 
monwealth as representing $13,000,000, being approximately 
the net cost. 

This conclusion, not unfavorable to the Commonwealth and 
not unjust to the city, was consented to by both the city and 
the Commonwealth. ‘The city having received $5,000,000 on 
account, which to the day of final settlement is expected to 
have earned $469,000 interest, a claim of $7,531,000, as of 
1 November, 1900, remains, for which judgment is to be 
entered under the agreements transmitted herewith. This 
amount is to draw interest from the 1 November. 

I have no hesitation to express profound satisfaction that 
the great City of Boston and the great Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts are saved from the expense, the delay, the 
annoyance, and the uncertainty of a law-suit peculiarly com- 
plicated, and I wish to express the thanks of the city to His 
Excellency Governor Crane for prompt and equitable action ; 
to our Law Department, assisted by Hon. Nathan Matthews, 
Jr., for diligence and skill; also to our Auditing Department 
for faithful work. The case is very great, and very difficult ; 
yet it has been settled without injustice.

tracks of the West End Street Railway Company now located 


on Brighton avenue, at Union square, together with a con- 
necting track on said Brighton avenue, said tracks being 
shown by red lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated 
August 7, 1900, and deposited in the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the track located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of maternal 
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used in paving said track, shall be under the direction and 


to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and ~ 


shall be approved by him. Also upon condition‘ that said 
Newtonville and Watertown Street Railway Company shall 
accept this order of location, and shall agree, in writing, to 
comply with the conditions herein contained, and shall file 
said acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk within 
thirty days from the passage of this order; otherwise it shall 
be null and void. 

The whole work of laying the said track to be completed 
within six months from the date of the passage of this order. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen. is hereby fur- 
ther granted to the said company to establish and maintain 
the overhead trolley electric system of motive power in the 
operation of its cars on said location, to erect, maintain, and 
use such wires and iron poles, of the height of not less than 
twenty feet, at the places indicated by red circles or dots on 
the plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of Streets, 
as may be necessary to establish and maintain said electric 
system of motive power.

Also, upon condition that nothing, herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
by, or that may hereafter be conferred on, the Board of 
Aldermen of the City of Boston to make rules and regula- 
tions pertaining to the operation and maintenance of the elec- 
tric system and the running of electric cars in the City of 
Boston.

The following paper was submitted to the committee, 
as embodying the ideas of the representatives of various 
interests, which had conferred together prior to the 
hearing, relative to the proper disposition of the Frank- 


lin Fund: 


1. That the Franklin Fund should be used as a whole 


for a single purpose. 


2. That the spirit of Benjamin Franklin’s will can 
best be carried into effect by promoting the intellectual 


and industrial interests of the people of Boston.

3. That the Franklin Fund should be used to defray 
the cost of erecting, furnishing, and equipping a build- 
ing to be known as the Franklin Institute. | 

4. That the city should provide a site for the Frank- 
lin Institute. We favor the site now occupied by the 
Old Franklin School-house as the most appropriate and 
suitable site for the Franklin Institute. 

5. That, in the Franklin Institute, facilities — con- 
sisting of quarters for a branch of the Public Library, 
reading-rooms, and such halls, rooms, shops, and labora- 
tories, as may be deemed requisite, together with neces- 
sary furniture, collections and equipment—shall be 
provided to enable the managers of the Institute to 
promote educational measures of two principal kinds, 
viz: (1) Those looking to general education, e.g., by 
classes and lectures in history and in political and social 
science; (2) those looking to theoretical and practical 
instruction in such of the applied arts and sciences as 
are best calculated to stimulate and widen the intel- 
ligence, cultivate the taste, enhance the skill, and in- 
crease the efficiency of the people of Boston, special re- 
gard being given to those who are artisans. 

Alderman M.J.O’Brren, Chairman, in calling to order, 
said: The meeting will please bein order.  Gentle- 
men, this is a meeting of a Committee of the Managers 
of the Franklin Fund, and I will ask the Clerk to read 
the call.

The CHAIRMAN. —Gentlemen, the committee is pre- 
pared to hear any gentlemen who desire to be heard. 
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STATEMENT BY COUNCILMAN ARTHUR K. PECK. 


Mr. Peck. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, Benjamin 
Franklin, in grateful remembrance of his native town 
of Boston, and with a desire to be of service to future 
generations of apprentices, bequeathed the sum of one 
thousand pounds, which he intrusted to the care of the 
Selectmen of the Town of Boston and the pastors of 
three of the oldest churches. : 

This one thousand pounds he designated to be utilized 
for the benefit of apprentices, for starting them in busi- 
ness. It was to be loaned out in small sums for short 
terms. At the end of one hundred years this money 
and what it had earned in part was to be utilized for 
some public benefit. 

The century has passed, and for seven years the 
Board of Managers and the City Council of Boston have 
been unable to decide upon some definite proposition 
which will be acceptable. Ata meeting of the Com- 
mon Council on September 6 I offered an order asking 
that a public hearing be given, at the same time stating 
that it was my wish that the money be expended for 
the purpose of establishing a school for the applied arts. 
I stated then that that was simply the nucleus of a 
proposition which would be presented at the hearing, 
and which proposition would have the support not only 
of those who were in favor of the previous propositions, 
but those who were dissenters, that it would have the 
support of prominent men interested in educational 
questions and those connected with educational insti- 
tutions, and of representatives of labor organizations ; 
in other words, that there would be a unification of the 
various interests. 

With this object in mind two conferences were held, 
to which were invited and in which participated a 
number of gentlemen representing the citizens of Boston 
connected with these various interests. Among those 
present at one or both conferences were the following : 
President Pritchett, of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology ; Dr. Tyler, Secretary of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology ; Arthur Astor Carey, President 
of the Society of Arts and Crafts, member of the Munic- 
ipal Art Commission, and Trustee of the Art Museum ; 
Samuel F. Hubbard, Director of the North End Union 
and one of the leading officers of the Twentieth Century 
Club; C. W. Parmenter, Principal of the Mechanic 
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Arts High School; J. Frederick Hopkins, Director of 
Drawing of the City of Boston ; F. K. Foster, represent- 
ative of the Central Labor Union ; George E. McNeill, 
representing the Central Labor Union; H. L. Johnson, 
ex-Secretary of the Arts and Crafts Society ; Robert A. 
Woods, of the Andover House and South End Settle- 
ment; Robert D. Andrews, member of the Boston 
Society of Architects ; E. R. Warren, of the Boston Art 
Students’ Association and member of the Twentieth 
Century Club; Frederick Allen Whiting, Secretary of 
the Society of Arts and Crafts ; Walter Gilman Page ; 
William H. Sayward, Secretary of the Master Builders’ 
Association ; Harry Lloyd, and Councilman A. K. 
Peck. 

These gentlemen were present there as individuals. 
The result of these conferences was that we agreed upon 
a proposition, which is to be presented this evening. 
It was voted at the last meeting that Mr. F. K. Foster, 
representing the Central Labor Union, should present 
the proposition and should act on our behalf in connec- 
tion with the hearing. I would like to now introduce 
Mr. Foster. 

Councilman LoGan. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
ask Mr. Peck a question. 

The CHAIRMAN. —Is Mr. Peck willing to answer a 
question? 

Mr. PEcK. — Yes. 

Mr. Logan. —I would like to first ask him, what is 
the status of the Franklin Fund at the present time? 
Isn’t it already before the City Government? 

Mr. Peck. —I don’t understand that it is. 

Mr. LoGan. — My only reason for asking the question 
is that, if my memory serves me aright, the Franklin 
Fund was referred to this City Government, an order in 
regard to it having passed the Board of Aldermen last 
year and the Council having referred it to the City 
Government of this year. I wanted to know if it was 
at: present before this City Government or before the 
Trustees of the Franklin Fund? 

The CHAIRMAN. — As the Chair understands it, it is 
now before the Managers of the Franklin Fund. The 
City Government has no right in the premises. 


STATEMENT By FRANK K. FOSTER. 


Mr. Foster. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, I do not desire at this time to occupy the 
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time of the committee. The printed slips distributed 
(referring to the proposition set forth above, in the in- 
troduction of the hearing) represent the concensus of 
opinion of the combined representatives of the various 
interests in consultation, and it is with peculiar felicita- 
tion that, representing in some degree the trade unions 
of the city, Lam able to announce that at this hearing 
we appear with practical unanimity, because at pre- 
vious discussions as to the disposition of the fund there 
was an unfortunate diversity of opinion as to the desir- » 
able application of the money. We have representa- 
tives here to-night from various of the central bodies of 
organized labor, as well as from the societies already 
mentioned by Councilman Peck. 

I would like to call as the first speaker a ventleman 
who perhaps can speak for both parties in interest, as 
an auxiliary member of the committee of the Boston 
Central Labor Union and as representing the confer- 
ence held at the rooms of the Twentieth Century Club 
—Mr. George E. McNeill. 


STATEMENT By GEORGE E. MCNEILL. 


Mr. McNemu. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, it may be well to briefly review the history 
of the Franklin Fund since the question of its proper 
distribution under the terms of the will first came 
before the Board of Managers. 

Let me say, to begin with, that the advertisement of 
the first hearing did not seem to awaken any public 
interest in the question. The labor men were not 
cognizant of any hearing being advertised, and the first 
thing that we really knew was that the Board of 
Managers had voted that the money should be appro- 
priated for the purpose of establishing a trades school. 
Immediately upon hearing of this fact I appeared before 
the Board of Managers in this room and found here Mr. 
5S. P. Capen, who is well known, and Mr. Fred. G. 
’ Pettigrove, who was then President of the Boston 
School Committee. 

I was informed that, as the vote had been declared, 
there was no opportunity of amendment. I then asked 
that the Board of Managers would define what they 
meant by a ‘‘trades school.” There seemed to be a 
very narrow conception of what could be covered by 
those words, and there seemed to be very little disposi- 
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tion to give a broad and liberal interpretation to the 
term. 

Other hearings: were held, and public interest was 
excited. I do not wish to speak of the different legal 
complications that arose. You know that at one time 
it was passed over into the hands of the Judge of the 
Probate Court, he to select a Board of Trustees who 
were to have charge. It was afterwards taken out of 
the hands of the Judge of the Probate Court and placed 
back into the hands of the Managers, and the fund, as 
IT understand it, was placed in the hands of the Gity 
Treasurer and is now on deposit as a fund of the city. 

After considerable agitation the Board of Managers 
reconsidered the vote whereby they had decided to ap- 
propriate the money for the establishment of a trades 
school. Then various propositions were made. The 
organized labor of Boston and vicinity has come before 
the Board of Managers at every hearing, asking that 
this fund should be appropriated for the establishment 
of a Franklin Institute, and they have attempted, ac- 
cording to the best of their ability, to state to the Board 
of Managers what they meant by a Franklin Institute. 
Some of you who were present will remember that upon 
one side of the hall there were lined up the employers of 
Boston and on the other side the employees of Boston. 
We were ranged absolutely on opposite sides, 1am sorry 
to say, and with the employers of Boston there were 
ranged many representatives of the best educational in- 
stitutions and interests of Boston and Massachusetts. 
Somehow or other it seemed that we could not get 
together. But I wish to assure the Board of Managers 
that it was not because of any narrowness on 
the part of the workingmen, because we personally 
invited a conference. We have had faith from the start 
that if we could reach the minds of the people they 
would acquiesce in and heartily indorse our plan. 

When Mr. Peck’s proposition for a hearing was pre- 
sented it was done, as far as we know, without any 
consultation with the labor men. It was an individual 
act of his own, but we soon came into communication 
with Mr. Peck and at last a conference was held, as 
has been shown to you this evening, —a conference 
representing the educational interests of Boston and 
vicinity, the organized labor interests, and, in a certain 
measure, the interests of other than purely educa- 
tional men. 
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That is all I need to say of the. history of this thing. 
As I understand the situation, to-day, there was at that 
time an agreement on the part of the Board of Man- 
agers that a certain portion of this fund should be used 
for the purpose of erecting a building to be called ‘‘ The 
Franklin Institute” on the site now occupied by the 
old Franklin School-house, and certain other portions of 
the fund were to be distributed for convenience stations 
and baths in various sections of the city. The matter 
came up in the last of 1898 in the City Council, and for 
some reason it was opposed and fell through. 

What we ask now is that the whole sum now on 
deposit and in the hands of the city be used for the 
establishment of this Franklin Institute, and in the few 
moments that I shall occupy of your time I shall 
attempt to show you what we mean by the Franklin 
Institute and why we feel that all of the money should 
go into that institute. 

Franklin was a mechanic, an artisan. In all of his 
life he never forgot that fact. In his will he set forth 
clearly his desire to help the class of which he was a 
member, the artisan class, and that this fund should be 
let and re-let constantly to such of the artisans and 
mechanics of Boston as would comply with the require- 
ments of the will, to their advantage, that they might 
go into business for themselves. The history of the 
fund shows that after a few years the money was not 
loaned in small sums to mechanics. In fact, it was 
refused. I can speak from personal experience, having 
_ been a personal applicant in the sixties for a portion of 
that fund. It was not used as provided in the will for 
the thirty or forty years previous to the expiration of 
the hundred years’ term of the first accumulations. 

Franklin was a scientist, he was a philosopher and a 
statesman, and we desire the Franklin Institute to 
represent exactly what Franklin represented. This 
institute, the Franklin Institute, should, then, be such 
an institute as will be for the best interests of the 
people of Boston and of Massachusetts, because in his 
will he speaks as though this fund should be so used as 
to make Boston attractive to people visiting it, and 
primarily for the mechanics and artisans of Boston. 

Now, what do they want ? What is the need of the 
mechanics and artisans of Boston. If you gentlemen 
of the Board of Management will go about and inquire, 
you will find this answer. Understand, I am not talk- 
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ing of apprentices, I am not talking of young men 
wishing to learn trades. I am talking of mechanics 
and artisans. They will tell you that they are not 
suffering because of their lack of skill, they are not 
suffering because of the lack of opportunity on their 
part to become perfect in their trades— because they 
will tell you that to-day there is no call for a skilled 
carpenter and joiner, such as worked in the days when 
this hall was erected, forty or fifty years ago. Even 
work that was once done by a carver, ornamental 
work, is now done by machinery. They will tell you 
that to-day there are no trades. I took up the paper 
this morning and read of a strike in a factory in this 
city, with the statement of the manager. When the 
question was asked, ‘‘ Do you think this will affect the 
whole body of your working people ?” the answer was, 
‘¢Why, no.” And these men who struck were edge- 
setters. Now, gentlemen, I learned the trade of 
making shoes. I have made a whole shoe, and I am 
one of the few living men who ever made a whole shoe, 
except some few custom boot-makers. But there are 
very few men living who ever made a lady’s shoe from 
start to finish, who built the heel lift by lift, and the 
setting of an edge on a shoe, or on the heel of a lady’s 
boot, was one of the most skilful operations in the 
whole manipulation of the stock, in manufacturing a 
lady’s boot. The setting of the edge had to be carefully 
done, and the temper of the tool used, the steadiness of 
the muscles and of the nerves, were important con- 
siderations. Now they say ‘‘ We don’t need skill in 
this. We don’t need skilled men to set the edge on a 
boot.” That is what a manager said to-day. 

So we are not suffering so much from that. You 
will find if you go to the Wells Memorial Building the 
answer to the question —a better and a fuller answer 
than you can find in any other building in Boston. 
You will find there that the working people have a 
social life, and desire opportunities for a social life. 
Rich men have their clubs. The only club open for a 
workingman in the city of Boston is practically a drink- 
ing saloon. You will find at the Wells Memorial that 
the workingmen are interested in lectures, and if you 
read their reports you will find that their lecture- 
rooms have been crowded, that they have not had op- 
portunities to fill the demand for space, for seats, at the 
various lectures that have been given in that institute. 
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There is another point to which I wish to call your 
attention. The charge has been made, and it is true, 
that many of our industries are leaving us. The state- 
ment was made awhile ago, I think by Oliver Ames, 
that the iron industry had practically left Massachu- 
setts. That question was discussed in the campaign of 
1892, when the tariff question was up. People inter- 
ested in the textile industries — cotton, silk, wool, and 
flax —will tell you that those industries are leaving the 
state, especially the cotton industry. Attempts have 
been made —at least, attempts were made, to check 
the movement of our industries to the South by seek- 
ing to repeal the labor legislation enacted in Massachu- 
setts. They said ‘‘Our employers, our manufacturers, 
cannot compete with the cheap labor of the South, if 
you reduce the hours of labor and necessarily increase 
wages.” What is the fact in the case? The fact is 
that the cruder production must take place near the 
source of the supply. It is foolish to bring coal and 
iron ore.to Massachusetts to make into pigs and rails 
when it can be done better and cheaper where the iron 
and the coal are found. It is better to manufacture 
cotton cloth where the cotton grows than to bring the 
cotton here and manufacture it. They will go where 
it can be manufactured cheapest, and you cannot stop 
it. Industries follow natural lines, just as populations 
do. 

Now, what are we going todo? We have simply got 
to put more art and more skill into our work. Instead 
of turning out iron at twenty dollars a ton we are 
going to turn out iron at two thousand dollars a pound, 
and that ischeap. You know that to-day in some of the 
New England States iron is manipulated so fine that it 
is worth more than its weight in gold. So you have got 
to put in the art, the skill, and the invention. Now, you 
cannot get the qualities necessary to produce these re- 
sults out of the labor of the South or of the distant West. 
That labor will be found where the most and best social 
life exists. Hence, in our programme, as far as the 
mechanic is concerned, we believe in giving him such 
opportunities in the Franklin Institute that if he—a 
carpenter, for instance — knowing only about the crude 
work that he now performs, has an ambition to know 
more about the materials that he handles, to know 
about the different woods that are produced in the world, 
and how they should be handled, what uses are made of 
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them, and what art can do, he shall have the opportunity 
to do so. Then, when the next world’s fair is held, 
Massachusetts may do itself the honor of demanding 
that every exhibitor of any article produced in Massa- 
chusetts shall give the names of the men who took part 
in the production of the article exhibited ; so that when 
Chickering’s pianofortes go to the next world’s fair, 
when the testimonials, the prize or award are given, 
they will not be simply awards upon the capital invested 
in the product of those things, but awards for the skill 
and art exhibited in the article produced, and the awards 
shall be given to the men who produced the results. 
Take the magnificent piano cases which were made 


for the world’s fair in Chicago — what credit was ever. 


given to the workmen who made a $12,000 case for one 
piano ? That was made here in Boston, and there is not 
a man here who knows the names of the two or three 
men who designed it. Who knows the names of the 
men who designed the pianos for the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel in New York? Six of those instruments were 
made in this city, one of them costing six thousand dol- 
lars. 1 know the man who designed one of them, and 
he was discharged afterwards because they could get 
a cheaperman. The goods were sold not simply because 
of the character of the instrument, but because of the 
artistic work in the design and in the finish. 

We want an opportunity to give to mechanics all the 
advantages that can come from such an institute in the 
way of their improvement as artisans. Don’t forget 
the word. I think it was Dr. Hartwell, who at the 
conference called attention to the fact that, in the early 
records of Boston, where a man built a fence it referred 
to ‘‘the artisan who built the fence.” Well, that is 
attaching the word ‘‘artisan” you may say, to pretty 
crude work. But we want to revive the name —no, we 


want to more than revive the name ; we want it so that © 


it shall be said, and so that it shall be true, that the 
men who do this work are artisans. , 

But, my friends, that is not all. Thatis the Trades 
School side of it. That is the broad and liberal con- 
struction that we want to place upon the first idea of a 
Trades School. But there is something more than that. 
We here are living under a republican form of govern- 
ment — at least we expect that we are. There might 
be some qualification of that, but we believe we are 
living under a republican form of government. 


were 
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Alderman GERRY. — We are. 

Mr. McNeru. — Yes, we are to-day, and hope we shall 
continue to do so. Webelievein a republican form of 
government, all of us, and we want to uphold it and to 
make it impossible that any other form of government 
shall come here. Well, you can look across the water 
to where art had its highest development in statuary, 
in painting, in architecture, where a republic existed, 
and you will now find, and visit, itsruins. You cannot 
uphold government by art alone, by the skill of artisans. 
And so we say that this institute should make better 
men, better citizens. That does not simply mean that 
we want mechanics. We want sovereign mechanics — 
sovereign in their art ability, but sovereign also in their 
democratic ability, in their ability at self-government. 
So we desire that in this building we shall have a 
branch of the public: library, that library to be filled 
with books selected for the special work of the institute, 
that it shall have reading-rooms, where the workingman 
can goinas he pleases, free and easy reading-rooms, 
not stilted and starched-up reading-rooms, but reading- 
rooms where a man can smoke and read if he wishes. 
We want halls for lectures; we want to know whether. 
the policy of Massachusetts is the correct policy or 
whether the policy of South Carolina is the best policy. 
We want to know from history all that history can teach 
us of the dangers threatening the republic. We want 
to know all there is of philosophy that can be taught, 
within our reach. We want to know all of science 
and all of statesmanship that we can reach. 

You have got to find your statesmen out of the 
working class. That is where you are going to get 
them. Men who are making themselves busy in get- 
ting money never can be statesmen. The hope of this 
republic is in its mechanics being sovereign citizens, as 
well as sovereign artisans, and this institute is in that 
direction. 

You know — it has been told to you before — what the 
Cooper Institute has done. We know we can point to 
men in our own ranks, men who came here from other 
countries, ignorant of our institutions, without any 
education, and who graduated from the Cooper Institute 
leaders of men — fortified, competent, wise leaders of 
men; and men outside the ranks of labor have paid 
their tribute to the memory of Peter Cooper, because of 
what that institution has done for them. 
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I have occupied all the time I should and more time 
than I wished to occupy. I only ask to give emphasis 
to this fact —first, that this money should be devoted 
to one single purpose, not diffused and distributed. 
And why? Because there is hardly money enough 
now to do what we want to do. If you give us but 
$163,000 and the land you are simply going to cramp 
the movement, you are going to cramp the work of the 
institute. Weneed all the money, and I think I am 
not assuming too much when I say that if all that 
money is appropriated for this single purpose, and 
appropriated this year, the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, when its next General Court assembles, will 
make a handsome appropriation for it. I am not 
speaking idly, [| am not speaking ignorantly ; | am 
speaking advisedly when I say that, when you once 
set this movement going, the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts will do for it as it has done for the Institute 
of Technology, repeatedly appropriating $50,000. It will 
be willing to give the same assistance to this institute 
as to the Institute of Technology and to several special 
technical schools for the textile industry that have been 
established, as you know, in Lowell and other places. 
The State of Massachusetts has appropriated hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in just the direction that we 
are now asking you to take a step, in the line of 
lectures and instruction upon all these questions the 
study of which benefits us as men and citizens. 

Mr. Loagan.—Mr. Chairman, I understood Mr. 
McNeill to say that he wanted to appropriate the whole 
sum for this purpose. Am | right ? 

Mr. McNEILL. — Yes, that is correct. 

Mr. Logan.— Do you think that would be in accord- 
ance with the terms of Franklin’s will, to appropriate 
the whole of it? 

Mr. McNeruu.—I certainly do. 

Mr. LoGan.— Don’t you think that Benjamin Frank- 
lin wanted a part of the money to go on interest for 
another hundred years? 

Mr. McNeEILu.— Well, I simply mean all that is is avail- 
able at this time. There is a certain amount that is 


available for use at this time, and we would like to have ~ 


all that is to be used at this time applied to this pur- 
pose.

Mr. Logan.— Then I understand that you want all of 


the fund applied to this purpose? 
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Mr. McNerLu.— All that is available at the end of the 
one hundred years’ term. I understand that it is 
$375,000. 

Mr. LoGgan.— As a matter of fact, I believe the whole 
is available at the end of the one hundred years, if the 
Trustees want to use it. 

Mr. McNerLu.— Well, I haven’t a copy of the will 
with me. Have you a copy of it there? 

Mr. LoGan.—I have not a copy of it here. 

Mr. McNeriu.— It has been the general impression — 
although I would not trust my memory upon the matter 
—that a certain portion of this fund was to remain for 
another term of one hundred years. If any one has a 
copy of the will, that can be looked up. 

Mr. Locan.— As I remember the will, he gave one 
thousand. pounds, expecting that at the end of one 
hundred years it would amount to $565,000. In that 
case he desired that the $500,000 should be used and 
that the $65,000 should go on interest for another hun- 
dred years. 

Mr. McNEILL. — Yes. 

Mr. Locan. — The fact is that the fund has not yet 
reached the half-million dollar mark. 

Mr. McNeru. — Exactly, but I understand that the 
managers feel, in accordance with the spirit of the will, 
that a certain portion should be used and that the 
remainder should be set apart for another term of one 
hundred years. 


STATEMENT BY THOMAS F. TRACY. 


Mr. Foster.—Mr. Chairman, the mechanics and 
_ artisans of Boston have ninety-one divisions, ninety-one 
organizations of different trades, which meet in a local 
congress once in every fortnight, through their repre- 
sentatives, to discuss these matters of public necessity. 
That organization is known as the Boston Central 
Labor Union. I would like to ask Mr. Thomas F. 
Tracy, of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 97, to speak for 
that organization. 

Mr. Tracy. — Mr. Chairman and members of the 
Committee, as has been stated by my colleague, Mr. 
_ McNeill, one year ago or a little over, when the proposi- 
tion for the disposition of the Franklin Fund was before 
the Board of Managers, the Central Labor Union of 
" Boston had no notification that such a hearing was to 
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take place. But since that time they have been keep- 
ing rather a close watch, and upon information being 
received that the Board of Managers were to give 
another hearing on the matter, the subject was brought 
up at the last meeting of the Central Labor Union, and 
a committee was appointed to come here and ask for 
the carrying out of this proposition which various 
interests lay before you to-night. This is not the result 
of any hasty action, as the disposition of this fund has 
been discussed time and time again in the Central Labor 
Union, and one year ago we arrived at what are practi- 
cally the conclusions contained in this proposition. 

We feel that as much of this fund as is available 
would hardly be sufficient to erect a building such as we 
believe would best commemorate the name of Franklin, 
and would be for the best interests of the citizens of 
Boston. Meeting in Wells Memorial Hall, as these 
ninety-one organizations of labor, or most of them, do, 
we realize the benefits that can be obtained and that — 
have been obtained by many of the members of the 
various labor organizations in Boston by attending the 
classes in connection with that institute. We also fully 
realize that the classes there are overcrowded. Many 
of the members of organized labor who desire at times 
to connect themselves with one or another of the classes 
in that institution do not have the opportunity to do so, 
from the fact that the classes are largely overcrowded. 
We have also been informed that the same thing is true - 
to a certain extent of the classes in the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. 

We believe that an institute of this kind, erected in a 
suitable place — and we believe the old Franklin School 
to be the most suitable locality in view at this time — 
should assume proportions that would give all who 
desire to attend the lectures that would be given there, 
or to connect themselves with the classes that would be 
conducted there, an opportunity to so do. 

We fully believe that the amount of money that is 
available would put up a building that would be suitable 
for some years to come, at least, but we do not think it 
advisable, we do not think that the best results can be 
obtained, by the separating of this fund, by appropriating 
$160,000 to erect a building to be known as the Franklin 
Institute, and the rest of the fund to be given away for 
various purposes in different parts of the city. We do 
not believe that such a plan is advisable, that such a 
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plan should be adopted, and we do not believe that the 
best results would thus accrue to all in interest. 

We, the committee, in the name of the Central Labor 
Union, respectfully petition that the Board of Managers 
give this matter their earnest consideration and, if it is 
in their power and in accordance with their judgment, 
that they comply with the request that is presented 
here to-night by the various interests that have the 
establishment of a Franklin Institute at heart. 


STATEMENT BY FRANK MAGUIRE. 


Mr. Foster. — Mr. Chairman, I will now call upon 
Mr. Frank Maguire, of the Upholsterers’ Union, also 
representing the Central Labor Union. 

Mr. Maauire. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, I did not expect to be called upon to say 
anything in relation to this matter, thinking the ground 
would be covered by those people who are more con- 
versant with the matter than I am; but, as a worker 
and as a man born in Boston, having lived here all my 
life, and thoroughly understanding, or believing that I 
do understand, the desire and ambition of the working 
people to benefit their conditions in a legal and legiti- 
mate manner, I feel that I do not put it too strongly 
when I say that the Franklin Fund should be devoted 
to the purposes for which it was left by Benjamin 
Franklin. At that time the intent was to advance the 
interests of the artisan, to help his future progress in 
life. Conditions and circumstances have changed, and 
the possibility of placing an artisan in a line of business 
is so far remote at the present time that it could not be 
considered or conceived. 

The next thing to do is to see what can be done for 
those people who are artisans and who are workmen, as 
Franklin was, to promote their interests and to advance 
them in life so as to make them better citizens, better 
workmen, and better members of the general commu- 
nity. Nothing will accomplish that any better than the 
establishment of an institute where they can receive in- 
struction and can become educated, where they can go 
and exchange their thoughts together for the welfare of 
themselves and for the welfare of all humanity —an in- 
stitute established on the lines drawn here, for the 
education and advancement of the laboring people, the 
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mechanics and artisans, a place to which they can go for 
educational purposes after they get through their day’s 
work, after they get through their toil, instead of re- 
sorting, as some of them frequently have to do, to places 
that are not as beneficial, but which are decidedly inju- 
rious to them. Some such place as is here outlined 
would be for the benefit not only of the artisans them- 
selves and of the working people of Boston, but for the 
benefit of the mercantile, the business people. 

Any man who has had any experience in business 
realizes the fact that a competent, thoroughly intelligent 
mechanic is far superior to a man not so well equipped; 
that a man who is deficient in these particulars is not 
qualified to perform his duties as well as a man who is 
thoroughly informed from the educational and practical 
standpoint. This institution, if opened up, will give an 
opportunity to these people to come together in a con- 
genial way, in a place where they can be educated in 
their line of craft, in social matters, and, as you might 
say, in matters pertaining to all affairs interesting to 
the public and to the citizens at large. Such an insti- 
tute will make a better citizen of a man, will make a 
better artisan of a man, and will make a man who is a 
good deal better for the community. 

I don’t know that I can say a great deal about the 
matter, because I have not had the opportunity that I 
should like to have had to give to it my attention. You 
must realize the fact that people who work for a living 
do not have an opportunity to go into these studies so 
deeply as do some gentlemen on the outside. But I 
trust that your committee will take into consideration — 
the fact that this represents the unanimous opinion of 
the working people of Boston, that they believe that 
this money should not be subdivided, but should be de- 
voted to the purposes originally intended by Benjamin — 
Franklin — the benefit, welfare, and progress of the 
artisans and working people of Boston and of this com- 
munity. 

No greater, no grander monument, could be estab- 
lished in the city of Boston than such a monument as is 
here designated —a Franklin Institute, that would for 
all time assist to make better citizens, better Bes 
and better artisans of the people of Boston. 

I thank you, gentlemen, for your attention. 
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STATEMENT BY W. L. CROSMAN. 


Mr. Foster. — Mr. Chairman, there is one division 
of the mechanical trades which has a right to claim a 
peculiar pride in the memory and the name of Frank- 
lin, and an exceptional interest in the disposition of this 
fund. That is the trade which this famous artisan, 
statesman, philosopher, and scientist followed. The 
Typographical Union, one of the largest organizations 
in the city, is represented here to-night by a member of 
its legislative committee, and I would like to call upon 
Mr. W. L. Crosman to speak a word for that organiza- 
tion. 

Mr. Crosman. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, I am in hearty accord with all that the pre- 
vious speakers have said on this subject and believe in 
the practical ideas put forth on the printed slip. I be- 
lieve that the location for the institute should be on the 
site of the Franklin School. It is a central location, 
the land belongs to the city ; and the institute, even if 
it were not located there, should be erected on land 
which is now the property of the city, because if that 
is not done it will provide an opportunity for land 
speculators probably to gobble up the whole amount of 
the fund. If I remember rightly, some ten or fifteen 
years ago, when the Board of Managers went out look- 
ing over locations throughout the city, they visited 
some eight or ten, and, judging from the public figures 
that I read at that time in one of the newspapers, in 
almost every instance the owners of the land that had 
_ been looked at demanded twice the assessed value of 

the land. There were two or three instances where 
they were not so greedy, but just wanted a few thou- 
sand dollars more than the assessed value.. When the 
city wants a piece of land to erect any building on it 
furnishes an opportunity to land speculators to plunder 
the city. 

That is why I am in favor of the Franklin School 
site, because the city now owns the land, and if it 
were used for the purpose of erecting a Franklin Insti- 
tute thereon it would leave almost the entire amount 
for the building. Of course, no building can be erected 
except it is erected on land, and the land speculator 
shows up always. 

I believe I have nothing more to say on this question, 
except to hope that the Board of Managers will give it 
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their serious consideration and proceed with the move- 
ment immediately. I thank you. 

Alderman GrERRY.—I would like to ask Mr. Gregan 
one question. I would like to ask him if the present con- 
ditions in connection with the price of building mate- 
rials would, in his opinion, make negative a proposition 
to use this fund within the next twelve months or year 
and a half, we will say, —whether the price of material 
will probably decrease sufficiently to make it an object 
to wait ? 

Mr. CrosMAN. —I do not anticipate any decrease in 
the price of building material, in the least. Of course, 
Iam no authority on the matter, but I do not believe 
that any small increase, even in the next twelve months, 
or anything like it, would interfere materially with the 
investment of the fund immediately. 

Alderman GERRY. — Well, it is a fact that building 
material has increased very much in cost within the last 
year, and it is supposed that it will come down in price, 
is it not, within a year? 

Mr. CrosMAN. — I have understood that the high price 
of building material had rather discouraged the erection 
of buildings. I couldn’t say—it would be merely a 
matter of prophecy in regard to any reduction in the 
future in the cost of building material. 


STATEMENT BY MARTIN P. HIGGINS. 


Mr. Foster. — Mr. Chairman, Benjamin Franklin 
was an all-around printer. Since his time there have 
been many subdivisions of that trade. We have to-day 
in Boston fourteen trades represented in the Allied 
Printing Trades Council, which is represented here 
to-night by Mr. Martin P. Higgins. 

Mr. Hiaains. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, in the Allied Printing Trades Council, of 
which I am a member, representing my organization 
there, the question has often come up to be discussed as 
to what was the best thing to be done with the money 
that Benjamin Franklin intended should be devoted to 
assisting the artisans in Boston. It has come right 
down to this, that we have felt that an institute similar 
to that which has been referred to before you to-night 
should take all the money available from the Franklin 
Fund, making that institute one of Boston’s foremost 
institutions —an institution here in the birthplace of 
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Franklin, in his home when he was a boy, although he 
achieved fame and greatness in another section of our 
country. We believe that this institute would be a 
memorial to him, a monument to his sagacity as a 
statesman, to his sound logic as a philosopher, and to 
the fact that he earned his first money as a printer, as 
a tradesman, right here within a stone’s throw of City 
Hall. 

If that institute become an established fact, by 
virtue of your taking this money from the fund for the - 
institute and the City of Boston standing behind it, 
there is every reason to think that the working people 
who have acquired a skilled trade will take advantage 
of every opportunity to go there, when they find that 
the great city of Boston is going to send special lect- 
urers there to explain to them more thoroughly particu- 
lars bearing upon the work of the craft that they follow 
for their livelihood ; and the literature, pamphlets, and 
documents that will be there, to be easily gotten at by 
those who go to that institute, will be an incentive to 
them to become more familiar with and more thor- 
oughly cognizant of the many details that go with - 
their particular callings as skilled mechanics. 

We now have here in the City of Boston a Lowell in- 
stitute, in which many lectures are given annually. I 
believe it was founded by John Lowell in 1834 or 1835, 
_ and at one time it was largely patronized by the work- 
ing people. Ican remember back as a boy, when I sold 
papers along here on Washington street some thirty odd 
years ago, that when those lectures were given, near the 
Standard Clothing Company’s place, in the old Marlboro’ 
Building, the class of people that attended those lectures 
was largely the working people. To-day the Lowell In- 
stitute has moved away out to the Back Bay, and I 
saw at the last lecture that I attended there a year ago 
that the audience was entirely different from what it 
was here on Washington street. It is difficult to get a 
ticket to attend out there, and it is the wealth, you may 
say, and the polish of our city, those who have means 
to acquire a superior education, that attend those lect- 
ures. But in the days when they were here on Wash- 
ington street they were attended by the mechanics and 
workingmen along this busy thoroughfare. 

If the city of Boston should take this money and put 
an institution such as is suggested up there where the 
Franklin School-house is, there is every reason to think 
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that the working people would take full advantage of 
that institute, knowing that they would have ample 
opportunity to avail themselves of its advantages and 
that there would be many privileges to be obtained in 
an institution of that kind; and it would acquire the 
same fame and would be the same lasting memorial to 
Franklin that the Lowell Institute is to Lowell, and 
would do a tremendous amount of good. It would bring 
to the body politic of our city and of our Common- 
wealth a sound, healthy, intellectual manhood, as it 
would be a means of educating the working people. It 
would bring to the support of the structure on which 
this country’s future greatness must naturally rest the 
bone and sinew and hearts of the people, the working 
men. It would bring them in closer touch with our 
form of government and our institutions, and it would 
make them feel that, as young men, when they grad- 
uated from the factory, the workshop, from any calling, 
as skilled artisans, they had a place of recreation and 
of rest, and that while they enjoyed that recreation 
and rest they were likewise accumulating still greater 
knowledge for future use in their callings. 

I remember a few years ago a certain artist was 
visiting here, and he was lecturing at the Fine Arts 
Building. One of the things that an artist wishes to be 
very proficient in, and to have a thorough knowledge of, 
is color. And this artist was to deliver a lecture there 
on color. I happened to come in contact with a man 
who knew of him. I am a worker in the printing 
trade, in the press branch of the printing business, and 
have occasion to use many colors of ink. A man who 
was having some work done, having some color work 
on a card, in the place where I am employed, told me 
of this artist, who was going to deliver a lecture at the 
Fine Arts Building on color. I had been telling him 


how hard it was to manage colors on paper, where you ~ 


have to take the pigments and make them into colors, 
and he said, ‘‘ We are going to have an artist up here 
in the Fine Arts Building deliver a lecture on color, and 
if you will get some of your people to go there and 


listen to him they can learn a lot.” Well, I went 


there with others, and did learn a lot in connec- 
tion with one particular color — that is, blue. Now, if 
in my calling, in which a man must have a knowledge 
of color, we had lectures on that subject in the Frank- 
lin Institute, and if we had a lecturer who could tell 
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about the different ingredients to be used in doing a 
nice piece of printing, as well as having lectures on 
other subjects connected with the business, I have 
reason to believe that nearly every pressman in Boston 
would be there to listen, because he would feel that 
such lectures would give information to him upon the 
practical side of his trade. In the Fine Arts Build- 
ing, if an artist was to lecture on color, the work- 
ingman would naturally feel that he would have to be 
pretty near the clouds to approach the subject from 
that standpoint ; but the practical side would be where > 
it would touch the printing business. 

And so it would be in any other business, or branch 
of business, —when a skilled artisan engaged in a 
particular calling found that lecturers were to speak 
upon some branch of his work, he would take every 
advantage of the opportunity to go and listen. There 
is no reason to doubt that the advantage that would 
come from such lectures would assist the artisans in 
their callings and make them more skilled and intel- 
ligent in the work they had to do; and, as one of the 
first speakers said, it would attract around our great 
old city of Boston and would encourage the develop- 
ment of the intellectual and skilled artisan, the man 
possessing ability to produce the finer grade of work. 
He also spoke advisedly when he spoke of the results in 
Lowell and one or two other places in connection with 
textile schools. I think there is one in Fall River. 
The state has contributed generously to the assistance 
of those schools. In fact, I believe there is hardly a 
session of the Legislature in which an appropriation is 
not given to them. If you saw some of the samples 
turned out in the schools, certain grades of muslin and 
other cloth, you would see the advantage of the lectures 
and the practical work of those schools. 

So I say, not wishing to tire you, that we who are 
engaged in the printing business here in the city of 
Boston, with its fourteen different allied organizations, 
known as the Allied Printing Trades Council, feel that 
every step made in this direction, which has an intel- 
ligent, comprehensive, and practical bearing on the 
artisan’s life, is a step that the Government should 
take ; and we ask the Government to take what money 
is available from the Franklin Fund and start this 
institute. Once started, it will be the pride not only of 
our city but of our State, and what is the pride of the 
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city of Boston and of the State of Massachusetts will 
become the pride of our country 

Gentlemen of the Committee, I trust that if this 
money is to be used it will be used as a whole, for the 
purpose that those that I represent have asked me to 
appear here to-night and favor, in their interest, — that 
is, a Franklin Institute. 


STATEMENT BY JOSEPH WALL. 


Mr. Foster. —I will next call upon Mr. Joseph Wall, 
also representing the Allied Printing Trades Council. 

Mr. Wau. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, I appear here in the interest of the Allied 
Printing Trades Council of Boston, and what I would 
like very much to say has been largely said by those 
who have preceded me. There is, however, one fact 
that I would impress upon the minds of the committee, 
and it is this, that the establishment of a Franklin In- 
stitute would fill a long-felt want. If there is any one 
thing that the artisan suffers for it is an opportunity 
to advance himself in a technical knowledge of his 
trade. We depend largely now for such knowledge on 
our printing trades journal and printed matter sent 
throughout the organization from one end of the country 
to the other, each man contributing as his experi- 
ence may teach him. The necessity of this would be 
entirely wiped out by the establishmet of a Franklin 
Institute, where we could get together and talk over 
matters pertaining to our trade and where we might 
sit and listen to lectures. That would strengthen our 
knowledge of our business and make us more valuable, 
not only to ourselves and to our trade, but also to our 
employers. 

The previous speakers have alluded to the condition 
of affairs that exists at Wells Memorial in regard to the 
crowding of classes. Now, that is an institution which 
is in its nature similar to what a Franklin Institute 
would be, and I know as a positive fact that at the ~ 
time when I was a member of the gymnasium class 
there the managers of the Institute had to crowd out 
the gymnasium and cut it up into rooms for meetings, 
in order to accommodate the crush for class work. 

So far as erecting here in the city of Boston a build- 
ing, a monument that would live for all time to the 
honor and memory of Franklin, is concerned, certainly 
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nothing more fitting could be erected than a Franklin 
Institute. It will fill a long-felt want, will be some- 
thing that is absolutely needed, and something that the 
artisans will appreciate. They will appreciate it by 
showing an interest in it, by giving toit their attention 
night after night. Why? Simply because they will 
meet there night after night on an equal footing men 
occupying the same position in life that they do. Each 
man will feel that the interests of the others are his, 
that his are theirs, and everything will be congenial. 
It will have a good social effect, giving to him an 
opportunity to spend his time — which might otherwise 
be spent in some other place or occupation that might 
not be of so great benefit to him — to good advantage. 

If it is the purpose, desire and wish of the commis- 
sioners controlling this fund to expend this money for 
the benefit of the wage earner, the artisan, the man 
who is working for so many dollars a day that he may 
benefit his condition in life, that he may improve his 
mind, that he may increase his influence in the com- 
munity, then they will, in my opinion, carry out the 
full intent and purpose of Franklin by erecting a Frank- 
lin Institute. From what I have seen of kindred in- 
stitutions throughout the country, between here and 
Chicago, and in each and every case so far as I have 
been able to learn, so far as I could obtain any infor- 
mation on the subject, I am throughly convinced that 
each and every one of those institutions has met with 
the greatest encouragement and patronage from the 


people who it is intended shall patronize them, from 


the class who would naturally like to go there, from the 
people who would derive a benefit from them. 

I will repeat, in conclusion, that if it is the desire and 
wish of the commissioners to erect a magnificent monu- 
ment to the memory of Franklin and to help out the 
artisan and trade working people of Boston, they will 
erect a Franklin Institute. 

Gentlemen, I thank you. 


STATEMENT BY EDWARD J. RYAN. 


Mr. Foster. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, it is 
very proper that the workers in iron should be heard 
from, and I will ask Mr. Edward J. Ryan, of the 
Structural Iron Workers of Boston, and President of the 
Workingmen’s Political League, to address you. 
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Mr. Ryan. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, as the question seems to have been dis-. 
cussed to such an extent this evening, it appears need- 
less for me to add anything to the remarks that have 
already been made. I can only add that the organiza- 
tion I represent, the Workingmen’s Political League, is 
an organization composed of trade-unionists who are 
interested in questions of this sort. They have dis- 
cussed the disposition of this Franklin Fund and they 
are opposed to any division of the fund, believing that 
the best interests of the common people of the city of 
Boston can be better served, and the intent of the will 
of Benjamin Franklin better carried out, by devoting 
the fund to a single purpose. 

I think that a Franklin Institute, such as is set forth 
in this proposition, would meet all the requirements. 
It would at least give opportunities to the workingmen 
that no institution in the city of Boston at this time 
now gives them. We have the Wells Memorial Insti- 
tute. We have lectures there that are at times very 
interesting. The artisans and mechanics, different 
classes of workmen, learn from lectures delivered there 
various theoretical parts of their trade. But in such 
an institute as is set forth in this proposition that 
might be carried out to a greater extent. The con- 
sequence is that the members of:organized labor are 
almost a unit in favor of the proposition set forth here. 

I don’t see that there is any need of my speaking at 
length upon it further. I thank you, gentlemen. 


STATEMENT BY PROFESSOR ROBERT A. WoOopDs. 


Mr. Foster. —I will now call on Professor Robert A. 
Woods of the Andover House, South End Settlement. 

Professor Woops. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of 
the Committee, I have attended, I think, all the hearings 
in connection with this matter of the Franklin Fund 
except the one at the very beginning, and I think to 
those of us who have been here in past times the most 
striking fact to-night is the great unity or the great 
amount of agreement which there is among men repre- 
senting different points of view and different organiza- 
tions. At previous hearings this room has been crowded; 
there has been usually considerable excitement, because 
there was a rather intense feeling, almost of antago- 
nism, between those taking different points of view. 
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There were certain men who favored a Trades School; 
there were the representatives of the trades unions, who 
favored a Franklin Institute. 

It is a very striking fact, gentlemen of the commit- 
tee, to any one who has followed the history of this 
Franklin Fund matter, to see that men representing 
these apparently very diverse points of view should be 
coming here to-night and agreeing upon a certain 
scheme as being the best available scheme for the use 
of the Franklin Fund. 

Two years ago some of us who were especially inter- 
ested in trying to have the city of Boston do more in 
the way of supplying public baths, public gymnasiums 
and public convenience stations, felt that it would be 
advisable to use a part of the Franklin Fund for such 
purposes. The reason why we felt so was because that 
sort of work was then a new undertaking. It did not 
seem as if that sort of thing could be provided for by 
ordinary city appropriations, and, especially as Franklin 
in his will mentioned public baths as one of the things 
that interested him, it seemed to us that that would be 
a very excellent object for a part of the Franklin Fund. 
That was two years ago. Some of us worked very hard 
to secure that result, but that proposition was laid on 
the table at the end of last year. 

I now speak for myself, and I speak also by his per- 
mission for Mr. Lane, who is Chairman of the Munici- 
pal Bath Commission, in saying that we agree with the 
suggestions which have been made by the gentlemen who 
have preceded me this evening in support of the scheme 
that has been laid before you. We agree to lay aside 
the propositions with regard to the baths, gymnasiums 
and underground convenience stations, not because we 
think less of those schemes, because we think more 
than ever of them, but because conditions have changed. 
Two years ago, when we first started out in advocacy 
of those things, we did not have any facts to present to 
the public and the City Government. We can 
now show you the results in the Dover-street bath- 
house, which has been open two years and which has 
accommodated in each of those two years 300,000 
bathers. There were 300,000 baths taken last year 
and year before last in the Dover-street bath-house. 

So we don’t think it is necessary to ask any money 
from the Franklin Fund for the support of that sort of 
thing. We believe that as the years go by the City 
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Government itself, backed up by that enormous support 
of such institutions, will see the importance not only of 
continuing that work there but of extending it elsewhere. 

So, too, the municipal gymnasiums, which two years 
ago were only a sort of dream, have now succeeded so 
remarkably that we see proposed as practical suggestions 
in the present loan bill the building of two new gymna- 
siums. Not that that bill has been adopted yet, but I 
refer to that simply as showing that those things are 
within the scope of practical suggestions for improve- 
ments at the public expense. 

So, too, with the convenience stations under the Com- 
mon, which two years ago were only a theory. They 
are now a practical fact. I don’t know that any gentle- 
man here has had the figures brought to his attention, 
but there have been days in the past summer when 20, 000 
people have gone into the underground convenience sta- 
tions on Boston Common. Not because we believe less 
in that idea, because we believe in it more than ever, 
but because we believe it has established its worth and 
value, we are willing to withdraw that proposition from 
any connection with this Franklin Fund, believing that 
that and the gymnasiums and baths will take care of 
themselves. 

So it seems to me a very important fact for the mem- 
bers of this committee and the Franklin trustees to con- 
sider that it is practically true that all the different 
types of men who have brought their strength to bear 
on this question in the past— men representing trades 
union organizations, educational organizations and other 
organizations which are trying to devote themselves to 
the advancement of the public welfare — have come to- 
gether in support of this present scheme. 

One of my personal interests is in connection with the 
Wells Memorial Institute, which has been mentioned 
here a number of times this evening. I am a member 
of the Board of Trustees of that Institute, and I know 
that the feeling at Wells Memorial is not that the Frank- 
lin Institute would be in any sense a rival to the Wells 
Memorial, but that it would complement, continue and 
greatly add to the work that has been done at the Wells 
Memorial. At the present time there are there only 
two or three technical classes. As the men who have 
preceded me have said,those classes have been an enor- 
mous success, but there ought to be similar classes along 
a dozen other lines. 
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The question of maintenance is, of course, a serious 
question in connection with the entire scheme for the 
disposition of the Franklin Fund. Evidently Benjamin 
Franklin intended that the town of Boston should 
undertake some scheme which would involve mainte- 
nance charges, because he says, when he is summing up 
at the end of his will, ‘‘ The money shall be laid out in 
public works.” Now, anything that the city of Boston 
could do would involve the necessity of expending a 
certain amount of money for maintenance. It would 
certainly be so narrow and selfish on the part of the 
City Government to spend Franklin’s money on the 
paving of streets that no one would suggest it. Yet, 
according to the letter of the will, that could be done.. 
The sort of propositions that come into our minds are 
propositions that involve a certain amount of mainte- 
nance expense. But, as has been suggested here this 
evening, the Franklin Institute would be an institution 
which would follow out the enlightened policy of the 
State of Massachusetts ; an enlightened policy that is 
now being followed all over the Continent, in the way 
of training artisans and mechanics for better and more 
skilful work. That being so, I think no one here this 
evening will doubt the possibility of getting the State 
of Massachusetts to aid the city in carrying on this In- 
stitute. As time goes by, also, there can be no doubt 
that public-spirited men in their wills will leave a cer- 
tain amount of money for carrying on the Institute. A 
few years ago a citizen of Boston left fifty thousand 
dollars to the city, which is now applied, under the 
terms of his will, to sending poor children down the 
harbor in the summer. There is no reason why that 
sort of thing should not continue, and the Franklin 
Institute would be an obvious object for benefactions 
of that kind. 

I would like to say a word as to the location. The 
old Franklin School-house is at the corner of Dover and 
Washington streets. That is as near as possible to the 
geographical centre of the City of Boston. We speak 
of that as ‘‘the South End,” but we forget that that 
part of the ‘‘South End” is now the geographical cen- 
tre of the city. Within ten minutes’ walk of that point 
there are living some fifty thousand working people. 
That district as time goes on is going to be the great 
central working class district of the city. It is the one 
district where working people can live at such a dis- 
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tance from the business part of the city that they can 
walk to their work, and therefore do not have to pay 
car-fare. That simple fact is going to give that district 
a great future, as a district where the working people 
will live. That point is also one of the most accessible 
points in the whole city, by reason of the car lines that 
come down Washington street, as well as the cross lines 
from South Boston to Cambridge, and at that point is 
located one of the few stations of the Elevated Railroad. 
Now, as a point to be easily reached from any part of 
the city, it is— with the exception only of points on 
Boston Common—the most accessible point, it seems 
to me, in the whole city. That is proved by this fact 
— which I think will be borne out by the representatives 
of the trades unions here to-night, that within a stone’s 
throw of that spot nine-tenths of the trades unions of 
Boston have their meetings. Wouldn’t you say that 
that is so, Mr. Foster? 

Mr. Foster. — Yes. 

-Professor Woops. —That, I think, shows fea that is 
the point which is the most accessible in the whole city 
for workingmen. Gentlemen, I thank you. 

Alderman GERRY.—Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
ask the gentleman if he has any idea what the bill for 
maintenance would be? 

Professor Woops. —I think it would be very difficult 
to tell that, sir. I think that naturally at first things 
would not be begun on a very large scale. The work 
would have to be experimental, and I think any one 
looking at this from a practical point of view would . 
advise that the appropriations at the beginning should 
not be so very large, but that the classes should grow, 
and that the subjects in which classes were held should 
gradually be increased. Of course, the fact that you 
have your branch public library there, and the fact that 
you have a hall there, would give a certain large life to 
the building, even before the class- system was fully 
developed ; and, of course, we would all admit here 
that this is a scheme which, because it is such a valu- 
able scheme, would have to be worked out gradually 
and experimentally. 

Alderman CopmMAan.—Mr. Woods, do you know whether 
or not, in the last two years, since this matter has been 
brought up, anything further than simply the proposi- 
tion which has been made here for a Franklin Institute 
has been done, in the way of outlining a building of 
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that sort? Have there been any plans, or has there 
been anything further than the proposition put before 
us last year? 

Professor W oops. — Last year, in connection with that 
proposition, a member of the Board of Aldermen asked 
me to have something made out in black and white, 
and in pursuance of that request I had a little scheme 
laid out, showing how the different floors of such a 
building might be used, showing how the public library, 
perhaps, might use the first floor, and how the hall 
might be on the second floor, and the class-rooms above 
that. It was not intended as any sort of plan of the 
building, but merely as a sort of diagram to show 
objectively what the scheme of such a building might 
be. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Something that, if you were 
going to have plans drawn, might be handy to the 
architects ? 

Professor Woops. — Yes. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Have you that now ? 

Professor Woops. — Yes, I have that. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Can you give that, or a copy of 
it, to us ? 

Professor Woops. —JI will be glad to hand it in. 

Alderman CopMAN. — We will be glad to have it put 
in for the use of the commitee. 


F STATEMENT BY J. FE. HOPKINS. 


Mr. Foster. —I1 will next call upon J. F. Hopkins, 
Director of Drawing in the Boston Public Schools. 

Mr. Hopxins.— Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, I do not feel at this time I can add very 
much to what has been already said. The points have 
been covered so clearly and earnestly by those who have 


appeared, on all sides of the question, that it seems to me 
- there is very little further to be said. But there is one 


point that has occurred to me constantly as the gentlemen 
have been speaking, beyond and perhaps greater than 
the wonderful unanimity that has been shown here in 
regard to this project, and that is that we have here 
in Boston, already at our hand, experimental efforts in 
this direction and in the other, so that there need be no 
thought in the mind of any one that this is a new, clear- 
cut experiment. It is something that will go forward 
along definite, clear-cut lines, already well laid out, and 
even amplified, so that success will be assured from the 
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start. It will, on the other hand, be the means of teach- 
ing a body of workers, a body of men who need some- 
thing that is not offered, I think I may say with truth, 
in any other of our foundations, for the Lowell Institute 
work, delightful and satisfactory although it may be, 
has already, as one speaker has said, gone on to another 
foundation. The very fact that tickets are given out 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon would prove that side of 
the question, if nothing else would do it. 

The fact that our classes at the Wells Memorial have 
a long waiting list tells its story. The fact that every 
one of our five evening trades schools located throughout 
the city —in which I am vitally interested — have a. 
long waiting list, tells the story; and, even although 
the work in those schools has been somewhat hampered 
by conditions that time may to a certain extent remove, 
there is a deep and earnest desire that that work may 
become more satisfactory. 

This Franklin Institute will be based on the ex- 
perience which is already at our hand in other similar 
institutions, both here and abroad, Cooper Union being 
one example, and the success that has come to similar 
institutions in Philadephia, New York, Chicago, and 
Brooklyn, every one of which has already attracted the 
very things that have been spoken of here as desirable— 
public funds and private bequests—speaks well for the 
same results here. Those are points which I think we 
should consider, and consider seriously. 

The third, and last point which I should like to bring 
up is this, that while we have in our Public Library and 
hall a foundation for literary workers, and in our Art 
Museum a place where those who are vitally interested . 
in subjects pertaining to the fine arts may go, and in our 
Cathedral and in Trinity a foundation from the religious 
side, where can we find here in Boston a clear-cut definite 
monument, which is really the property and the home 
of the artisan? We have absolutely nothing of the 
sort. I say now, frankly, that here is the opportunity 
for the city of Boston to give to the men who have 
really made the city the opportunity which the great 
artisan of this city, who came from the bench and who 
worked his way from one standpoint to another, until he 
obtained the very highest recognition, desired that they 
should have—the opportunity, which he perhaps had in 
mind only mistily, to bring together all of the ex- 
perience, all of the successful effort that is here in our 
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city, to couple it with the experience which has been 
gained at home and abroad, and to develop a foundation 
right in the heart of the working district— not on the 
Back Bay, but right in the heart of the working district, 
a place that shall be erected and shall be truly intended. 
for the working people of the city. 

Gentlemen, I thank you. 


STATEMENT BY DR. H. W. TYLER. 


Mr. Foster. — It gives me pleasure now to call upon 
Dr. H. W. Tyler, Secretary of the Institute of Technol- 
ogy. 

Dr. TyLER. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, I have no extended statement to make this 
evening. I come here partly at the request of Presi- 
dent Pritchett, of the Institute of Technology, who was 
prevented by an important engagement from being here 
himself. The Institute is not represented officially by 
any statement I shall make, but I can say in behalf of 
the President that the object sought by the plan before 
you has our very cordial sympathy. 

I think there is no question as to the first point in the 
report presented — that the Franklin Fund should be 
used as a whole for a single purpose; nor as to the 
second, that the spirit of Benjamin Franklin’s will can 
best be carried into effect by promoting the intellectual 
and industrial interests of the people of Boston. 

As to the details presented beyond that point I will 
add nothing at present, as I have no special competence 
to speak in regard to them, and Professor Pritchett was 
not at the meeting at which they were ultimately agreed 
upon. 


STATEMENT BY H. L. JOHNSON. 


Mr. Foster. — Mr. Chairman, I will next call upon 
Mr. H. L. Johnson, of the Arts and Crafts Society. 

Mr. Jounson. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
Committee, I wish to speak briefly on this proposal for 
the use of the Franklin Fund, in behalf of the Society 
of Arts and Crafts. 

This Society was incorporated in 1897, its purpose 
being to develop and encourage higher artistic stand- 
ards in the handicrafts. Its membership is made up of 
two classes — craftsmen, and associates, those interested 
in the aims of the Society, but not habitually employed 
as designers or craftsmen. 
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The work of the society is conducted by committees 
on lectures, workshops, classes, etc., and also by a 
secretary, who endeavors to promote the interests of 
the society. One of the distinguishing points or pur- 
poses of the society is to give encouragement and sup- 
port to craftsmen in raising the standard of their work. 

But we are often told that it is not good work, but 
quick work, that is wanted. Of course, we recognize 
the fact that the marvellous mechanical development 
of this century has operated against progress in the 
applied arts. But what of Boston? Are her artisans 
to be limited in their abilities and earning capacity to 
mere mechanical labor, on a dead level with all of the 
business centres of this country? This certainly ought 
not to be. We are proud of the progress which Boston 
has made commercially in recent years. Our other 
hope for Boston’s ascendancy is that she may advance 
in her industries. 

IT am told, that years ago in Boston and Cambridge 
there were successful furniture manufactories. Now 
everything is cheap, Western made, with glue and brads, 
machine-made furniture. 

I was interested and pleased at the statement which 
Mr. McNeill made recently. In speaking of the possible 
future for our artisans he said: ‘‘ All there is left for 
us here in the East is art.”” The revival of handicraft 
is coming, is even here in this country now, only we 
must lament the fact that other cities are leading us in 
many — indeed in nearly all—of the finer manufact- 
ures, such as carpets, textile fabrics, etc. We know 
that in much artistic work mechanical processes enter, 
which can be better done by machinery, but artistic 
quality can be given only by handiwork. 

England and the continental countries recognize and 
are fostering in trade schools and guilds of artisans this 
essential element of art. And the result? Look at our 
imports of wall-papers, carpets, and the finer furnish- 
ings for American homes. These things ought to be 
made here, with equal artistic standards. 

There is the growing market here for better manu- 
factures. Boston ought to prepare to take her proper 
position in the industrial arts of the United States. 
We believe that this will be accomplished only as her 
artisans are given opportunity for thorough training in 
design and handicraft. 

Therefore, we welcome and indorse this proposal for 
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the use of the Franklin Fund.. We believe that the 
erection and equipment of a building as proposed, and 
its maintenance, will be an important step toward giv- 
ing to Boston artisans the much needed opportunities 
for advancing in the applied arts. 


STATEMENT BY C. W. PARMENTER. 


Mr. Foster.—I will next call upon Mr. C. W. 
Parmenter, Principal of the Mechanic Arts High School. 
Mr. Parmenter. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I 
have come here in the capacity of a learner, and with 
little to contribute. I have listened with very great 
interest to what has been presented to you and will 


take no part of your valuable time, except to add to 


what Dr. Tyler has said, that the educational interests 
of the city, so far as | know, are in sympathy with the 
general spirit of the plan that is here presented. It 
seems to me that here is a workable plan—or the 
foundation and outline of one, in sufficient detail to be 
a guide. 

I desire to add a single word, and that is, that, in my 
judgment, the elaboration of a proper plan will require 
a sufficient length of time to make it reasonably certain 
whether we have or have not reached the bottom prices 
of materials. 

I realize fully that this is probably not a good time to 
begin the expenditure of a very large sum of money, 


but I happen to have had something to do with one city 


enterprise that has developed slowly, and I am exceed- 
ingly glad that it was not possible — indeed, it would 
have been a calamity if it had been possible — to com- 
plete the Mechanic Arts High School atonce. We have 
built it slowly, and what has been added to it has been 
better in some respects than what was originally 


planned. Therefore, I would say, let us move very 


slowly in this matter. After we have adopted a good 
general scheme let us take plenty of time to elaborate 
the plan for it, and | am very sure that before that 
elaboration is completed we shall be certain concerning 
the market in regard to building materials. 

I think, sir, that I have nothing further to say. 
There may be a time when I can contribute something 
substantial in the way of aid in carrying out the meas- 
ure that is here outlined. I am here merely to say 
that I shall be very glad to aid in any way that I can. 
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STATEMENT BY FRANK K. FOSTER. 


Mr. Foster. — Mr. Chairman, that concludes the list 
of speakers that we have on our schedule. If I may 
be permitted, I would like to say just one word in con- 
clusion. 

I am here specifically representing the Massachusetts 
Federation of Labor, and in that capacity I may speak, 
possibly, for the organizations embraced in the area of 
greater Boston, because those institutions which make 
for the honor and pride of our city belong not alone to 
those who reside within her borders, but to those who 
are located around the circumference of Boston. 

I think it must strike the committee that we occupy 
a very strong’ position in this request, in that we are 
‘agreed. It may not be a miracle, but in my small 
recollection of municipal affairs I have no remembrance 
of a hearing as to the disposition of any considerable 
sum of money before any committee of the City Gov- 
ernment where many and varied plans and propositions 
were not submitted. 

We have studied this matter for years, analyzed it as 
far as possible, surveyed the ground from all sides, 
endeavored to obtain the opinion of those who would 
‘be benefited or most directly concerned by the expendi- 
ture of this fund, and we have reached a conclusion. 
Whether that conclusion meets with the judgment of 
this Board and of the authorities is something, of 
course, for time to determine, but I think the presump- 
tion should be in our favor. 

Personally, I think no one of the representatives 
appearing here has anything to gain. Their interest 
is simply of a public nature, and the interest of those 
they represent is of a general nature. There is no sus- 
picion of any ulterior motive, no lurking jobbery, no 
underhand conspiracy, nothing but the conclusion 
arrived at, with the sole purpose in view of serving the 
best interests of the community. 

I desire to call the attention of the committee to a 
little omission which perhaps the shade of the immortal 
Benjamin may mark down against the unintelligent 
compositor who made it. That is, in the conclusion 
arrived at by the conference in Section 2, the word 
‘¢social”’ should be inserted in the second line, so that — 
it will read ‘‘the social, intellectual,. and industrial — 
interests of the people of Boston,” instead of merely the — 
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intellectual and industrial interests, thus recognizing 
the social feature and purpose of the Institute. This, 
from the standpoint of the trades-unionists, and, I 
believe, of the gentlemen associated with them in this 
presentation, is a very important matter, because we 
desire it understood that we want an opportunity to be 
sociable, as well as to be improved. } 
Just one thought more. The distinction between a 
purely trades school and the education to be imparted 
through an institute of this sort has been so well pre- | 
sented by Mr. McNeill and others that possibly it is 
unnecessary to dilate further upon it; but those of us 
who have been intimate with industrial conditions, who 
know of the tone permeating our workshops, who 
have watched closely, and sometimes painfully, the 
evolutionary development of the factory system, which 
has a tendency to produce the automaton rather than 
the individual skilled artisan, feel perhaps more keenly 
than the outside observer can be expected to feel the 
necessity for setting an ideal for the future working 
men of New England. The work that William Morris. 
and John Ruskin performed in uplifting the taste of the 
handicraftsmen and workmen of England needs to be 
amplified and carried out in the United States of 
America, even more than in Great Britain. There is 
a spirit of veneer in our industrial, as in our political 
world, and it is because the pressure of circumstances 
has inspired the average wage-earner not to produce 
something which shall be a joy and a pride for all time, 


but to produce that amount which will make him solid 


in his job. Now, that industrial basis and foundation 
is not an enduring one. It will not endure in com- 
petition with a highly trained, artistic workman of the 
Old World; it will not endure in its moral fibre, as a 
guarantee for the standard of execution and accom- 
plishment by the wage-earners of America. 

We want an institute which will arouse in the mind 
of the wage-earner a pride in his occupation, his in- 
dustry, his pursuit, his calling, his life work, which 
will teach him that labor is noble, not alone a medium 
by which he can get bread and butter which will enable 
him to subsist from day to day and feed his family — 
that those who contribute to the erection of our edifices 
and their decoration, and the making of our fabrics, 
have something to look to from posterity. We want 
the old guild spirit of thoroughness, of artistic-execution 
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as well as thoroughness; and it occurs to me that, re- 
garded alone as a matter of dollars and cents—that 
almost universal measurement of the American mind for 
all enterprises—it would be one of the best investments 
that the city of Boston and the State of Massachusetts 
could possibly make, if they could hold up before the 
eyes of the handicraftsmen an ideal for them to emulate, 
to rival, to surpass if possible, in all matters pertaining 
to industrial art and skill. 

We would like to contemplate the possibility of enjoy- 
ing the benefaction of our great colleague sometime 
during the present century, at least. We could find 
very, very apt proverbs from the maxims of Poor Rich- 
ard, doubtless, that would fit the case; but I respect- 
fully call the attention of the committee to this fact — 
that this matter has dragged its slow length along for 
some time and has been diverted from progress by influ- 
ences of various kinds, and the artisans and mechanics 
are getting a trifle impatient — possibly pardonably so — 
because they do not see the evidences of being nearer 
the goal. If this Board can, in its judgment, assist us 
so that we may be assured at least that our grandchil- 
dren shall enjoy the benefits of the Franklin Institute, 
I think I am safe in assuring them that they will de- 
serve and receive the grateful consideration of many 
hundreds of thousands of people in this eastern part of 
the Commonwealth. We certainly do not want undue 
haste ; neither do we want the agony too long pro- 
longed. 

I have no doubt that in the legitimate consideration 
of this question the argument of maintenance will be 
brought forward by those who are opposed to the prop- 
osition we have submitted to you. I think I can safely 
coincide with the statement made by Mr. McNeill and 
say I am sure that this Commonwealth will not refuse to 
grant the plea which will be presented to it by the or- 
ganized labor of the State, to assist in the proper main- 
tenance of an institution which will reflect so much 
credit upon our Commonwealth. 

Therefore, we believe that the sum at the disposal of 
this Board is none too large to be used for this single pur- 
pose. We believe that this single purpose is the purpose 
desired by all parties in intereSt, and we are willing to 
rely — and must, I suppose, whether we are willing to 
do so or not— upon the public spirit and good judg- 
ment of those who shall have the future direction of that 
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institute to bring out all its possibilities for good upon 
all the lines indicated in our proposition. 

I want to thank this Board, in behalf of our organi- 
zations and those whom I represent, for the courtesy 
extended to us, and I trust that we may soon have the 
opportunity of congratulating you upon having ad- 
vanced our proposition one step nearer accomplishment. 

The CHAIRMAN.— Your side is through now, Mr - 
Foster? 

Mr. Fostrer.— So far as we have anything to present. / 

The CHAIRMAN.—Is there anybody present who 
wishes to remonstrate against the proposition presented 
by the petitioners? (Noresponse.) As there is nobody 
present as a remonstrant, the hearing is closed, and the 
committee will give the matter proper consideration.

DEAR Sir, — Having been appointed by you a delegate 
from the City of Boston to the International Congress of 
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Public Aid and Private Charity at the Paris Exposition of 
1900, I have the honour to submit the following report: 

At the opening of the Congress I presented my credentials, 
and thereafter attended most of its sessions. 

The Congress was formally opened in the grand amphi- 
theatre of the Sorbonne on Sunday, July 29, 1900, in the 
presence of the President of the French Republic, who 
welcomed the delegates. Monsieur Le Jeune, Minister of 
State from Belgium, spoke on behalf of the foreign members 
of the assembled Congress. Monsieur Casimir Perier, former 
President of the French Republic, was the permanent presid- 
ing officer of the Congress. 

The second part of the meeting was devoted to the read- 
ing of able papers by Monsieur Georges Picot on “ Private 
Charity,” and by Monsieur Henri Monod on * Public Aid in» 
France in the Year 1900.” Monsieur Monod held that it is 
the province of the State to determine and direct the organi- 
zation of all charities, private as well as public, and advyo- 
cated state centralization and control of charitable institu- 
tions. Monsieur Monod ended his interesting discourse by 
making a strong appeal to the members of the Congress to 
forward the cause of public relief by giving especial atten- 
tion to the disposition of those children who are maintained 
at, public expense, and to the provision of medical assistance 
in the country. If a new branch of public relief is to be 
organized, the duty of saving the children and taking care of 
the sick should receive the first consideration. 

The debates of the Congress were confined to four ques- 
tions, as follows: 


is 


The administration and efficacy of out-door relief, and, 
as regards such out-door relief, the proper relation between 
public aid and private charity. 


1a 


The treatment and education of such children, taken 
charge of by public or private charity, as cannot, by reason 
of moral causes, be placed under the so-called family system 
(schools of reform, of detention, and of correction). 


III. 


The character of relief given through the furnishing of 
employment to the applicant; is it not in its nature the 
work of private charity ? 
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IV. 


The relief of tuberculous patients without means. 

The first question, namely, ‘the administration and effi- 
eacy of out-door relief, and, as regards such out-door relief, 
the proper relation between public aid and _ private charity,” 
was discussed by the Congress on Monday, July 30. 
Monsieur Hermann Sabran acted as rapporteur général, an 
official whose duty it is to collate and condense the several 
papers presented on a given subject, thus preventing the 
time of the Congress being wasted by unnecessary repeti- 
tions. 

Monsieur Sabran reported that investigations in seventeen 
countries showed that, although public relief and private 
charity worked side by side, there existed no intimate rela- 
tion between them. An effort had been made to establish 
a relation between these two modes of relief in some cities 
in England, in some Swiss cantons, in Germany, Denmark, 
and Moscow; but the instances of exchange and codperation 
in relief are rare, whereas the cases are many where no sort 
of relation exists between the two agencies. This lack of 
cooperation is to be deplored. Every nation desires the 
codperation of public and private charity in order to increase 
the efficacy of relief and to check abuses. Monsieur Sabran 
quoted from Dr. Muensterberg, President of the Board of 
Public Relief in Berlin, the statement that the civil code in 
Germany encourages the operation of private societies by 
allowing them to acquire a legal standing by registration. 
Each society has a board of seven members, and this board 
makes application to the local administrative authorities for 
permission to act in their charitable capacity. This permis- 
sion may be refused in case the state or city authorities 
decide that the public good may be thereby endangered, or 
that the society has political or social ends which cannot 
properly be classed as charitable. 

Dr. Muensterberg reports that in Germany the adminis- 
trators of ecclesiastical institutions and of charitable corpora- 
tions are represented on boards of public charities. In 
Berlin and other German cities the members of public and 
private charitable organizations meet together from time to 
time to determine methods of combined action. There are 
also central offices for instruction and aid in the several 
branches of charitable work. Monsieur Sabran cites the 
important work of the President of Public Relief in Berlin 
in support of his appeal to the delegates to vote for public 
control of private charity. He next presented the report of 
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Mr. M. C. 8. Loch, the President of the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society of London. In this paper, Mr. Loch urged that 
private charity, seeking the well-being of the individual and 
of the family, should have a scientific basis, and should not 
content itself with dealing with superficial symptoms, but 
should seek to know the deep-lying causes which, in each 
case, have produced need of aid, and should work to reéstab- 
lish the complete independence of the individual and of his 
family, and to restore their social status. 

Toward this end,.alms are not so necessary as a thorough 
cooperation of charitable agencies. Out-door relief may be 
injurious to those who are its object, as well as to their 
neighbours and friends. Private charity, taking the upbuild- 
ing of the family and home as its aim, strives to render them 
independent of state or private aid, and to secure for them 
help within the circle of their family and friends. This 
necessitates a large body of friendly visitors who should 
labour toward the reéstablishment of the family and the 
individual, and who should bring to their task both science 
and love. He goes on to say that such bodies of individuals 
are found wherever organized charity exists, and especially 
cites as examples of this system London and Boston. 

In most countries the functions of administrators of public 
relief are limited; they merely provide material aid to the 
needy. ‘The workings of private charity are not thus limited. 
Therefore, Mr. Loch suggests two modes of codperation 
between these two agencies. 

1st. That to public relief should be confided those cases 
where there seems no chance that the applicant can recover 
his independence; and that private charity should occupy 
itself with those whose independence may be restored by 
wise help, and those whom temporary aid may prevent from 
again becoming dependent upon either public or private 
relief. 

2d. It might be possible to adopt a more simple division 
of labour between public and private charity. The adminis- 
trators of public charity might restrict their aid to the 
maintenance of public institutions and to the regulation of 
admissions thereto, so that, except in cases of medical or 
other emergency, they might surrender to private organiza- 
tions all out-door relief. This system would present a-well- 
defined field of responsibility for private charitable effort, 
and, with the responsibility, would create an organization 
based on scientific principles. A reduction in taxation for 
public relief would ensue, and private funds would take the 
place of public moneys. Moreover, the help of friends, 
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relations, and past employers could be more easily obtained 
than when they felt the public would provide the necessary 
relief. 

All exceptional cases, such as those who have fallen into 
permanent need, but who by reason of an honourable life are 
entitled to a regular pension, should be confided by the 
public officials to private agencies. 

Another suggestion, based on the Elberfeld System, is 
presented in this paper; namely, that public offieials in their 
several departments should themselves organize private aid 
societies to work with them in the performance of their 
duties, the two branches thus together forming an effective 
administration. 

Inasmuch as Monsieur Sabran’s résumé of the answers 
received from different countries indicated a consensus of 
opinion that a relation of some sort should exist between 
public and private charity, a motion was proposed to the 
Congress that private charity should be placed under public 
control. 

After speeches for and against, the motion was not carried, 
the delegates being nearly equally divided on the question. 
In order to reach an agreement, a motion was proposed and 
carried, that private charity should submit to such control as 
shall be determined by legislation. 

The fourth question, namely, ‘the relief of tuberculous 
patients without means,” was discussed on Tuesday, July 
31, the rapporteurs being Drs. Letulle and Léon Petit. 
Dr. Petit reported that all doctors demanded for the proper 
treatment of tuberculous patients — 

1st. Special sanatoria. 

2d. ‘The separation.of curable and incurable cases. 

od. A fund from which the family of the tuberculous 
patient may be helped, and to meet the expenses of treat- 
ment at the sanatorium. He further said that among the 
nations, Germany had taken the lead in approaching 
the question of the treatment of tuberculous patients from 
the point of view of the protection of society and the mutual 
interest of the community. 

Papers from the United States, Alsace, Lorraine, Eng- 
land, Austria, Argentine Republic, Belgium, Denmark, 
Spain, Finland, Guatemala, Greece, Hungary, Italy, Japan, 
Monaco, Norway, Portugal, the Netherlands, Roumania, 
Russia, and Switzerland testified to the interest taken in the 
question, and emphasized the need of thoroughly organized 
aid for the relief of such cases. 
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The Congress expressed the opinion that, 

1st. The organization of a system of scientific relief for 
tuberculous patients is the only means a country can take to 
check the disease. 

2d. Tuberculosis being a curable disease, every patient, 
when attacked, if without resources, should be relieved by 
all the organizations existing for relief of the sick. If these 
organizations are insufficient for the purpose they should be 
added to, or modified, as might be found necessary. 

3d. The relief of tuberculous patients being a social 
question, it is necessary to secure the codperation of private 
charity, mutual benefit associations, insurance companies, 
etc., in the work of common defence. 

4th. For the proper codrdination of all efforts, it is to be 
hoped that an international commission on tuberculosis, sim- 
ilar to that which exists in France connected with the 
department of the Ministry of the Interior, may be perma- 
nently established. The duty of the Commission should be 
to inaugurate scientific relief for tuberculous patients, 
through supervision of the enforcement of existing laws, the 
drafting of necessary new legislation, and the encourage- 
ment of all efforts of private initiative. 

5th. This international commission on _ tuberculosis 
should collate all existing documents on the subject, and 
provide for the publication of such new material as may be 
found necessary. In brief, it should create the science of 
relief for tuberculous patients, and should establish the 
methods of such aid in conformity with the customs, laws, 
and manners of the various nations participating. The 
Congress also expressed the hope that the various nations 
would enforce the execution of laws and regulations which 
concern the healthfulness of dwellings, and especially of 
industrial establishments and of buildings containing large 
numbers of occupants; this supervision being for the pur- 
pose of diminishing the number of tuberculous patients, and 
thus eventually diminishing the costs of relief. 

The third question, namely, “the character of relief 
given through the furnishing of employment to the appli- 
cant; is it not in its nature the work of private charity ?” 
was discussed on August 1, M. Ferdinand Dreyfus being the 
rapporteur général. The Congress expressed the opinion: 

Ist. That relief through the furnishing of employment 
affords a needed test to distinguish between worthy appli- 
cants and professional beggars, that it operates to restore to 
the habitually lazy the habit of work and self-respect, and 
that, in providing situations for the unemployed, it restores 
them to a place in the community. 
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2d. That, although acknowledging the practical efforts 

in this direction of large municipalities, the work is more 

effective when dealing with smaller numbers, and therefore 

that such work should preferably be undertaken, organized, 
and carried on by private initiative. 

38d. That local bodies of public officials can help such 
work by subventions, by concessions of land, or of buildings, 
and by the maintenance of close relations therewith on the 
part of public charitable organizations. The Congress 
voted that the next International Congress of Public and 
Private Charity should study the underlying principle of 

. relief through the furnishing of employment. 

The second question, namely, “the treatment and educa- 
tion of such children, taken charge of by public or private 
charity, as it is not possible by reason of moral causes to 
place under the so-called family system (in schools of reform, 
of detention, and of correction)’ was discussed, August 2, 
the rapporteur being M. Paul Strauss. 

M. Strauss contends that first, for the treatment and edu- 
cation of children taken charge of by public or private - 
charity, it is indispensable to establish outside of the cor- 
rectional administration, ‘‘ ecoles de préservation,” ¢.e., schools 
to which may be committed children of immoral tendencies 
who are, on this account, unfit to be cared for under the 
family system. 

2d. The authorities having charge of dependent, or of 
morally abandoned children, should devote one or more 
establishments to the observation and detention of difficult 
or vicious children, reserving the right, in case of need, to 
commit them to schools of reform or penitentiaries. 

3d. Such “ecoles de préservation” should be either 
public establishments or private ones placed under the 
supervision of the state. ‘The private establishments to be 
reimbursed by an amount per day for the maintenance of 
children confided to them by the public authorities. 

4th. These establishments should, so far as possible, be 
like ordinary or normal habitations, and avoid the defect of 
placing too many pupils under one management. ‘They 
should have, as their especial object, instruction in pro- 
fessional pursuits, agriculture, seamanship, etc. The 
personnel of these public “ecoles de préservation” should, 
so far as possible, be filled by administrators of public relief, 
teachers, and physicians. 

5th. The Congress recommended that judicial authority 
should, in cases of necessity, commit minors in a state of 
moral danger, directly to “ ecoles de préservation.”’ 
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The Congress approved the vote of the correctional Con- 
egress of 1895, urging that the retention of children sent to 
houses of correction and education should be continued until 
their majority. 

The Congress recommended that the age of penal minority 
in countries where it is now fixed. below eighteen years, 
should be raised to that age. 

The resolutions urging international action, wench in 
the various sections, were as follows: 

Recommended, that in all countries, legislation should 
make it possible for unworthy or incapable parents to be 
deprived of the right to bring up their children. 

(a.) That in every country a commission should be created 
to include doctors, hygienists, presidents of child-helping 
societies, and individuals interested in helping children, to 
provide for special establishments in which poor children 
freshly attacked by tuberculosis, the angzemic, weak, or 
lymphatic, shall be subjected to an invigorating treatment to 
enable them to lead useful lives for themselves and their 
country. 

(6.) That means be assured to provide treatment in the 
mountains, or at the seashore, for all children afflicted with 
scrofula or rickets. 

Recommended, That in all centres of population, schools, 
day-nurseries, and kindergarten should work together in the 
education of children and their families. 

That, in order to secure codperation and a. better dis- 
tribution of resources, a union of different agencies, 
whether public or private, should be established for the pro- 
tection of childhood, each agency reserving its autonomy and 
independence. 

Recommended, That an international commission should 
be formed, in order to unify the statistical publications con- 
cerning the insane in different countries. 

Recommended, That no government should lose cognizance 
of such of its citizens as may have developed* insanity in 
foreign countries, and that international conventions should 
regulate the relief of the divers cases occurring of this 
nature. 

Supplementing the resolutions of the International Con- 
gress of 1896, urging that the different countries should 
have an international understanding for assuring aid to 
aliens, and that the relief of the alien poor, to the extent 
which is imposed by such international agreement, should be 
at the charge of the state, the following resolutions were 
adopted : 
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Ist. It is desirable that in the agreements to be made, 
each contracting nation, in the interest of its citizens resid- 
ing on the territory of the cocontracting country, should 
stipulate. | 

(a.) That abandoned children who are aliens. shall be 
received and cared for on equal terms with native-born chil- 
dren until it be possible to return them to the country of 
their birth. In the same category as abandoned children are 
those of parents condemned to a long term of imprisonment, 
and those whose parents have been judicially deprived of 
parental authority. Those whose parents are receiving treat- 
ment in hospitals, or are under detention for purposes of 
prevention, or who have received a short sentence, shall in 
like manner be received and cared for until it is possible to 
restore them to their parents. 

(6.) The dangerous insane, whether with or without re- 
sources, shall receive equally with the citizens of the country 
where they are, such aid as their condition may render 
necessary. ‘The insane, as soon as they are pronounced 
incurable, shall be returned to the country of their birth. 

(c.) Sufferers from acute illness, the wounded, and women 
in confinement without resources, shall receive, equally with 
the citizens of the country where they are, the care called 
for by their condition. | 

(d.) The infirm and incurable, as also the aged without 
resources and judicially declared incapable of self-support, 
shall receive that assistance called for by their condition, 
until it be possible to return them to their native country. 

(e.) The able-bodied unemployed and destitute shall be 
helped, as in the cases of citizens of the country where they 
are. | 
_ 2d. International agreements may stipulate that the con- 

tracting nation either shall or shall not reimburse the state 

at whose expense aid has been given to its citizens. 

Recommended, That in the different countries the gov- 
ernments shall encourage the establishment and operation of 
societies for the aid of aliens. 

Recommended, That in all countries a large share should 
be accorded to women, without distinction of faith or creed, 
in the control of aid associations, on boards of charitable or 
analogous institutions, in the administration of hospitals and 
homes for the needy, and in the house service of charitable 
institutions. 

At the first general meeting of the Congress the members 
of the commission of the next Congress were chosen, and 
consisted of the Executive Board of the present Congress 
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and the presidents of the French and foreign sections, to 
whom were added the Prince de Cassano of Naples, Italy, 
and M. le Dr. Louis Kunwald of Austria. 

At the closing session of the Congress, on Saturday, 
August 4, it was voted that the next meeting of the Inter- 
national Congress should be held in the year 1905, the 
choice of the city where the Congress is to be held to be 
determined later by a permanent international committee, in 
conference with national committees already in existence or 
to be formed in éach country. ‘This international commis- 
sion to be appointed by the commission of the next Con- 
gress, constituted as above. 

The Congress closed with a warm expression of apprecia- 
tion and thanks to Monsieur Casimir Perier for the invariable 
courtesy and skill with which he had presided over the 
deliberations of the Congress. 

The sessions of the Congress were fully attended by the 
delegates of many nations, and great interest was manifested 
throughout its deliberations.

TWO HUNDRED AND NINTH LOCATION. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, November 26, 1900. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recom- 
mitted the petition of the West End Street Railway 
Company, for location for curves and cross connections 
on South street, Jamaica Plain, at its car-house, having 
further considered the subject, respectfully recommend 
the passage of the accompanying order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore 
granted the West End Street Railway Company to lay 
down tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, said 
company shall have the right to lay down, maintain, 
and use curves and cross connections on South street, 
Jamaica Plain, connecting the car-house of said com- 
pany with the tracks in South street, to take the place 
of existing curves; said tracks being shown by red 
lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated Septem- 
ber 28, 1900, and deposited in the office of the Super- 
intendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order 
is upon condition that the whole work of laying the 
same, the form of rail to be used, and the kind and 
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quality of material used in paving said tracks, shall be 
under the direction and to the satisfaction of the 
Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by 
him. Also upon condition that said West End Street 
Railway Company shall accept this order of location, 
and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the condi- 
tions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days 
from the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be 
null and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be com- 
pleted within six months from the date of the passage 
of this order.

To His Honor Mayor Hart: ‘ 


_ The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
acknowledge the receipt through you of a copy of an order 
_ of the Common Council in language as follows: 

“ Ordered, That the Board of Trustees of the Public Li- 
brary, through His Honor the Mayor, be requested to report 
to the Common Council as to the expediency of establishing 
a Branch Library and Reading Room in the old Town Hall, 
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Dorchester; and if found expedient, that said Trustees be 
requested to establish such Branch Library and Reading 
Room in said location, with as little delay as possible, — the 
expense attending the same to be charged to the appropria- 
tion for Library Department.” 

In compliance with the request contained in this order the 
Trustees have the honor to submit the following report: 

The Trustees maintain, in subordination to the Central 
Library, different classes of accommodation for readers, — that 
is to say Branch Libraries, Delivery Stations and Reading 
Rooms in such locations as have been found expedient. 

Branch Libraries are the most important, and require large 
provisions for accommodations, books and maintenance, and 
they are expensive. Delivery Stations and Reading Rooms 
require less provision, and are less expensive. 

The order appears to contemplate the establishment of a 
Branch Library, as well as a Reading Room. ‘The Dorchester 
Branch Library, already existing, is not far distant from the 
old Town Hall in Dorchester, and the Trustees are of opinion 
that no necessity at present exists for the establishment of 
another Branch Library in this neighborhood. 

With reference to the establishment of a Delivery Station 
and Reading Room in Codman square, it will be seen by a ref- 
erence to the plan accompanying this report that Delivery 
Station J, known as the Dorchester Delivery Station, and 
located at 157 Norfolk street, and Delivery Station H, known 
as the Ashmont Delivery Station, and located at 4 Talbot 
avenue, are not far distant from Codman square. The 
Trustees are of opinion that three Delivery Stations are 
not now needed in this neighborhood, but they are of opinion 
that Codman square is a better position for a Delivery Sta- 
tion than the present Station J, and they are inclined to favor 
the discontinuance of Station J, and perhaps of Station H, 
and the substitution for them of a Delivery Station and 
Reading Room in the old Town Hall. Such changes, how- 
ever, usually meet with much opposition from patrons of the 
stations proposed to be discontinued. 

The discontinuance of Stations J and H, and the gabetitue 
tion of a new Station and Reading Room in Codman square 
would not involve a serious increase of the expense of main- 
tenance. If but one of the Stations J and H were discon- 
tinued and the desired new Station and Reading Room 
established, the cost of maintenance would be considerably 
increased over the present. 

The Trustees observe that the proposed order of the Com- 
mon Council provides that the expense attending the estab- 
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lishment of a new station in Codman square shall be charged 
to the appropriation for the Library Department. It is not 
customary to charge the expense of the establishment of new 
stations upon the library appropriation unless additional 
means are at the same time provided in some way for that 
purpose. 

The estimates of the needs of this department are made 
with much care by the Trustees at the beginning of each 
year, and do not include provision for expenditures of this 
character. It seems to them reasonable to suggest that if 
expenditures of this sort are desired the City Government 
should provide additional means for the purpose, and that 
only the cost of maintenance should be imposed upon the 
library appropriation. The funds at the command of the 
Trustees are only sufficient, with careful economy, to main- 
tain the system as it now exists, and are not sufficient to 
make any important extension of it.

WEST END STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 


TWO HUNDRED AND TENTH LOCATION, 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, December 3, 1900. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the West End Street Railway Company for a 
location for tracks on South, Centre, and Walter streets, with 
the right to use the overhead electric system thereon, having 
further considered the subject, respectfully recommend the 
passage of the accompanying order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the City of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to lay down, maintain and use double tracks, begin- 
ning on South street and connecting with the company’s 
tracks there situate, thence on Centre street to Walter 
street, thence on Walter street to South street, thence on 
South street to Centre street, and thence on Centre street 
to a point near Beech street, with necessary curves, cross- 
overs, switches and connections; said tracks being shown by 
red lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated Sep- 
tember 17, 1900, and deposited in the office of Superintendent 
of Streets. 
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The right to lay down the tracks located by“this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of loca- 
tion, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the condi- 
tions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and 
agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within six months from the date of the passage of this 
order. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is hereby 
further granted to the said Company to establish and. main- 
tain the overhead trolley electric system of motive power in 
the operation of its cars on said location, to erect, maintain 
and use such wires and iron poles, of the height of not less 
than twenty feet, at the places indicated by red circles or 
dots on the plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets, as may be necessary to establish and maintain said 
electric system of motive power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be 
approved by him. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
by, or that may hereafter be conferred on, the Board of 
Aldermen of the City of Boston to make rules and regula- 
tions pertaining to the operation and maintenance of the 
electric system and the running of electric cars in the City 
of Boston. 

Also, upon condition that said railway company shall 
accept this order and agree to comply with the conditions 
herein contained, and shall file such acceptance and agree- 
ment with the City Clerk within thirty days from the pas- 
sage thereof; otherwise it shall be null and void.

DEAR Sir, — Alfred Ziegler has two suits pending against 
the city of Boston to recover damages for the taking of the 
waters of Stony brook away from his land, and to recover 
damages for the taking of a small portion of his estate for 
said improvement. Mr. Ziegler had, and has, a suspender 
and silk fabric manufactory upon his land, and had always 
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used up to the time of the taking the water of the brook for 
the boiler of his engines and for some other purposes con- 
nected with his manufactory. é 

The city owns on Columbus avenue, adjoining the 
Ziegler property, a piece of land which is occupied in part by 
the covered channel of Stony brook and the plank covering 
for the large cistern or well at the gate-house, so-called. Mr. 
Ziegler was quite desirous of acquiring this property, which 
is now of no use to the city, and a large part of it of no 
value to ordinary real estate investors, as it cannot be built 
upon, as the city will have to retain the part covered by the 
planking, and also a right of way to the portion retained, 
and the right to pass and repass around the cistern not only 
on foot, but with teams. 

With the consent of the Superintendent of Streets, I 
have arranged a settlement with Mr. Ziegler of his suit in 
the following manner: The city is to convey to him this 
piece of land on Columbus avenue, reserving to itself all 
rights which may by any possibility be needed in regard to 
the channel of Stony brook, and he in return to enter judg- 
ment for the defendant in his cases, and to pay the city the 
sum of $2,500. 

I think this settlement is an advantageous one to the city, 
as it gets rid of litigation in which a very much larger sum 
might be recovered, and secures to the city in return for 
property for which it has no present use the sum of $2, 500 
in cash and what betterments may be levied on said property 
hereafter on Columbus avenue extension. 

I enclose herewith orders for carrying out said settlement.

MAYOR’sS OFFICE, December 20, 1900. 


To the Honorable the City Council : 


GENTLEMEN, —I transmit herewith a Loan Order 
for $4,184,300, and request that it be passed. I need 
not add that the Order should pass without delay, 
as our authority for a loan to construct streets, under 
Stat. 1900, Chap. 478, expires with the calendar year. 

The Order now urged upon your attention will not 
and cannot satisfy all wants. Every section of the 
City can name wants which it will wish satisfied, and 
every member of the City Council can name items for 
omission for the reason that such items are not fully 
known to said member. 

Orders like the present are usually a compromise, 
arrived at after the customary debates and conferences. 
It is too late for conferences and debates. Duty and 
necessity call for action. 

Candid attention is invited to the fact that our City 
and its public interests should be considered as a 
whole, not in wards or districts. 

It is the Mayor’s duty to look after all these inter- 
ests, to eliminate whatever can properly wait, and to 
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help such Departments or matters as seem entitled to 
relief. | | 

In matters of municipal finance no man has taken 
a higher responsibility than the present Mayor. In 
the face of fierce opposition, parting company with 
friends whose good opinion he valued, he broke utterly 
with the financial policy of the past fifteen years, the 
tax-rate was increased, and the policy of not increas- 
ing the debt for current expenses was established. It 
is not likely that this record is now to be broken. 

On the contrary, in asking for a loan of $4,184,300 
I may safely pledge myself to the effect that not a 
dollar of borrowed money shall be expended for cur- 
rent or unnecessary objects, and that only the perma- 
nent and necessary wants of the community shall be 
satisfied. 

Every item of the bill now offered is commended 
to favorable action, and I request immediate action, 
lest the record of a year altogether memorable be 
marred by undutiful defection.

VALEDICTORY MESSAGE. 


MAYOR’sS OFFICE, CiITy HALL, 
Boston, December 30, 1899. 


To the City Council: —In retiring from the office 
of Mayor at the end of a service of four years, it 
may be proper for me to present a review, necessarily 
brief and partial, of certain changes in the organization 
of the city government and certain developments in the 
municipal service which have taken place during this 
period, with a summary of some of the conclusions 
which my experience has led me to reach. 

In doing so, I wish first to express to the citi- 
zens of Boston my appreciation of the opportunities 
to serve the city which their support has given me, 
and, secondly, I desire to recognize in the fullest 
manner the co-operation and assistance which I have 
received from so many different quarters, — from 
women as well as men, from paid officials, from unpaid 
members of boards, and from private individuals. 
The work which any Mayor can accomplish through 
his personal effort must be comparatively little; if 
I have succeeded in achieving anything for the good 
of the city and for its municipal progress and 
development during these four years, it has been due

in large measure to the hard and intelligent work so 
freely civen from so many different sources. As I 
cannot individually extend my thanks to each and 
every person who has assisted the present administra- 
tion in its tasks, I desire to take this final oppor- 
tunity of expressing to them collectively my sincere 


oratitude. 


ORGANIZATION OF EXECUTIVE GOVERNMENT. 


The executive government of the city of Boston 
is now carried on through thirty-six executive de- 
partments the heads of which are appointed by the 
Mayor. Of these departments nineteen are controlled 
by single salaried heads, three by salaried boards, 
and one, the Law Department, by a somewhat 
anomalous arrangement, has two salaried heads,— the 
Corporation Counsel and the City Solicitor,— of co- 
ordinate rank, each having charge of a separate 
branch of the legal work of the city. The remain- 
ing thirteen departments are administered by un- 
paid boards, consisting of from three to twelve 
members each, five of these boards having charge 
of charitable or reformatory institutions, and the 
remaining eight having charge respectively of baths 
and gymnasia, cemeteries, the public library, music, 
art, parks, the sinking funds, and statistics. The 
salaried heads of departments, including the nine 
Assessors, the four Election Commissioners, the three 
Health Commissioners, the Corporation Counsel, the 
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City Solicitor, and the nineteen single salaried heads, 
number thirty-seven, and the members of unpaid 
boards number seventy-nine; thus the total number 
of persons holding the rank of heads of departments 
in the service of the city is no less than one 
hundred and sixteen, of whom over two-thirds serve 
without pay. 

Of these departments nine have been created within 
the last four years, and of this number only one, 
the Institutions Registration Department, is controlled 
by a salaried head (though it should be noted that 
the present incumbent of this position is serving 
without pay); the other eight are _ controlled 
by unpaid boards. Of these eight new boards, 
three, namely, the Trustees for Children, the Insane 
Hospital Trustees, and the Pauper Institutions Trus- 
tees, perform duties formerly devolving upon the 
Institutions Commissioner; one, the Cemetery Trus- 
tees, has charge of matters formerly under the 
Board of Health or under the Trustees of Mount 
Hope Cemetery; one, the Bath Trustees, has charge 
of certain matters formerly administered by the — 
Board of Health, with the addition of certain 
new duties relating to the administration of munic- 
ipal gymnasia; while the other three of these new 
departments, namely, those of Art, Music and Sta- 
tistics, represent new branches of municipal work. 
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DIVISIONS OF DEPARTMENTS. 


Coming now to the divisions having charge of 
special branches of work under these different de- 
partments, we find that the followimg new bureaus 
have been created: during the last four years: the 
Civil Service Division of the Auditing Department, 
which now constitutes a record office and information 
bureau covering to the whole service of the city; the 
Gas Inspection Division of the Building Department; 
the Architectural Division of the Engineering De- 
partment; the Laboratory Division of the Health 
Department; and the Electrical Construction and 
Repair Divisions of the Public Buildmgs Department. 
These six new divisions represent newly organized 
branches of municipal work. Under the thirty-six 
executive departments we have at the present time 
fifty-eight separate and distinct divisions in all, each 
with its separate head (each distinct institution 
being counted as a separate division); so that at the 
present time our system of municipal work is divided 
into no less than ninety-four distinct branches, controlled 
directly by thirty-six departments, and finally by the 
Mayor as the head of the whole executive administra- 
tion of the city. Furthermore, we have lower down 
in the scale of organization about one hundred and 
forty-five officials designated as district chiefs, dis- 
trict superintendents, foremen, etc. (of whom no _ less 
than eighty-two are in the Street Department alone), 
who exercise considerable authority over subordinates 
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within special districts or special fields of work. The 
aggregate salaries now received by heads of depart- 
ments amount to $158,800, by heads of divisions to 
$63,400, and by the last-named class of officials to 
$227,500; so that it may be stated roughly that the 
ageregate cost of supervising and directing the work of 
the city, not including the cost of the Mayor’s office, 
amounts to $450,000 per annum. This sum amounts 
to .0548 per cent. of the total appropriations of the 
city for all of the executive departments for the cur- 
rent financial year. I do not believe that any con- 
siderable reduction in this item of municipal expense 
for direction and control can be made without detri- 
ment to the work of the city, although doubtless 
some economies here and there are possible. 

In the above enumeration only the executive de- 
partments proper appear. The School Committee and 
the Street Commissioners are omitted, because they 
are elected by the people; the Police Department, 
because it is under the control of the State; and 
the departments of City Clerk, City Messenger, and 
Clerk of Committees, on the ground that they are 
under the control of the City Council. Certain 
minor branches of work, the officials of which are 
paid by fees, are also omitted. 


SPECIALIZATION OF MUNICIPAL WORK. 


It must be clear to every observer that changes 
in our system of municipal administration have pro- 
ceeded of late years upon two lines, — first, the 
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further subdivision and specialization of existing munici- 
pal work; and, second, the assumption by the city 
of new functions, with the establishment of new 
branches of municipal service. I think that the 
city of Boston now illustrates these two tendencies 
of municipal development more fully than any city 
in this country, and that, so far as administrative 
organization goes, it 1s now nearly abreast of the 
demands of modern conditions. I believe that the 
future problem of municipal administration in Boston 
is not that of organization, but rather that of retain- 
ing and securing the best possible service at the 
head of existing branches of work, and of provid- 
ing fit officials with such appropriations as are 
reasonably necessary for the securmg of satisfactory 


results. 


FURTHER CHANGES DESIRABLE. 


In my opinion the existing organization of the 
executive work of the city, as above outlined, is 
nearly as perfect a one as can be devised at the 
present time. The single salaried head of a depart- 
ment, the salaried board, and the unpaid board, each 
has its appropriate place in the administrative system. 
I am confident that no advantage would be gained 
by transferring to salaried officials any of the work 
now performed by unpaid boards; on the other 
hand, although I am a strong believer in the utility 
of the unpaid board within its proper lines, I know 
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of only two cases in which I would recommend 
transferring to unpaid control work now performed 
by salaried officials. The first 1s that of the Insti- 
tutions Registrar, who, I believe, should be replaced 
by an ex-officio board consisting of the heads of the 
five institutions departments which are served by that 
office. This would, however, under present con- 
ditions, be a legal and not an actual change, as 
the present Registrar was appointed to this office 
while dlso serving as chairman of one of the institu- 
tions boards, and continues to fill it without pay. 
The second case is that of the Public Grounds 
Department, which should, I believe, for many reasons, 
be consolidated with the Park Department, becoming 
a division of the ‘latter. 

I further believe that one other consolidation could 
be made with considerable advantage. As long as 
the city had charge of its own water-supply, an in- 
dependent Water Department was clearly necessary ; 
but now that the State has assumed this function, 
and has reduced the work of our Water Department 
purely to the distribution of water, I believe there 
is no special reason for its further separate existence, 
and that it should be made a division of the Street De- 
partment. This would be entirely in line with the 
policy of concentrating under one department all 
work relating to the streets, which was carried into 
effect under the administration of Mayor Matthews, 
with such excellent results, then and since. Not 
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only can a division be operated upon a lower scale 
of expenditure than an independent department, but 
the work of the Water Department is so closely 
related to that of the Street Department as to make 
it very desirable, for much the same reasons as 
apply to the Sewer Division, to have it carried on 
under a common head. The recent practical experi- 
ence of having the Superintendent of Streets serve 
also as Acting Water Commissioner has illustrated 
these advantages. | 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


I believe, however, that very important advantages 
could be gained by a change in the present method 
of constituting two other departments whose heads 
are not now appointed by the Mayor, but are elected 
by the people. I think that it would be hard to 
devise a worse method of school administration in a 
large city -— of course in smaller cities and towns the 
conditions are entirely different — than that of having 
a large School Committee elected by the people, — 
which, of course, means nominated by, and to some 
extent at least under the influence of, the managers 
of the leading political parties. Such a system may 
not indeed be inconsistent with fairly good results 
in an educational way, and doubtless we have these 
in Boston; but the best expert educational work is 
impossible under it, and it is exposed to grave de- 
fects and serious dangers. If, for instance, any such 
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deterioration in the character and ability of our 
School Committee should take place,—and a large 
body of public-spirited citizens seem to believe that it 
is at least in progress, —as has obviously occurred 
within the last twenty years in the membership of 
the City Council, the consequences to the educational 
interests of the city—and it surely has none of 
greater importance— would be no less than dis- 
astrous. 

It is true that there are also possible evils and 
dangers connected with the appomtment of mem- 
bers of the School Committee by the Mayor, which 
would seem to be the only feasible alternative; but 
under conditions as they exist and are likely to 
continue in Boston, I believe very strongly that 
the latter system would at least be preferable. 
Perhaps a proposition which has within the last year 
or two received strong support, that the School 
Committee should be considerably reduced in num- 
ber, and should be constituted in part by election by 
the people, and in part by appointment by the 
Mayor, is the best that is possible at the present 
time. It is certamly to be regretted that the Legis- 
lature has not yet been willing to permit even this 
partial change in our method of school administra- 
tion to be tried, if only as an experiment. So far 
as the finances of our schools go, one very impor- 
tant change has a+ least been effected through the 
complete severance of the relation which formerly 
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existed between the general finances of the city and 
those of the schools, the latter being now place 
upon an entirely mdependent. basis. 


STREET COMMISSION. 


In respect to the Board of Street Commissioners, 
it seems particularly unfortunate that the extremely 
delicate and difficult duties of this board should 
be performed by officers one of whom must each 
year be subjected to the ordeal of securing a 
party nomination and a popular election. I believe 
that the election of Street Commissioners is an un- 
fortunate survival of old ideas of municipal adminis- 
tration. It is true on the other hand that there 
are some considerations against the appointment by 
the Executive of officials clothed with such very 
large powers in the settlement of land-damage cases 
against the city, running in a year to hundreds of 
thousands or even millions of dollars; but I think 
that a board made up of the City Engineer and the 
Superintendent of Streets, serving ew-officiis, and a 
lawyer appointed by the Mayor, would be far safer 
and better. As long as the present system exists it 
seems to me of the greatest importance that every 
settlement of a land damage claim made by this 
board should at least be subjected to the scrutiny of 
an independent real estate expert, acting for the 
Mayor, and this practice has been followed under 
my administration. In fact there are now so many 
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questions which come to the Mayor for his action 
involving in one way or another expert real estate 
knowledge or investigation, that it 1s practically nec- 
essary, unless the Mayor is to sign all papers of 
this character as a matter of form, without any par- 
ticular inquiry, that he should’ have some one person 
to whom all such matters should be referred for 
report. 
7 ASSESSORS. 

One other change in the organization of a depart- 
ment might, I think, be made with advantage. I 
believe that the first assistant assessors should be 
permanent appointees, who should give their services 
to the city during the whole of the year, instead of 
during a fraction of it, and that the number of the 
principal assessors should then be reduced from nine 
to three. This would make it possible to increase 
the pay of the first assistant assessors to $1,500 a 
year without any material increase in the expenses 
of the department, through the saving of $18,000 in 
the salaries of six principal assessors. If a $1,500 
salary would not secure the whole time of men pos- 
sessing the requisite knowledge and experience, they 
might be allowed to devote a portion of their time 
to other business except during the assessing season ; 
but they should be expected to give a certain amount 
of attention throughout the year to all questions con- 
nected with assessable values in their respective dis- 
tricts, and should be subject to be called in at any 
time for work in the central office. 
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Such a change in organization would secure greater 
stability in the assessing force, and the closer study 
of values in the several districts which could thus 
be made should result in a material increase in 
assessments, which are now, in many cases at least, 
below real values. If our theory is to be that the 
assessed value of an estate should be its actual real 
value, without the deduction from such figure which 
it is the regular practice to allow in some cities, 
then it seems to me that some steps should cer- 
tainly be taken to secure a fuller assessment of © 
certain classes of property, particularly of vacant 
land. It is of course a familiar fact that the city, 
whenever it takes property, has to pay as a rule, 
whether settlements are effected or whether damages 
are allowed to be fixed in court, two or three 
times the assessed value of the property taken, par- 
ticularly where it consists of vacant land. If such 
a thing could legally be done, it seems to me that 
it would be an excellent idea to provide by law that 
when the city acquires property by a taking, and 
pays a price in excess of the assessed value, the 
Board of Assessors should thereupon have the power 
to revise the back assessments upon such property 
for a limited period of years and to collect taxes 
upon the additional value so ascertained. 


INSTITUTIONS BOARDS. 


Taking the five departments which have been 


created during the last four years, —namely, the Trus- 
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tees for Children, Paupers, the Insane, Baths, and 
Cemeteries, —to perform some of the duties formerly 
devolving upon one salaried official and one salaried 
board respectively, — namely, the Institutions Com- 
missioner and the Board of Health,—I believe that 
their work has already forcibly illustrated the advan- 
tages both of specialized and of unpaid administra- 
tion, within certain lines. We now have upon the 
three institutions boards twenty-one persons, perform- 
ing perhaps two-thirds of the work formerly cen- 
tred in the office of Institutions Commissioner. It 
seems to me quite an obvious proposition,—in view 
of the extremely complex and difficult character 
of the problems connected with the administration 
of pauper and insane institutions and with the care 
and education of dependent children and of boys with 
criminal tendencies, —that if these twenty-one persons 
are in any way fitted to deal with these problems, their 
work must show results superior to that which can 
be effected even by a thoroughly zealous and intelli- 
gent single administrator; and such I believe has 
undoubtedly been the case. The work can be mi- 
nutely subdivided under special committees of such 
boards, and followed up by them in its detail, in a 
manner which is impossible for any single individual. 
While it naturally took some time to get these new 
institutions boards into successful and harmonious 
operation, and to effect the needed changes in admin- 
istrative methods, as well as in personnel, the results 
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now attamed,—while doubtless still leaving ample 
room for improvement, and while minimized in some 
cases by serious defects and deficiencies im plant, 
and by financial limitations, — will, I believe, speak 
for themselves. 

From a financial standpoint I think that their 
work will in the long run prove a decided econ- 
omy to the city, and that even immediate results 
will be found quite satisfactory, measured by this 
standard. Of course it is possible to carry on 
municipal work in such a manner as to produce an 
appearance of saving for the moment, at the ex- 
pense of real economy in the long run; and doubtless 
some demands for improvement of plant are made by 
unpaid boards which might not be as strongly pressed 
by a single official having charge of a great variety 
of institutions. But a city is a continuous organiza- 
tion, and its financial policy should not be based 
upon the actual expenditure of any one year, but 
upon a large view of the necessities of the situation 
for a period of years. The single salaried official 
must in the nature of the case be far less inde 
pendent of political considerations, or of any kind of 
influence, and less assured of his ability to carry out 
an existing policy over a_ series of years, than a 
board of seven members, of whom only one or two 
can be displaced, unless by removal, in any one 
year. The best results of modern scientific knowledge 
and investigation, which are just beginning to throw ~ 
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some light, from our larger study of society and 
of man, upon the hitherto dark regions of crime, in- 
sanity and pauperism, can only be applied through 
the freely-given thought, work and co-operation of 
men and women who, from motives of public spirit 
and philanthropy, are willmg to give some of their 
attention to these subjects. Moreover the work of 
directing our penal institutions alone, with their 
1,563 inmates, of carrying on their industries under 
the present complex requirements of law, and of deal- 
ing with all the varied problems connected with 
them, is certainly large enough to engage all of the 
thought and service which one official can give; and 
his relief from the multifarious duties connected with 
the pauper, insane and children’s institutions must 
certainly make for the better care and reformation 
of the persons left under his charge. 

In connection with the administration of the 
Pauper Institutions Department by unpaid Trustees, 
two points at least should be noticed. First, the 
standard of the Almshouse Hospital has been very 
materially raised, until it is now admitted to be 
fully equal to the best hospitals of this class in the 
State, or in the country; and, in the second place, 
the number of inmates in the Long Island Alms- 
house is materially less than the average for a good 
many years, being now only 626 against 727 at the 
same date in 1895, and 798 at the same date in 
1896. While this reduction in the number of in- 
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mates may be accounted for in part by better oppor- 
tunities for employment, I am confident that it must 
also be attributed in part to the policies which the 
Trustees have endeavored to enforce, tending to make 
it more difficult for able-bodied paupers to secure 
admission to this institution, and less attractive for 
them when they are there. The scientific manage- 
ment of public institutions calls as strongly for the 
enforcement of all measures tending to reduce the 
number of inmates as it does for the adoption of the 
most humane methods in the treatment and care of 
those who, through sickness, misfortune, or old age, 
legitimately become the subjects of public charity. 
In respect to the Bath and Cemetery Departments, 
the removal of these branches of work from the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Health, which still 
retains a large variety of exceedingly important 
powers and duties, has certaily tended to relieve 
that board of a too great multiplicity of work, as 
well as to secure the proper development of the 
interests so transferred. In each case the work is 
of sufficient magnitude to warrant an independent 
departmental organization for its administration, and 
such organization alone makes possible the specialized 
administration which is essential to proper develop- 
ment. It is a safe rule in public work that any- 
thing which is worth domg at all is worth doing 
well. The work of the municipality should be kept 
within its proper limits; but within those limits the — 
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best service can fairly be demanded by the citizens, 
and will prove the most economical in the long run. 


BENEFITS OF UNPAID BOARDS. 


In connection with unpaid boards several inter- 
esting facts may well be noted. In the first place, 
however much it may be deplored, or however it 
may be accounted for, it must be admitted to be 
true that Boston,— in common with other large Amer- 
ican cities ,— cannot secure by direct election of the 
people services of the high character, both in respect 
to ability and to unselfish motive, which have been 
enjoyed, to such a marked degree and with such 
wonderful results, by many foreign cities. The un- 
paid board affords the only channel through which a 
portion of the services of the busy man of affairs, 
successful in his own business, can be made avail- 
able to the city. Nomination to either branch of 
the City Council, —and the party nomination is prac- 
tically a prerequisite to election, ——has become more 
and more a matter of expert political manipulation. 
With very few exceptions the successful business or 


professional man could not, if he would, secure nomi- 


nation and election to the City Council, — nor would 
he, if he could. Under such conditions it is of no 
small consequence in its indirect effects, as well as in 
its direct results, to bring nearly eighty men and 
women into an official relation, —in many cases a 
very important one,—with some branch of the work 
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of the city, and to enlist them to some extent in its 
service. The mere existence of such a connecting 
link between the professional politician and the pro- 
fessional officeholder, on the one hand, — using the 
term in both cases merely as a descriptive one, and 
without any slighting implication — and the great body 
of public-spirited, but not actively-interested, citizens 
on the other hand, is, it seems to me, of no small 
benefit. One of the greatest difficulties in the way 
of securmg good municipal government under our 
American conditions is that of bringing the average 
public-spirited citizen, sincerely desirous of promoting 
the best interests of the whole community, into some 
sort of relation with the work which the city is 
doing, and with those who are actually engaged in 
its performance. The organization of a society of 
municipal officers in the service of the city, —the 
first of this character, I believe, in this country, — 
should in part serve the very important purpose of 
establishing closer contact and more intimate rela- 
tions, first, between the salaried and the unpaid ser- 
vants of the city, and, second, between all of the 
servants of the city and those upon the outside who 
are most interested in our municipal work and the 
most able and willing to help it by friendly criticism 
and suggestion. It should also assist in the creation of 
a public sentiment which will recognize and uphold 
faithful and intelligent service, and which will de- 
mand the correction of abuses and the remedy of 
defects. 
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DECLINE OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


The causes of the decline in the City Council,— 
a decline as obvious in the character of the de- 
bates and in the action taken as in the membership, — 
may be difficult of full determination. It must, how- 
ever, be recognized that the greatly diminished im- 
portance of the powers and duties of the City 
Council since the charter amendment Act of 1885 is 
probably the main cause of its deterioration. Gener- 
ally speaking, it 1s of course true that the standard 
of ability, if not of character, of persons who become 
candidates for office, — whether brought forward purely 
by their own efforts or by the voluntary support of 
others, — varies directly in accordance with the 
powers of the office. It is impossible to mduce a 
man who is successful in private life to run for an 
office which carries with it a minimum of power or 
opportunity of usefulness, and a maximum of annoy- 
ance. The kind of men who formerly sat in the 
City Council can no longer be secured there; however 
we may deplore this fact, it is best to recognize 
it frankly, and to admit that it is due in part, 
though not wholly, to changes in our charter. The 
question remains whether, on account of this result, 
such changes were unwise and should be undone, or 
whether, in spite of the result referred to, these 
changes have, upon the whole, greatly benefited our 
city government. 
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For myself, I hold very strongly to the latter 
opinion, and I think it would be most unfortu- 
nate to retrace any of the steps in the _ evolu- 
tion of our municipal government. In the first 
place, I believe that we have to-day a far higher 
standard of efficiency in our executive departments 
than would have been the case if they had continued 
under the control of the City Council to the same 
extent as they were prior to 1885, even if the stand- 
ard of the City Council could have remained up to the 
average of the years immediately preceding that 
date. In the second place, I believe that, even 
if the powers of the City Council had remained un- 
changed, other influences, which I will not now 
attempt to analyze, would still have operated to 
reduce its standard, so that those who would have 
administered the old system, if it had continued, 
would have been less competent and_ public-spirited 
than their predecessors of twenty years ago. 

I do not believe that it would now be possible, in 
any event, to secure legislative action to effect a res- 
toration of former conditions; and if it were possible, 
it would, I believe, be highly undesirable and, indeed, 
dangerous. There has not. even yet been sufficient 
time for the full evolution of an independent exec- 
utive administration, subject to the City Council, 
speaking generally, only in respect to appropriations 
and standing ordinances. I believe that the executive 
departments of the city are, upon the whole, grow- 
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ing distinctly stronger in their ability and disposition 
to conduct their work for the best interests of the 
municipal service, and free from undue domination 
by outside influences. In other words, we are gradu- 
ally developing in Boston, upon the basis of the 
present charter, something like a durable and perma- 
nently organized municipal service, as distinguished 
from a service subject to control by constantly shift- 
ing committees, and conducted upon a temporary 
basis, with a view to meeting as well as possible the 
shifting political conditions of the moment. 
Doubtless there are evils in bureaucratic adminis- 
tration, and these may be found under conditions 
which make too much for fixity in tenure of office 
and in organization; but the evils from which 
Boston, in common with other American cities, has 
suffered have been those of an entirely opposite 
character, — those of too great uncertainty of official 
tenure, and consequently of too frequent changes in 
methods of administration, as well as in personnel. 
The time may come when we will suffer from a 
municipal bureaucracy; but, for the present, the 
tendencies which most need to be encouraged in our 
municipal government are those which make for the 
perfection of old systems, the adoption of improved 
methods, and the greater assurance of good results 
through increased stability in office. Under our 
political conditions, no system of administration could 
be less stable than one which depended upon com- 
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mittees whose members were annually elected; on 
the other hand, the record will show that there has 
been much greater stability since administrative con- 
trol was centred in the hands of the Mayor. 

The lengthening of the Mayor’s term to two years, 
with the increase in the number of unpaid boards, has 
greatly strengthened this tendency, and has now made 
possible in Boston some close approach, at least in 
many lines of municipal service, to that orderly and 
continuous municipal progress which has produced such 
good results upon the other side of the ocean. The 
logical course of our future municipal development 
should not be to restore any of the powers which 
have been taken from the City Council, but to 
further restrict its powers, so far as it appears that 
these are used not for the protection of the public 
treasury, or of the general interests of the citizens, 
but as a means of harassing an administration, of 
obstructing its work with the view of extorting petty 
favors of all sorts which ought not to be granted, or 
of securing employment for constituents, which cannot 
now be given through influence, except in rare cases, 
without violation or evasion of the civil service laws. 


TRUE FUNCTIONS OF CITY COUNCIL. 


The true functions of the members of the City 
Council under such a form of municipal government 
as we now have,are three-fold: first, to serve as 
channels of communication between the citizens in the

several districts of the city and the officers of the 
administration, — informing the latter of complaints 
and criticisims as to the actions or omissions of city 
employés in the performance of their regular duties, 
and also presenting suggestions or requests as to 
new action in the way of local improvements, etc.; 
second, to act as critics, either of the general policy 
and course of an administration, or of its particular 
acts, and to bring out in the full light of publicity 
everything which should be known by the tax-payers 
and citizens; and the third and most important 
function of course relates to the control of appro- 
priations. 

The latter function should, however, in my opinion, 
be a negative rather than a positive one. In other 
words, the City Council should have an absolute veto 
upon all proposed appropriations, but should not be 
entrusted with the duty of making up the budget, 
either of maintenance or of loan appropriations. In 
theory it is doubtless true that full control over 
the making of appropriations is, strictly speaking, a 
legislative and not an executive function, — though the 
power of the executive to veto appropriations 1s 
certainly an exception to the full application of such a 
separation of powers. Under the practice which has 
for some time prevailed in Boston the executive has 
also possessed full powers in the application of general 
lump appropriations to different purposes, each de- 
partment being given its maintenance appropriation 
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in a single item, —several of such appropriations ex- 
ceeding $1,000,000 each,—and having full discretion 
as to the application of this amount, within the general 
purposes for which the department is established. 
This practice has certainly gone some way toward 
enlarging the powers of administrative officers in re- 
spect to the appropriation of money, our heads of 
departments, for instance, being allowed far greater 
latitude than the itemized form in which Congress 
passes its appropriation bills permits to federal off- 
cials. This greater latitude, however, has, in my 
opinion, proved of the greatest benefit in the de- 
velopment of our municipal government; without it, — 
that is, if our annual appropriation order were itemized 
by the City Council as fully as is the practice of 
Congress, — the difficulties of carrying on the city 
administration in a satisfactory and progressive man- 
ner would be vastly increased. 

As we have departed thus far from the strict 
theory of the separation of executive and legislative 
functions, and with decided benefit, —for every in- 
telligent observer must admit that the veto power 
of the Mayor is one of the greatest safeguards in 
our municipal government, —it has seemed clear to 
me that further advantages would be gained,—in 
the way of introducing more order, responsibility and. 
continuous policy into the management of our munic- 
ipal finances, —if the function of the City Council 
in respect to appropriations were made an entirely 
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negative one, and if the duty of framing all appro- 
priations were placed in the hands of some smaller 
body, in which the executive department should be 
directly represented. 


THE BOARD OF APPORTIONMENT. 


Such a change involved the adoption of what 
has come to be known, chiefly through the practice 
of New York City, as the Board of Apportionment | 
system. This has now been given a partial trial in 
Boston, under the provisions of chapter 434 of the 
Acts of 1898,— unfortunately repealed by chapter 449 
of the Acts of 1899, before it had been long 
enough in operation to enable any one to form an 
intelligent opinion as to its continuous working, cer- 
tainly before these had been found disappointing. 
This repeal, rendered possible only through a very 
unusual combination of political conditions, forcibly 
illustrates the evils which sometimes arise through 
hasty legislative interference with municipal affairs, — 
though, in my opinion, we should by no means rashly 
conclude, as some persons do, that such interference 
is altogether an evil and that we would be better off 
without it. A close scrutiny of the record of the 
Board of Apportionment during its brief existence 
should, I believe, satisfy any impartial observer that 
it fully realized in practice the advantages claimed 
by the supporters of the measure. Both as to full 
and careful deliberation upon all appropriations, as 
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to avoidance of long delays in the making of neces- 
sary appropriations, as to the more exact distribution 
of the proceeds of the tax levy between the different 
departments, and as to the application of the borrow- 
ing capacity of the city for objects of general im- 
portance rather than of purely local interest, the 
record of the Board stands in sharp contrast to that 
of the City Council im the past; and it will, I believe, 
_ exhibit a similar contrast to action by the rks 
Council in the future. | 

After its organization, on January 11, 1899, the 
Board held fifty-seven meetings. Of this number, 
twelve meetings were devoted to consideration of the 
annual estimates submitted by departments of appro- 
priations necessary for the current financial year, to 
hearings on the same, and to the preparation of the 
annual appropriation order. Fifteen meetings were 
devoted to the annual loan estimates of departments. 
The remaining thirty meetings were devoted to the con- 
sideration of sundry requests received from time to 
time for loans, appropriations or transfers. 

It had been felt by many that the two worst defects 
in the old system of making appropriations were, first, 
that practically no opportunity was given to heads of 
departments or other persons to come before the body 
making the appropriations and to explain the necessity 
of the appropriations which they requested, and, second, 
that the appropriations were not made as early in the 
year as they should be. These defects the Board of

Apportionment tried to correct. It was its practice to 
give every head of a department, or other person 
making a request for an appropriation or loan, an 
opportunity to be heard before passing upon the 
matter. Before making up the annual appropriation 
order six meetings were devoted exclusively to hearing 
heads of departments on their requests for maintenance 
appropriations, every head of a department being invited 
to appear before the Board and to explain the basis of 
his estimates. Prior to making up the annual loan 
order ten meetings were devoted exclusively to hearing 
heads of departments and members of the City Council 
on requests made by them for loan appropriations. 
At almost every meeting one or more persons were 
heard by the Board on requests for appropriations or 
transfers. 

Altogether, the Board granted hearings to about 
125 heads of departments and other persons, and of 
the heads of departments many were heard three or 
four times on different matters, and some as many 
as SIX or seven times. 

In spite of the time required for these hearings, 
and for the consideration of the requests after the 
hearings had been given, the annual appropriation 
and loan orders were prepared and passed by the 
Board much earlier than had been found possible 
under the old system. The annual appropriation 
order was passed this year on January 28, as against 
April 11 in 1898, March 25 in 1897, March 7 in 
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1896, and April 2 in 1895; and the annual loan 
order was passed this year on February 27, as 
against June 30 in 1898, June 18 in 1897, July 3 
in 1896, July 9 in 1896, July 12 in 1894, and July 10 
in 1893. 

The Board labored under the difficulty of not hav- 
ing as much money available for loan appropriations 
as had been available in past years, the borrowing 
capacity for the present year (excluding the $200,- 
000 appropriated by the Legislature for Malden bridge) 
having been $1,595,080.26; whereas in 1894, for in- 
stance, it was $2,976,852, and in 1893 $3,910,618. 

Of the sum available for such appropriations this 
year, the Board appropriated all but $2,280.26, for 
the following purposes:

An analysis of these appropriations will show 
that the needs of the several departments received 
fuller and more detailed consideration than ever be- 
fore, and that a larger proportion of the available 
borrowing capacity was devoted to objects of general 
importance and interest, and a smaller proportion to 
purely local improvements. 


RE—ESTABLISHMENT OF SIMILAR BOARD. 


While the repeal of the Board of Apportionment 
Act is of course discouraging in considering the pos- 
sibility of securing future legislative action in the 
same general direction, and while it would doubt- 
less be impossible to re-establish such a Board con- 
stituted upon exactly the same basis of membership, 
it seems to me that at some appropriate future 
time a movement in the same direction should again 
be made. The pomt upon which the most em- 
phasis was placed in the attack made upon the 
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system was that the Mayor was given the practical 
control over appropriations, as well as over adminis- 
tration, through his membership in the Board and 
through the provision that no appropriation could 
be passed in the Board without his vote. While it 
seems to me that the power reserved to the Council 
of rejecting any appropriation which it deemed im- 
proper or unwise constituted a sufficient check upon 
the power of the executive, I do not by any means 
regard it as an essential feature of the system that 
the Mayor should even be a member of the Board 
entrusted with the power of making up the budget. 

The only vital point in my opinion is that the 
executive recommendations as to the maintenance and 
loan budgets should go before some competent body 
of small membership, representing the whole city 
as its constituency, rather than any district. If, 
for instance, such a Board should be composed of 
the presiding officers of the two branches of the 
City Council, nominated and elected at large by 
the whole city, the City Auditor, the City Engineer, 
and the Corporation Counsel, with the requirement 
of four affirmative votes for the passage of any 
appropriation, it would tq my mind still consti- 
tute a very great’ improvement over the old sys- 
tem; and, if thought desirable, one or two members 
might be added, specially elected to serve upon such 
body by vote of the city at large. 

The fact that the City Council during the year just 
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closed, —in spite of the almost unanimous opposition 
of its members to the Board of Apportionment sys- 
tem, on account of the curtailment of their own 
powers,—did not reject any appropriation passed 
by the Board, and only reduced the amount of 
a single one, is rather a striking demonstration of 
the satisfactory workings of the system. The pre- 
cipitate repeal of the Act constituting the Board, 
for unsound partisan reasans, appears to me a most 
unfortunate set-back in the progressive evolution of 
a satisfactory municipal system in Boston. Munic- 
ipal government is in any case (at least under our 
complex political conditions in this country) rather 
a matter of successful practice than of logical theory ; 
and even if our Board of Apportionment were 
regarded purely as an experiment,—in spite of the 
practical success of such a feature for a generation 
in the government of the city of New York,—it is 
unfortunate that our practical knowledge was not 
enlarged by a longer trial of the new plan. 


COST OF EXTENDING MUNICIPAL FUNCTIONS. 


The idea has been zealously inculcated by some 
persons who, for political or other reasons, are 
opposed to some of the new developments of the 
last few years in the line of extending our munici- 
pal functions in certain directions, that the present 
admitted stringency in our municipal finances has 
come about chiefly through extravagant expenditures 
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for baths, gymnasia, public convenience stations, 
music, lectures, children’s excursions, ice-water foun- 
tains, etc. Lest some of our citizens may be hon- 
estly misled by such statements, and lest the idea 
may go outside of the limits of Boston that it is 
increased expenditure in such directions,— character- 
ized sometimes as municipal socialism,— which has 
been the main cause of the present difficulty in 
making both ends meet, under a tax law which 
makes the limit of taxation in Boston considerably 
lower than that in other cities in the State, it may 
be worth while to analyze such expenditures briefly, 
and see just what relation they bear to the total 
disbursements of the city. 

Taking first the Bath Department, its appropria- 
tion for the current financial year is $77,000, against 
an expenditure by the Board of Health, for a part 
of the same purposes, of $25,734.98 durmg the last 
year of its control of baths and convenience stations; 
an increase of $51,265.02, which represents the cost 
not only of an enormous increase in the summer 
bathing facilities, but of maintaming a large perma- 
nent bathing establishment all the year round, with 
an attendance of 242,000 persons during the present 
calendar year, as well as of two large gymnasia, 
with baths, having a patronage of about 3,320 per- 
sons a week. 

The appropriation of $10,000 for the Music 
Department exceeds by only $5,000 the sum_for- 
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merly appropriated by the city, before its institution, 
for summer band concerts, so only $5,000 can be 
charged as an increase. The cost of maintaining 
the ice-water fountains for the year, including the 
eutting of the ice, is estimated by the Water Depart- 
ment at $6,690. The appropriation for public lec- 
tures given during the current year was only $3,000. 
The expense of the children’s excursions was only 
$1,965.55; and this cannot be counted as an ex- 
penditure out of the city treasury, as it was met 
out of the income of a bequest left to the city for 
the purpose. If we add also the $3,000 appropri- 
ated by the School Committee for keeping open the 
school-yards in summer, as an expenditure of the 
same general character, it only brings the total added 
expenditure for the above purposes to $68,955.02. 
As the total appropriations for the maintenance of 
all of the departments of the city for the current 
year amounted to $8,949,729, these new expenditures 
only constitute yo’ of one per cent. of the total, 
—so they certainly cannot be charged with any large 
part of the responsibility for the present difficulty in 
making our receipts and expenditures meet. 

If we add the increased expenditures due to the 
other new departments created within the last four 
years, we find that the total is not much raised. 
The Cemetery Department has an appropriation this 
year only $5,229.12 larger than the expenditures of the 
old Mt. Hope Cemetery Commission, and those of the 
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Board of Health for cemeteries, during the last year 
that these remained under their control. The Insti- 
tutions Registration Department has an appropriation 
only $3,900 greater than the cost of doimg a portion 
of its work the year before the department was 
created. The appropriation for the Statistics Depart- 
ment is this year $13,000, outside of the item for 
the publication of the “City Record,’ the cost of 
which is in considerable part defrayed by official 
advertisements, and which is conducted for the benefit 
of all of the departments. The appropriation for 
the Art Department is only $1,000. Adding together 
all of these amounts it appears that the total extra 
cost of maintaining these new branches, or extensions, 
of our municipal work, under these new departments, 
was $92,184.04,— which is still only 1 of one per 
cent. of the total proceeds of taxation within the 
¢9 limit. 

If we make the same investigation in regard to loan 
appropriations the result will not be far different. The 
new departments, or new branches of work, are not 
responsible for any of the increase of the city debt out- 
side of the limit, and of the ordinary borrowing capacity 
they have received but a very small portion. The 
aggregate borrowing capacity of the city during the 
last four years, which has been actually utilized within 
a very few. thousand dollars, was $8,273,360. Of this 
amount, the Bath Department secured loans amounting 
to $197,022.54, of which $88,369.03 was for building 
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the Dover-street bath-house and purchasing the site 
for same, $31,256.80 for building the South Boston 
gymnasium, and $15,000 for building the under- 
ground convenience station on the Common, — each of 
these expenditures being of great utility to a very 
large number of people, judgmg by the patronage 
received. The Music Department received a loan of 
$2,000 for the purchase of a large organ, which has 
now been installed, ready for use, in a buildmg owned 
by the city. The Cemetery Trustees received an 
appropriation of $25,000 for the building of a much 
needed chapel at the Mount Hope Cemetery. These 
represent total loans of $224,022.54, or less than 24 
per cent. of the available borrowing-capacity within the 
debt limit; so that it surely cannot be claimed for a 
moment that any new departures in the direction of 
municipal socialism have been responsible to any 
appreciable extent for the growth of the city debt. 

Turning now to the three new institutions depart- 
ments, which perform work formerly under a single 
department, we find that the current appropriations of 
this year, namely, $155,000 for the Children’s Trus- 
tees, $305,000 for the Insane Hospital Trustees, and 
$115,500 for the Pauper Institutions Trustees, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $575,500, exceed by 
$85,484 the expenditures for the same institutions 
and purposes for the financial year 1895-96, show- 
ing an increase of about fifteen per cent. On the 
other hand we should notice that the total ex- 
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penditures of the city for the maintenance of all 
of its departments increased during the same period 
by about the same percentage, that its population 
increased ten per cent. and its valuation 14.53 per cent., 
and that the average number of persons in the care 
of the three departments in question also increased 
about 12 per cent. 


SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATION AND PREVENTIVE MEASURES. 


The larger our present expenditures are for the 
support of criminals, paupers, insane persons, and 
dependent children, as well as for the maintenance of 
our city hospital and of our police force, the more im- 
portant it becomes, from the mere standpoint of future, 
if not immediate, economy, to devote at least a little 
money to the scientific investigation, both statistical 
and sociological, of the various problems connected with 
crime, pauperism, insanity, and disease, and to set at 
work counter influences which shall at least tend to 
check their increase. The great defect of the policy 
which has prevailed in the past is that it confines 
public effort to dealing with facts, while ignoring 
causes, —that it treats the symptoms, and does not 
go to the root of the disease. But crime, pauperism, 
insanity, and disease result in very large part from 
abnormal conditions, which to a very considerable 
extent at least can be definitely ascertained and 
remedied. | 

The normal man should be well, physically, men- 
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tally and morally; whether rich or poor, lettered or 
unlettered, he should possess the soundness of mind, 
body, and character, which makes a self-supporting 
and self-respecting member of the community, instead 
of an inmate of a public institution. I believe that 
even if we concede all that can be claimed for the 
influence of mere heredity, the causes or conditions, 
whether in childhood or in later life, which lead in- 
creasing numbers of the community to depart from the 
natural or normal type, and to become subjects for 
public restraint or support, are largely ascertainable 
and remediable. Some of these evil influences un- 
doubtedly relate to the conditions of life in a great 
city, and to the absence of some of the healthful 
influences which surround life in the country, or in 
smaller communities. 

Taking roughly certain classes of our city expend- 
itures, which seem to be capable of being somewhat 
reduced if we could carry out more intelligent policies 
in a large way, we find that, taking the appropriations 
of the current year, the support of our city and 
county institutions for criminals, paupers, insane per- 
sons, and children, including’ also the support of 
dependent children placed out in families, costs in 
the neighborhood of $1,740,650. In addition, our 
City Hospital costs $400,000, our Board of Health 
$145,000, and our Police Department, $1,658,500, 
an aggregate sum of $3,924,150. It is surely 
sufficiently obvious that all of these expenditures

have some relation at least to the general standard 
of physical, mental, and moral health existing in the 
community; that any material elevation of such stand- 
ards should permit a substantial reduction in these 
great expenditures, — or, at least, should enable us to 
keep them stationary, without the increase in their 
amounts which must otherwise inevitably take place 
with the growth of population. It is surely not ex- 
travagant to claim that at least ten per cent. of 
these expenditures might be saved to the community; — 
this would give us no less a sum than $392,415 to 
devote annually to the work of applying that ounce 
of prevention which is proverbially better than the 
pound of cure. 

Of course it is not practicable to make this actual 
saving of ten per cent. first, and thus to supply the 
fund. to be devoted to the creation of strengthening 
and of preventive influences; but neither is it neces- 
sary that we should annually expend any such sum of 
money for these purposes from the beginning of our 
efforts. The essential thing is merely that we should 
recognize that, as a large ultimate economy is plainly 
possible, a comparatively small increase in present 
expenditures is justifiable im order to secure it. 
Modern knowledge should give us sufficient faith in 
the sure operation of scientific laws to make us will- 
ing to do the right thing, and to wait, for many 
years, if necessary, to see its result, —with firm 
confidence that each cause will surely produce its 
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appropriate effect. The provision and general use of 
facilities which make for such simple things as 
greater cleanliness and better physical development, 
such as public baths, gymnasia, local playgrounds 
and fields for athletic sport, will surely tend to 
reduce disease, which can be traced so largely to 
lack of cleanliness and to imperfect physical develop- 
ment; to diminish, at least, the appetite for drink, 
which leads to so large a proportion of the petty 
crimes and misdemeanors which are punished in our 
penal institutions. Our experience has already shown 
that large numbers of people, and particularly children, 
are willing,—even eager,—to avail themselves of 
public baths, gymnasia and playgrounds where these 
are provided. I believe that results actually achieved 
fully warrant the belief, which I myself strongly 
hold, that the provision throughout the city of a com- 
prehensive system of permanent baths, swimming 
pools, gymnasia and playgrounds, sufficient to supply 
conveniently the wants of each district, would surely 
result, — perhaps not immediately, but certamly in no 
long period of years,—in a material improvement 
in the health and physique of the people; and this 
would mean less disease, both in and out of the 
City Hospital, less imtemperance, and, in the long 
run, less pauperism, crime and insanity, and finally 
a diminished death rate. Surely there can be no 
higher aim for municipal policy than the accom- 
plishment of such objects. 
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PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


The advantages of universal and compulsory edu- 
cation are fully recognized, and there is no object 
for which the community is as willing to spend 
money with a lavish hand; but I believe that we 
have attached an altogether disproportionate impor- 
tance to the mental side of education, and have | 
ignored altogether too much the value of the 
physical side. It is certainly important for every 
child to acquire the rudiments of knowledge; but in 
view of the fact that a majority of. the children 
who go through our public schools must earn their 
future livelihood by some form of manual labor, it is 
surely quite as important that they should possess 
sound and well-developed bodies, capable of acquiring 
the strength and the skill necessary for the per- 
formance of the future tasks which will be required 
of them. | 

I do not believe that it is necessary to cut down 
our expenditures upon the public schools in order to 
provide for our children the other facilities which I 
have mentioned; but if it were, I do not hesitate to 
claim that it would be far sounder policy to devote 
ten per cent. of the two and one-half millions which 
we now spend upon the maintenance of our schools 
to the provision of adequate facilities throughout the 
city for bathing and for in-door and out-door exercise. 
The physical side of development is in recent years 
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receiving in our higher institutions of learning the 
attention which its relative importance demands; it 
is surely time that its vital consequence should be 
recognized in connection with our common schools, 
and that instruction, for instance, in such a desirable 
exercise and important accomplishment as that of 
swimming should be made a part of our public 
school curriculum. 


CONCLUSION. 


In now terminating the absorbing service of the 
last four years and transferring to the hands of my 
successor the powers of the office of Mayor, I feel 
warranted in expressing the hope that much of what 
has been accomplished under my administration may 
prove enduring. Each incumbent of the mayorality 
must take the office in his own way, and make it to 
some extent an expression of his own individuality ; 
but the true test of the success of an administration 
must be the amount of its work which is proved by 
the test of time to have a lasting character. When 
the ephemeral has passed away and the individual 
is forgotten, something yet remains, 1f municipal work 
has been well done. To that test I submit the record 
now closed, with confidence that some at least of its 
pages will not soon be blotted out. Not only in great 
public works, which can be seen by all, but in better 
systems and methods, which may be known to but 
few, does a public official leave his memorial. Fully 
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conscious of mistakes and shortcomings I am _ yet 
fortunate in bemg able to close my term of office 
with the belief that the efforts which I have devoted 
to the service of the City of Boston have not lacked 


fruitfulness in abiding results.

In BoARD OF ALDERMEN, January 5, 1901. 
The special committee of the Board of Aldermen, appointed 
to inspect the prisons in the County of Suffolk, having made 
the inspection required by the statutes of the Commonwealth, 
respectfully submit their second semi-annual report: 


SUFFOLK CoUNTY JAIL. 


This institution was visited on Friday, December 28. A — 
careful inspection of the government, discipline, and police 
thereof, was made, and the committee report they found every- 
thing pertaining to proper government, excellent discipline, 
and faithful and energetic police, prevailed to their entire 
satisfaction. The prisoners were individually questioned 
relative to their treatment, food supplied, and cleanliness of 
their bedding. Each in turn responded that everything per- 
taining to an institution of this kind was excellent, and not 
a single person, male or female, had any complaint to make. 

The committee are pleased at the government’s action in 
providing, as recommended in their last report, a sum suffi- 
cient to build a new wing to the Jail for the exclusive use 
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of women. This is an improvement sorely needed, and one 
that will be of great benefit to the institution. 

The government should at its earliest moment provide an 
appropriation sufficient to build a brick wall to take the place: 
of a dilapidated wooden fence that has been in use since the 
Jail was built nearly fifty years ago. 

Another needed improvement is the building of a new lodge 
where the solitary cells are, and the committee strongly 
recommend the above to the new government of 1901. 


HovusE OF CORRECTION, SOUTH BOSTON. 


This institution was visited January 1, 1901. The food 
was examined and found to be first-class, as is the case in 
every other city institution. The discipline and management 
of the institution need not be commented upon in this report, 
as this will be made the subject of a special report to the 
next Board of Aldermen. A number of the prisoners were 
talked with, but the committee feel that their comments on 
the management of the institution belong rather to the 
special report. 


HousE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. 


Everything in this institution was found in proper shape, 
the food served the prisoners being as good as in any 
institution of the kind in the country. The discipline and 
police are excellent. The prisoners look clean and healthy, 
and are well cared for. The committee recommend that a 
sufficient appropriation be provided for lighting by electricity 
the old prison building. They again recommend a new 
prison or cell building for women, and also an appropriation 
for a new wharf at Deer Island, the old one being in a very 
dangerous condition. The contagious wing at the hospital 
is nearly completed, and it is expected that it will be finished 
by the time of the next visit of the committee. 


HouskE OF REFORMATION, RAINSFORD ISLAND. 


This institution, for the detention of boys, was carefully 
inspected, and the committee congratulate the trustees on 
having so efficient a superintendent as the gentleman who is 
in charge. He appears to be the right man in the right place. 
There is no question but what the city, if this island is to be 
retained for the purpose now used, should appropriate at once 
a sum sufficient to erect a building for manual training work. 
The building used at the present time is only fit to be torn 


*, 
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down, being in a very dilapidated condition. An appropri- 
ation should also be made for a coal-shed, as the present sys- 
tem of storing the coal in the open air is a constant Gap sti: 
to the city. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL, WEST ROXBURY. 


The committee found this institution in as good condition 
as could be expected with the limited facilities for its man- 
agement. Additional land should be provided for the erection 
of new dormitories, and a building erected for manual train- 
ing. Another important matter which should be attended to 
is the draining and filling of the eight acres of marsh land 
included in the estate of the institution, the same being a 
menace to the health of the boys confined there. The present 
stable should be torn down and a new one erected. The com- 
mittee recommend especially that the fire extinguishing equip- 
ment should be increased at once, as the present means to 
fight fire are very scanty. 


The committee wish to express their thanks for the assist- 
ance rendered them in their inspection to Sheriff Seavey ; 
Deputy Sheriff Bradley; Penal Institutions Commissioner 
Morrison; Mr. O’Hare, Miss Bailey and Miss Cheever of the 
Trustees for Children; Colonel Whiton, Master of the House 
of Correction, South Boston ; James R. Gerrish, Esq., Master 
of the House of Correction, Deer Island ; Sumner D. Seavey, 
Esq., Superintendent of House of Reformation ; and B. C. 
Day, Esq., Superintendent of the Parental School. 

Annexed will be found the reports of the superintendents 
of the various institutions, giving in detail the information 
called for under the statutes.

CLOSING PROCEEDINGS 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN OF 1900. 


ALDERMAN CODMAN presented the following : 


Resolved, That the members of the Board of Alder- 
men hereby express their appreciation of the fair 
and impartial manner in which the retiring Chair- 
man, Michael J. O’Brien, has presided over the pro- 
ceedings during the year, and thank him for the 
courteous treatment each and every one has received 
at his hands. 

Resolved, That in his retirement Chairman O’Brien 
takes with him the best wishes of the Board of 
Aldermen of 1900 for his future success in all his 
undertakings. 

The resolutions were read a second time, and the 
question came on their adoption. 


ALDERMAN CODMAN’ said : 


Mr. Clerk: I present these resolutions at this time 
with feelings of mingled pleasure and regret—regret 
that after such a long experience and so many 
years’ service in this City Hall, with the many 
pleasant recollections of acquaintanceships formed 
and of the good times I have had in connection 
with my official duties, the time has come when I 
must leave the Hall in my official capacity; pleasure, 
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to feel that I have been intrusted with other official 
duties by constituents whom I have t1epresented 
here; and in assuming those new duties I feel that 
my experience at City Hall will be of great advan- 
tage to me. 

Mr. Chairman, for you personally I have a very 
kindly feeling, because through the favors that I 
have received at your hands I have been enabled to 
accomplish a good many tasks which, perhaps, 
would have been impossible without such considera- 
tion. You certainly have carried out the duties of — 
your office with a conscientiousness and carefulness 
which will compare favorably with those qualities as: 
shown by any of your predecessors. I believe, sir, 
that when you leave your official position as Chair- 
ma: of the Board of 1900 you should have no 
reason to regret anything, but every reason to con- 
gretulate yourself that you have had the opportunity 
to preside over such a Board. 

To the Democrats of the Board, the majority of 
wlom are to be here next year, I wish to express 
my sincere wishes for a successful future. I hope 
that their duties next year will be even more pleas- 
ant than I know them to have been this year; and 
the departing members of the Democratic majority 
know that they carry with them my friendship and 
my best wishes. I think the Commodore (Alderman 
Dixon), who I regret is not here to hear me, is es- 
pecially to be congratulated upon having an opportu- 
nity to go back to the ordinary lines of business life 
and to take care of that vast constituency, which I 
have in part shared with him,—the yachtsmen. 
Only one of my Republican colleagues (Alderman 
Adams) will be with me in the year to come, 
and I am glad that I shall be able to follow him 
for a year at the State House. Those who remain 
are all, | may say, old friends:of mine, except Dr. 
Gerry, and I have been led to feel that I have 
known him for a good while in the short acquaint- 
anceship we have had. _ I feel sure that those who 
are to remain here are to be congratulated upon the 
additions which will be made to next year’s Board, 
because all three of the new Republican members 
are particular friends of mine, and are all known 
to be good, strong men, and able, active, staunch 
Republican workers. 
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The Clerk, and the heads of the various depart- 
ments, to whom we have to turn as Aldermen, have 
changed since my entry into City Hall affairs. 
Nevertheless, the new heads of departments have 
certainly been of great assistance to me and I have 
become much attached to them. In leaving, I desire 
to thank them all for the kindly acts which they 
have performed for me, and I return thanks for all 
that has been done to assist me in my efforts to 
make my career here what it should be. To our 
officers, and their various assistants, | wish to return 
my most sincere thanks, —in fact, to all of those to 
whom I am so much indebted in connection with my 
work in this Board. The reporters also have their 
proper share of my thanks. I think I have been 
always treated at City Hall with the greatest consid- 
eration, and I leave all my friends here with ‘the 
deepest and sincerest wishes for their future haj}pi- 
ness and success. 

Mr. Clerk, in parting, I truly and sincerely wish 
to the members of the Board of Aldermen of 1990, 
the greatest success and future happiness that they 
can wish. 


ALDERMAN NORRIS said : 


Mr. Clerk and Members of the Board of Aldermen : 
Following the usual custom of occasions of this kind, 
I rise here to say a few words at the closing of 
the municipal year, 1900. Matters started off very in- 
auspiciously the first of 1900. I wish to state now, 
as I have heretofore, that I believe you, Mr. Chair- 
man, will have to bear the responsibility for the 
way in which this Board was organized. 

I did not believe in the methods employed then, 
but that is a thing: of the past, therefore it is 
better to forget it and think only of the present 
and future. I know, Mr. Chairman, that you will 
respect me more for saying what I think, than if I 
paid you compliments which were insincere. You, 
Mr. Chairman, have always treated the members 
of the Board of Aldermen courteously. You have 
been honest in your rulings, and have allowed full 
latitude in the discussion of all questions. I believe, 
all things considered, that we have gotten along 
very well together. 

The close of this year certainly shows a more 
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brotherly spirit than one would imagine could exist 
after the events of the first few months. I thank 
you for the kindness which you have so often 
shown me on the floor of this chamber. I heartily 
indorse the resolutions as read, and trust, Mr. Chair- 
man, that you may be happy-and prosperous for 
many years to come. 

I wish to apologize at this time to any member 
of the Board who feels that I have injured him 
or wounded his feelings. My friend Tinkham and 
myself have frequently indulged in personalities — 
more or less pointed. The chances are that we 
will do so next year as I know that my brother 
alderman is aggressive and full of fight. : 

A tilt with him is good mental exercise, but 
when it is over no malice is borne by him towards 
his opponent. 

There is no necessity for mentioning the members 
of this Board individually in making my adieus 
to them. I feel that I have formed many pleasant 
friendships during my term in this body, and I 
regret that some of them are so soon to be sev- 
ered—I mean as far as daily association goes. It 
will be a pleasant memory with me the rest of 
my life, and I trust that it also will be with my 
colleagues. 

I desire to thank the City Clerk and his assistant, 
Mr. Priest, for their aid to me the past year. They 
have helped me along wonderfully, and I cannot forget 
their courtesy and kindness. To City Messenger 
Leary and his assistants I must also return my 
thanks, as also to the Clerk of Committees and his 
assistants. In fact, to one and all my thanks are due. 
The members of the press, as usual, have treated 
me fairly, and I: thank them for it. The official 
stenographer, Mr. Harnden, is entitled to our grati- 
tude for the able manner in which he has performed 
his duties, and for assistance rendered me. 

Our private clerk, Mr. Chisholm, has been of great 
value to me in many ways, and I thank him for the 
assistance and aid he has rendered me in the past. 

After to-day we go our various ways. Some of 
us come back, others retire to private life, and 
some go to fill new offices. You are all my friends, 
and I say, from my heart, God bless you all, and 
protect and aid you in the future. 
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ALDERMAN TINKHAM said: 


Mr. Clerk: The municipal year of 1900, which to- 
day completes its cycle, has been distinguished in 
this Board by a Chairman whose fairness has been 
conspicuous, and whose evident sincerity of purpose 
cannot be doubted. Almost divine patience in time 
of debate and a crowning good nature has distin- 
guished the latter part of the cycle of this Board 
from its predecessors. 

Gentlemen, I thank you for your attention. 


ALDERMAN DOYLE said: 


Mr. Clerk and Gentlemen: Were I to rise and 
second these resolutions with the customary words 
of fervent praise I fear my sincerity might be ques- 
tioned. The differences between the Chairman and 
myself were matters of common notoriety in the 
early days of this year, and they are not forgotten ; 
but I can say there is no trace of bitterness left in 
my heart. You, Mr. Chairman, under the conditions 
existing at the time I speak of secured the prize of 
presidency of this body. I, myself, preferred my seat 
on the floor rather than the chairmanship achieved 
by indiscretion. Hence we were both satisfied. 

As presiding officer of this body no one can say 
aught against your fairness. You have been courteous 
and dignified at all times, and I join with my asso- 
ciates in making public my recognition of that fact. 

I further desire, Mr. Chairman, to extend to you 
personally my best wishes upon your return to private 
life. I sincerely and earnestly hope that you will 
be successful in whatever you may attempt in this 
life, and that your future may be happiness itself. 
To the two retiring members from Dorchester, who 
are to extend their sphere of usefulness at the 
State House, I sincerely wish continued success in 
political life, and every success in private life. I 
sincerely hope that the friendships I have made with 
the other members of the Board, who have been so 
kind and courteous to me during the past year, will 
be everlasting, and that as we go through life we 
may be bound by stronger ties. To the absent mem- 
ber, who is to depart from public life to-day, Alder- 
man Dixon, I sincerely wish the greatest success 
which can be attendant upon his return to business 
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pursuits, and I hope that his future may be full of 
all the joys and happiness which one friend may wish 
another. To the Republican members of the Board, 
who are to remain with us the coming year, Il 
extend my best wishes for the continuance of our 
pleasant relations. My relations with our sincere 
friend, Dr. Gerry of West Roxbury, I am very glad 
to say have always been cordial, and I hope for him, 
continued success in the Board of Aldermen; and I 
feel that his constituents, upon the conclusion of 
his term of service in the Board of Aldermen, will 
consider him eligible to enter upon a larger sphere of 
political life. It is my sincere wish that at some 
future time I may, perhaps, be able to visit him in 
yonder room now occupied by the Chief Executive 
of this city. 

To the two other Republicans, members of the Bar 
as well as of the Board (Aldermen Jordan and Tink- 
ham), I am sincerely grateful for their wise and 
sound judgment upon matters of city business which 
have come before us, and for their kind advice and 
counsel at all times so freely given, I am extremely 
obliged. 

To my Democratic colleagues who will return I 
will but say that I hope our relations in the future 
will be as cordial as they have been in the past. 

To the officers, connected with the Board of Al 
dermen and to the members of the press, I extend 
my congratulations, and I wish for them, as for the 
members of the Board, continued success in what- 
ever sphere in life they may occupy. 


ALDERMAN ADAMS gaid: 


Mr. Clerk, Fellow-Members, and Mr. Chairman: It 
is rather difficult for me to rise here to-day and to 
express my feelings upon this occasion. Last year 
at this time I refrained from speaking until my fellow- 
members had expressed themselves. To-day, as IL 
am one of the retiring members here, I feel that it 
is my duty and privilege to heartily indorse the 
sentiments expressed in the resolutions offered by 
my colleague from Dorchester (Alderman Codman), 
and I do so cheerfully and truthfully. 

As one or two of my predecessors who have spoken 
have referred to the proceedings at the beginning of 
the year, perhaps I will be pardoned if I do so my- 
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self. We were confronted at that time with rather 
a peculiar condition of affairs. The Republican al- 
dermen in this board felt that the Democratic ma- 
jority would elect a presiding officer. We felt that 
we would like to have some voice in that matter, 
and to express our preference, and, Mr. Clerk, I 
believe that the Republicans of this Board picked 
out one of the very best men we had to preside 
over our deliberations. I think I may truly say that 
Alderman O’Brien, in his rulings, in his demeanor 
in that important and trying position, has con- 
ducted himself to the satisfaction of every member 
of this body. I will say, for myself, that he 
has far exceeded my expectations. The _ position 
of presiding officer, either in this branch or in the 
Common Council is a difficult place in which to put 
an experienced member of the City Government, 
but Alderman O’Brien has taken his position, gen- 
tlemen, and he has certainly carried it through with 
great credit to himself. I think when we come to 
compare his record with that of his predecessors, 
we must, as we all do, frankly and freely admit 
that he has made one of the ablest and one of the 
fairest presiding officers that any Board has ever 
chosen. 

J am ending here, to-day, gentlemen, four years of 
Service in City Hall, two in the Common Council and 
two in the Board of Aldermen. I want to say that I 
have enjoyed all of that time. I want to thank all of 
you who have assisted me by your votes, by your 
influence, in gaining improvements for the section 
which | in part have represented. I[ think that I may 
fairly claim to have accomplished some good for my 
district, if not for the whole city, having been sent 
here particularly to represent that district in the City 
Government ; and I feel that I owe a part of that suc- 
cess to my fellow-members, not only in this branch 
but in the Common Council. 

I have often thought of the vacant: chair which 
we have here to-day. I remember well the words 
of Alderman Day at last year’s final meeting. I have 
read them again to-day, and I feel again, as I 
expressed myself at the time he left us, that his 
district, the city and the City Government have 
lost one of their best, most honored, and most repre- 
sentative men. 
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I wish to express at this time my appreciation of 
the manner in which our efficient City Clerk, Mr. 
Donovan, has conducted himself during the first year 
that he has occupied his important position. It was 
not my privilege, gentlemen, to vote for him as the 
incumbent of that worthy position, but I frankly 
say that, although I opposed him at that time, I 
did not do it through any personal motives. It was 
a matter of politics with me, and we all know that 
politics cuts more or less figure in this body. I wish 
to state that he has used me very courteously, and 
‘has accorded to me every aid that his position 

afforded. 

Last year at this time we were deprived of the 
companionship of our efficient Assistant City Clerk, 
Mr. Priest. Iam glad that he is with us to-day in 
renewed health, and I wish him extended service in 
the position which he has so long, so ably and so 
acceptably filled. 

To my fellow-members, whom I leave to-day, I 
extend my cordial and heartfelt regards and wishes 
for their future happiness. To my colleague who 
sits on my left (Alderman Doyle) I certainly wish 
everything good that is possible. I feel that he has 
shown great regard, gentlemen, for my _ spiritual 
and earthly welfare in this Board, and I hope he 
will continue to look out for my successors here, and 
see that they do not depart from the paths of 
righteousness, uprightness and rectitude in this body. 

I feel that I have made a friend of every member 
of this Board. Icherish that friendship, and hope it 
will continue ; and if I, at any time, in any path of 
life, can be of any service or assistance to any of 
my colleagues, they have only to approach me and 
ask me, and if it may be in my power I assure 
them that I shall be most pleased to do them service. 

I wish to thank you for giving me the attention 
you have in an address that is somewhat lengthy 
for me, and to say that every word I have spoken 
is from the heart. I have no further remarks to 
make at this time, only to wish you one and all a 
happy and prosperous New Year and Century. 


ALDERMAN NORTON gaid: 


Mr. Clerk: It gives me pleasure to second the 
resolutions as offered. I believe that our Chairman 
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has handled himself with tact and courtesy during 
the past year. Under great difficulties he has shown 
himself to be cool-headed and thoughtful. In short, 
he has been a good Chairman. He has served the 
city well, and has also treated his fellow-members 
with invariable courtesy. I thank him, for my part, 
and hope that his future life will be prosperous and 
_ happy. | 

To all my colleagues I wish to extend my best 
wishes for their future welfare. I have always been 
treated fairly by my fellow-members, and have en- 
deavored to be fair with them in return. 

I wish to thank the different officials I have met 
during my service in City Hall. To the reporters, 
and all others who have been of service to me, 
I wish to express my gratitude. 

I know that speeches of this sort are more or less 
hackneyed, and I will close by wishing each and 
every one of you a happy New Year. 


ALDERMAN JORDAN said: 


Mr. Clerk: All the members seem to have compli- 
mented each other, complimented all the officials 
here, and complimented the press. Now, there are 
certain shortcomings which we all have, of which we 
all know, but we are friends in spite of that fact. 
You ,take our Chairman, for instance. No one can 
doubt for a moment that he has been as. fair, 
honest, and just, as any member could be. But what 
about his committee work ? In order to carry on 
anything successfully we should have economy, and 
we should have economy of the best order. My 
brother Tinkham has cried for economy all the year, 
and our Chairman has cried for economy; but the 
Chairman of this Board has been a member of the 
Committee on Claims, and while the maximum 
amount that has ever been previously authorized to 
be paid by that committee was $90,000, this last 
year that committee authorized the expenditure of 
$7,100,000. That is something for which the Chair- 
man of this Board, as a member of that committee, 
is to a certain degree responsible. I voted for it 
myself, and so it applies to me equally well. 

The Chairman has been very fair in his rulings. 
I think he has followed the plumb-line and the 
straightness of the rule, which he used so often 
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before he came into this Board, and I think his 
experience in handling them has been of value 
to him, and that we have all reaped the benefit of 
his good work in that line. 

To the retiring members of the Board, the first alder- 
man who spoke (Alderman Codman) stated that at 
the State House this coming year he would have the 
opportunity of following Alderman Adams. But the 
members of the Board who know them well know 
that if Mr. Adams intends to follow Mr. Codanm 
he will have to keep on the run all the time. 

We are all friends here together, and it is fit 
and proper that we should wish for each other 
success and good fortune. As for the officials con- 
nected with City Hall, the City Clerk, the Clerk of — 
Committees, the City Messenger and their assistants, 
I think no member of the Board can complain that 
they have not done everything they could for us; 
that they have not always been on hand to attend 
to all our wants. They have performed their duties 
well and thoroughly, and have given the city a 
proper administration in their respective depart- 
ments. | 

As to the press, the alderman from the _ penin- 
sula (Alderman Norris) —who, by the way, has con- 
sumed, I believe, 99 per cent. of the pages of our 
record —desires to have all his actions in conform- 
ity with the ideas of the press. Various other 
aldermen have expressed themselves in a like man- 
ner. J think we may truly say that the press has 
either put through or defeated more measures than 
any individuals in this Board of Aldermen or out- 
side of the Board of Aldermen. The representatives 
of the press here are a good set of men. We 
have enjoyed knowing them and meeting them and 
seeing them, and in investigations, where they have 
taken reports, they have done their work well, and 
have given fair and faithful reports. They have 
not in any way, shape or manner, libeled the Board 
or made use of wrong stories about the Board. 
On the other hand, they have been fair in every- 
thing. 

Mr. Clerk, I wish to the members of the out- 
going Board of Aldermen, to all the officials connected 
with City Hall, and to the reporters every success, 
and I trust that good fortune will wait upon them. 
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ALDERMAN BOWEN said: 


Mr. Clerk. and Fellow-Members: It gives me 
pleasure to say a word in support of the resolutions. 
I think, Mr. Chairman, that you have shown tact 
and courtesy in conducting the affairs of this body. 
It is at the best a hard task, and, I am inclined to 
think, a thankless one. You have shown yourself at 
all times ready to extend the utmost courtesy to me, 
and I thank you heartily for doing so. 

1 am sorry to see that some of my good friends 
are to leave here. It is the one sad recollection to 
mar the pleasure of this day. However, I can truth- 
fully say that I have at all times endeavored to be on 
friendly terms with all of my colleagues, and, I flatter 
myself, that they are all friends of mine now, and 
that they class me as a‘friend of theirs. I wish you 
all good luck and prosperity for the coming year. 

My thanks are due to all the officials | have met 
since my term of service as an alderman began. 
There is no need of going over the list. One and all 
I thank you, and wish you the compliments of the 
season. 


ALDERMAN GERRY said: 


Mr. Clerk: At this late hour it is not necessary 
for me to make any extended remarks. You all 
know how I feel in regard to the Chairman of this 
body, who is a friend of mine. I became acquainted 
with him during a most heated canvass, when we were 
both aspirants last year to membership in this Board, 
he from Wards 10 and 19 and I from Wards 22 and 
23. I liked him then, and I have continued to like 
him. I must say that, aside from all personal attrac- 
tions, he has seemed to me to be most desirous of 
dealing fairly, justly, honestly and squarely by every 
member of this Board. I don’t see how we could 
have had any one who could have done better, who 
would have been more just to every member than he 
has been. I think I can assure him that he retires 
from the position of Chairman of the Board of Alder- 
men and fron. membership in the body with the 
good wishes and good will of us all. 

As for the members of the Board of Aldermen, 
individually and collectively, I have for them the 
utmost friendship, and I must say that my experi- 
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ence this last year has been a very pleasant one. I 
can also say that I have been able, owing to the 
advice, counsel, and assistance of many members, to 
achieve the success of certain measures which were 
very dear to my heart. 

In closing, I wish to reiterate what Alderman 
Bowen has very aptly stated, that the officials have 
one and all been of very great assistance to me in 
my official duties, and that they have more than 
once straightened. me out in various routine methods 
with which I was not at the time familiar. . 

As my parting word to everybody connected with 
the City Government of 1900, I wish to say that I 
never expect to be in any association or body of 
men where I shall receive greater courtesy or kind- — 
ness than I have at the hands of the Board of 
Aldermen of 1900. 


ALDERMAN PHILIP O’BRIEN said: 


Mr. Clerk: I feel that I should be somewhat negli- 
gent in my duty if I did not rise to indorse the 
resolutions presented, and also to express my thanks 
to the members of this Board, the Clerk, the 
Messenger, and their assistants, as well as to the 
representatives of the press, for the kindness that 
has been shown to me during the year. I have 
spent a very pleasant year here in this Board, and 
all the members, I may say, are in large measure 
responsible for it. I shall be pleased to come back 
and to continue the pleasant times we have had, to 
greet the returning members in the sessions of this 
body, and to be on good terms with them in the 
future as I have been in the past. 

I indorse the resolutions, and concur in everything 
that has been said here to-day, and I thank the 
members of the Board, the press, the Clerk, the 
Clerk of Committees, the Messenger, and all city 
officials, for the courtesy that has been shown to 
me. I wish you all a happy and pleasant future, 
and thank you all for the kindness with which I 
have been treated during the past year. 

The resolutions were adopted by a unanimous ris- 
ing vote. 


CHAIRMAN O’BRIEN said: 
Mr. Clerk and gentlemen of the Board of Alder- 
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men: For the kind spirit which has been mani- 
fested, not only in the resolutions you have offered, 
but also in the remarks of the individual members 
of this honorable Board, I extend to you my most 
heartfelt gratitude. 

Having been chosen to assume the duties of the 
presiding officer of this body, it has ever been my 
fixed aim to discharge them in a just and impar- 
tial manner. In the year which is now drawing 
to a close the duties of my position have been made 
much easier by the hearty codperation I have re- 
ceived from my fellow-members. Without attempt- 
ing at this time to give any detailed statement of 
the volume of business transacted by this Board, I 
feel safe in the assertion that every interest of the 
city has been carefully and judiciously safeguarded. 

When I became a member of this Board it was 
my fortune to enjoy the acquaintance of many of 
its members ; but now, that we have spent a year 
together. in the service of the city, I enjoy not only 
an acquaintanceship, but a close friendship with 
eleven men— a friendship which I trust will endure 
forever. 

Gentlemen, our membership has already felt the 
hand of sorrow. Death entered amongst us and 
robbed us of our dear associate. In the death of 
Alderman Frederick W. Day we lost a true friend, 
Boston an able representative, and the Democratic 
party a wise and conservative member. 

The duties of this Board for the year 1900 are 
now completed. To the City Clerk and his assistant 
I offer my sincere thanks for their valuable aid. To 
the Clerk of Committees and his assistants and to 
the City Messenger and his assistants, I must 
acknowledge my indebtedness for the many kind- 
nesses which they have extended to me. For our 
faithful clerk, Frank X. Chisholm, I have nothing 
but words of praise for the faithful manner in which 
he has performed his duties. I desire to thank Mr. 
Harnden, our official stenographer. - To the reporters, 
who have always been just to me, I desire to extend 
my gratitude. 

The time has come, fellow-members, when we must 
say that word so hard for friends to utter —‘‘ Farewell.” 

Some amongst us are to come back as members of 
the Board of 1901, to take up anew the duties which we 
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now lay down. Some are called upon to perform legis- 
lative duties in affairs of the State, while others will go 
back to private life. To each one of you I extend my 
sincerest wishes that your future lives may be blessed 
with continued good health, and that you may be pros- 
perous in your business undertakings, and I trust that 
your memory of the year 1900 will be as happy to wou 
as it will always be to me.

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CLOSING PROCEEDINGS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL OF 1900, 


WITH THE 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT KILEY. 


In ComMON CouNcIL, January 3, 1901. 


Mr. STEVENS of Ward 11 offered the following: 


Whereas, The municipal year of 1900 is now about to close, and the 
Common Council has finished the work delegated to it by its con- 
stituents, it is fitting that said Council should express to President 
Daniel J. Kiley its appreciation of the services which he has ren- 
dered this body during his term of office. 

It is therefore 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Common Council of 1900 are 
due and hereby tendered to President Kiley for the fidelity and 
punctuality with which he has attended its meetings, for the firm- 
ness and ability with which he has conducted its proceedings, and 
for the constant effort which he has made to maintain the dignity 
which should always characterize this important and honorable 
branch of the City Government. 

Resolved, That President Kiley takes with him the best wishes of 
the Common Council of 1900 for his continued prosperity and happi- 
ness. 


The preamble and resolutions were passed by a 
unanimous rising vote. 


President KILEY said: 


Members of the Common Council, | desire to 
state in response to the _ resolutions which have 
been passed by the Council, that it has been 
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my effort during the year to preserve the stand- 
ing of the Common Council, so far as it was 
within my humble ability todo so. We have possessed 
more power during the year which: has closed than 
the Common Council has enjoyed in any year since 
1885. I believe that the power confided to us by a 
generous Legislature has not been abused. We have 
passed upon more money.than has been the privilege of 
any Common Council since the Charter was amended 
in 1885. I think it can be fairly said that the 
money appropriations which this year’s City Council, 
and particularly the Common Council, has _ passed 
upon, have been appropriated and expended as judi- 
ciously, and as much for the interests of the City of 
Boston as those which have been passed upon by 
any City Council during the last decade—and par- 
ticularly so since the Charter Amendment Act of 1885. 
All I have to say in response to the resolutions is 
that to those who are leaving this branch of the 
government to go to higher offices, I wish prosperity 
and happiness, and I hope that they will be success- 
ful in any of the undertakings which they may make 
in other offices and in the duties which they will 
be called upon to fulfil; those who are not elected to 
fill public office during the coming year I hope 
will enjoy the quietness of private life, and the 
relief from some of the burdens and cares which 
go with the filling of public office and the shouldering 
of public responsibility. Among those of you who 
are to return to the Common Council I sincerely 
hope that the same good-fellowship, friendly feeling, 
and high regard for one another will exist during 
the coming year that has existed during the past 
year. To all the members of the Council I wish, 
in the opening year of the new century, a very 
happy and prosperous New Year; and may all be 
preserved during the coming year to wish at the 
end of that year the same Happy New Year and 
the same blessings of the season which we ‘now 
enjoy. 

One word might be said, perhaps, about our de- 
parted brother — about the member who passed from 
amongst us during the year. The hand of death 
has visited the body this year, and has taken from 
among us one of our most beloved brethren, one 
of the most conscientious and most honest members 
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of this body. Let us, while enjoying the fruits of 
the season, wish that his soul may rest in peace. 

I sincerely wish to all the members of the Council 
a Happy New Year. 


Mr. HEALEY of Ward 2 said: 


Mr. President, with the unanimous consent of the 
Council I should like to take the floor. Mr. Presi- 
dent, at the last meeting of the year 1900 I believe 
that testimony of the regard in which the presiding 
officer of this body is held should be shown by this 
Council. No body of men in public life can, I be- 
lieve, be gathered in one chamber, even if selected 
from the best of men, without there being differences 
of opinion, and without their minds flowing in dif- 
ferent channels. Nevertheless, the sterling qualities 
of one man among us must always be admired, and 
must always meet with respect. As I stand here 
upon this occasion, perhaps never again to enter the 
Common Council, I believe that, deep down in the 
heart of every man in the Council of the year 1900, 
there is a feeling that, notwithstanding perhaps some 
bickerings, notwithstanding some of our differences, 
we must to-night unite in giving thanks to Daniel J. 
Kiley as the presiding officer of this body, for his 
integrity, for his justice, and for his wisdom. Men 
perhaps may not always agree, but I believe that 
to-night the doors of the temple of Janus are closed. 
Peace now reigns over the last meeting of the Com- 
mon Council. The members of this body have thrown 
aside the garb of the militia, and have enrobed them- 
selves with the toga of peace; and to-night, sir, I 
believe that I re-echo the sentiment of every man in 
this Council when I offer to you thanks for the way 
in which you have conducted the business the past 
year. I believe, sir, and I use not the words of 
the flatterer, I use not the words of one who would 
receive the estimation of the one whom he praises, 
but I use the words of honesty when I say that I 
believe, sir, that you have done more, by the manner 
in which you have presided over this body during 
the last two years, to bring back the respect and the 
confidence of the citizens of Boston in the lower 
branch of the City Council than has ever been done 
by any presiding officer, and to-night it is with much 
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regret that I feel never again am I to come back 
and be associated with the members of this body. I 
have met the men of this body, and I have found 
them to be upright men, and men of character and 
principle. I look back with much pride and great 
satisfaction to the pleasant year that I have passed 
in this body. 

And now on this occasion, sir, as a testimony of 
the esteem in which you are held by your fellow- 
members, as an evidence of the high regard which 
you will retain in their memories as a man who has 
done much to bring back respect and esteem to the 
City Council, as a man who has brought respect 
upon himself and upon the members of this body 
for the manner in which he has conducted the public 
affairs, I deem it a great pleasure to pass to you, in 
behalf of the members of this body, this token of 
respect and esteem, which will never fade from our 
memories and never cease to be engrafted upon our 
hearts. 

Mr. Healey then presented the president a beauti- 
ful solid gold badge, set with a diamond. 


President KILEY said: 


Fellow-members of the Council, I can scarcely find 
words to express my feelings of appreciation of your 
kindness on this occasion. My feelings welled up 
within me as I listened to the generous words of 
praise uttered by the gentleman from Ward 2, who 
so kindly alluded to me as having performed that 
which I considered my duty during the year. I 
hope that when this body adjourns, to separate for- 
ever, there will be no bitter feelings engendered 
between any of the members, nor any bitter feel- 
ings remain in the mind of any member towards 
another. There is no deliberative body in the world, 
and particularly none the size of this body, where 
during the heat of debate and of argument feelings 
are not some times aroused; but on this occasion, 
the occasion of the last meeting of the Common 
Council of 1900, I sincerely trust that any feelings 
of that kind may be eradicated from the minds of 
members of this body. 

I accept this gift, so appropriate in its nature, 
which has been presented to me here to-night, and 
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I appreciate it, not because of its intrinsic value, but 
because of that which it represents, which to me is 
more than a great deal of gold, of which this little 
token is made. The gratitude and friendship of this 
body over which I have had the privilege and the 
honor of presiding during the year 1900 is more to 
me than any token or any present which I might 
receive, no matter what its value might be. 

I sincerely hope that if at some times during the 
year I have aroused, as it is possible I may have, 
the animosity or bitter feeling of any member of this 
body, I now wish to say to him that I most respect- 
fully apologize, and that I hope I may call each and 
every individual of this body at the end of this, the 
closing meeting, my personal friend. 

I do not know that I can add any more in response 
to the words of the gentleman from Ward 2. I can 
only say that during the year 1900 I have attempted 
to do my duty as I[ saw it. If I have not done it 
properly, then it is because I did not possess the 
ability. If, in the performance of that duty I have 
aroused the feeling of any individual, I repeat once 
more that I most heartily and most humbly apolo- 
gize ; and. I hope that, upon the separation of the 
members of this body to-night, we shall all part good 
friends, wishing one another all the blessings of the 
season and a very Happy New Year. 


Mr. LOGAN of Ward 14 said: 


Mr. President, in speaking to the order, I hope to 
be allowed the latitude which is usually allowed to 
every member of the Council who is about to leave 
this body. To-night I want to say to the members 
of the Council that it is with certain feelings of 
regret that I rise to say a word of farewell to the 
members of the Council of 1900, for among the 
members of this body, which is so soon to separate, 
I know that I have the friendship and the good-will 
of many. To-night, probably for the last time in 
my life, I have the honor to speak in this chamber 
as a member of the City Council of Boston. 

For two years I have served the people of my 
ward in this, the lower branch of the City Council 
of Boston, and during that time it has always been 
my purpose to do what was just, proper, and fair, 
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not only to the people of my ward, but for my party 
and for the citizens of Boston. 

The years 1899 and 1900 were eventful years in 
the legislative history of this City. During the 
year 1899 we had the celebrated Board of Apportion- 
ment —that much abused Board. And now, looking 
back over the history of those years, it seems to me 
that the one member of this Common Council who 
was so loud in his opposition to the Board of KEsti- 
mate and Apportionment because of the arbitrary 
powers which had been conferred upon the Mayor 
by the act constituting it, might have been a little 
less arbitrary himself when he had assumed certain 
powers in this body. 

During the year 1900 there were several important 
measures before the City Council of Boston. One 
of them was the resolution in favor of increasing 
the tax rate of this City; the other, the report of 
the Committee on Finance, reporting as they did a 
loan bill containing appropriations amounting to 
$5,500,000. Both of these measures I opposed — the 
first unsuccessfully, the second successfully. But on 
both I think I was right. 

Mr. STEVENS of Ward 11.— Mr. President, I rise to 
a point of order. 

The PRESIDENT. —The gentleman will state his 
point of order. 

‘Mr. Stevens. —I dislike to interrupt the gentle- 
man, but I think he is not speaking to the order 
which I have introduced. I should like to have the 
order passed, and then would be willing to hear any 
remarks which he may desire to make later. 

The PRESIDENT. — The Chair is inclined to allow 
the gentleman from Ward 14 all latitude possible. 
The Chair is constrained, under the rules, however, 
to rule the point of order well taken, inasmuch as 
the Chair is unable to see any connection between 
the remarks of the gentleman from Ward 14 and the 
purport of the order. 

Mr. Locan. — Mr. President — 

Mr. STEVENS of Ward 11.— Mr. President — 

The PRESIDENT. — Does the gentleman rise to a 
point of order ? 

Mr. STEVENS. — Yes, sir; for a purpose of that 
nature. I would like to ask the gentleman if it is in © 
any way disagreeable to him to allow that to be 
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postponed until after action on the order which I 
have introduced ? 

Mr. Logan. — Mr. President, | must say in reply to 
the gentleman from Ward 11, that 1 am very much 
surprised that he should attempt to prevent a mem- 
ber who is retiring from the City Council from mak- 
ing a final statement. I prefaced my remarks by 
saying that they were not absolutely germane to the 
order under discussion. I have only asked that the 
same latitude be given me in respect to my remarks, 
and that the same courtesy be extended to me, which 
has been extended to any member who, upon retir- 
ing, wanted to make a final statement. 


Mr. KInNEY of Ward 10 said: 


Mr. President and fellow-members of the Common 
Council, I never knew and never realized until the 
present time that, being a member of the Common 
Council, I was so enrapt in its proceedings and so 
much attached to the body. I represented my con- 
stituents in 1896 in this body, and again in 1897, 
and I then retired to private citizenship for two 
years, and was again returned to this body in 1900.: 
The information, the knowledge, and the instruction 
which I have received in this body has endeared - to 
me many of those whose acquaintance I have formed, 
and | trust they will always remember me. As the 
presiding officer said in his remarks in response to 
the gift presented to him that, now at the close of the 
nineteenth century and at the beginning of the new, 
if he had made any mistakes he frankly apologized 
and asked forgiveness, I want to say, in his own 
words, that whatever differences may have occurred 
here, and while | might feel, as one of the senior 
members of this body, that I have not received, per- 
haps, the recognition that I ought to have, this is a 
time when we should forget all differences. 

The constituents whom I-represent have seen fit to 
promote me to a higher position. | accept it mod- 
estly, and I shall try in the body to which they 
have sent me to discharge the duties devolving upon 
me there the same as I have tried to perform them 
here — honestly, conscientiously, and to the best of 
my ability —and when I err from the right path I 
hope that some one who knows more than I do will 
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put me on the right track. And as I leave this 
body, as the gentleman who sits on my right (Mr. 
Healey) has said, perhaps, never to come here again 
in an official capacity, I wish the Common Council 
of 1901 success, and hope that whoever may occupy 
the position of presiding officer will learn from the 
past, and be honest, fearless and impartial in the dis- 
charge of his duties, and that, at the close of the 
year 1901, with a pure heart and a clear conscience, 
he can face his colleagues and say, ‘‘I have acted 
honestly, impartially, and to the best of my ability.” 
And as I leave you to-night and bid you alla happy 
farewell — although, perhaps, I shall find occasion to 
come here as a visitor and watch some of your delib- . 
erations, I trust that I shall never forget the 
influences that have been thrown around me _ here 
and that have made me a better man for the future. 


Mr. BRADLEY of Ward 6 said: 


Mr. President, it has been said that brevity is the 
soul of wit. That may well be, but any man seated 
in this body to-night must feel his tongue loosened 
in such a congenial atmosphere as that which exists 
here in the dying hours of the Common Council of 
1900. I know that I have made many friends this 
year in this body. I know that I have formed 
acquaintances in this body that will live forever. 
From the inception of the body, the first of last 
year, a spirit of kindliness and friendliness  per- 
meated the body, and that has continued through- 
out the year. Il have sat over here in the corner 
between two Republicans, and I confess that if I 
had been asked to vote upon any measure in 
which they were interested, I would have forgotten 
my party designation and voted with them, think- 
ing only of their friendship for me. Now, fellow- 
members of the Council, we have all heard that 
pretty story how, before a swan dies it sings a 
little song. I have sat here in this body for two 
years with my friend here (Mr. Emery) on my 
right, and I hope that before we adjourn I shall 
have the pleasure of hearing his swan song. 

I desire at this time to pay my compliments to 
our official Clerk, and to his assistant, Mr. McLaugh- 
lin. I also desire to thank the City Messenger,

who has performed the duties of his office in such 
a way that at all times when I have entered his 
office | have been received with the greatest possible 
courtesy and kindness. Why, if you asked Mr. 
Leary to send a messenger boy to London I think 
he would send the boy. I also desire to thank the 
other attachés of the hall—Mr. Dever, the Clerk 
of Committees, Mr. Donovan, the City Clerk, and 
all the other people in the departments. Before I 
close I would like to say that I am somewhat reluc- 
tant to praise any man over-much, but I think that 
our presiding officer has conducted himself through- 
out the year in a very able way. He has assisted 
this body, has elevated the tone of it, and has 
done more for the City Council than any other 
president, I think, who has ever occupied the chair. 


Mr. STEVENS of Ward 11 said: 


Mr. President, as this is the last meeting of the 
calender year 1900—vyes, and the last meeting of 
the nineteenth century —I wish to take this occa- 
sion to express to each and every member of this 
body, to all the officials connected with and to my 
friends of the press, the greetings of the New Year 
and best wishes for the twentieth century. I have 
been a member of this body for the last three years, 
and I esteem it a privilege to be here. I feel that 
it is a means of education, for one thing. It gives 
one a great insight into the business affairs of the 
City, and it is an experience that I think is desirable 
for any man. During the last three years there 
have been times when this body has been in some 
ways abused, there are many people in the City | 
who have wished to abolish it, to consolidate the 
two branches of the City Council, making one 
chamber. Judging from my experience here I 
think any such law would be an unwise thing for 
the City of Boston. I think it will be far better to 
keep the two branches—the Board of Aldermen 
and the Common Council—as they are. I think 
if the two were joined the business interests of 
the City would not be as well conducted as they 
have been. Gentlemen, in the years that we have 
been here there have been many times when we 
have argued pretty strongly, times when we have 
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perhaps felt and expressed ourselves warmly on 
the opposite sides of the same question. I hope, 
as we leave this hall for the last time this year it’ 
will be with friendship on all sides. In the years 
I have been here I think I have made good friends 
among Democrats and Republicans, and I wish you 
all a happy New Year and success in the paths of 
life which you may choose. 


Mr. GIBLin of Ward 15 said : - 


Mr. President and gentlemen of the Council, I 
would like at this time to say a few words, and I 
ask pardon if I digress from the general tone of the 
speeches here. | have had the honor to be sent to 
this body for two years past, and I assure you it is 
an honor that far exceeded the imagination of my 
younger days. I have lived to see the Council 
brought back into the repute whence it started. I 
have lived to see the powers of the Council restored 
to it, and I have lived to see, at the close of the 
nineteenth century, advances made in municipal 
economy and in the administration of municipal de- 
partments in Boston such as perhaps the fathers 
never dreamed of. 

My friends, I hope that at the opening of the new 
century we will behold a greater growth of the City, 
that we will behold greater power reposed in the 
legislative branches of our municipal government. 
I hope the day is not far distant when Boston 
will stretch out her arms and take in a radius 
of ten miles from the City, and will have a municipal 
council with which the council in no other city of 
this country can compare. Mr. President, I might 
go on ad infinitum in this way and suggest different 
ideas which occur to me, as a result of my experi- 
ence in this body. I might go on and relate to you 
how I have enjoyed the proceedings, how I have 
taken interest in them, but I will be brief, and will 
simply say to the President of this honorable body 
that I believe it would be hard to find any one who 
could conduct the proceedings of the body better 
than he has done during the past year. I wish to 
thank our Clerk, who has done me many a favor in 
the past; also the City Messenger and his aids. I 
wish to thank the heads of departments and, above 
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all, I wish to thank the press and its representatives. 
Mr. President, the press forms one of the greatest 
agencies in our modern civilization, and it can do 
much to either make or break the power of any one, 
especially in public life. 1 applaud the just criticisms 
of the press; I applaud the press when it seeks to 
point out the path of rectitude, or right, when it 
seeks to justly criticize public officials and _ private 
citizens, but I abhor and condemn the degenerate 
criticisms which at times find their way into the 
columns of some of our papers. A while ago—three 
or four months ago—I was brought into contact 
with an example of that kind of journalism. Not 
content to attack me on my public career or private 
life, they sought to criticize me, not for any overt act 
that I had committed, but for something that had been 
given to me by the Creator. They sought, Mr. Presi- 
dent, to criticize me on account of my condition. If 
that is not degenerate journalism, what is? They 
sought to criticize me because the Creator had given 
to me a certain physical defect, for which I was not 
responsible, and they said ‘‘on account of this he is 
looking for sympathy.” Mr. President, I never 
looked for sympathy on that account. I do not need 
sympathy. I have too many friends in this world— 
if I had not a friend in the world I would know 
‘ that the same hand that gave me this defect would 
also give me the sympathy that He alone can give, 
that the world can give to no one. 

Mr. President, I have deviated somewhat, but [| 
want to say that that thing has not gone unnoticed, 
and that people in public life who seek to be the 
exponents of truth, people running newspapers, who 
seek to be the exponents of what is right and just, 
will condemn such foul and filthy journalism as that, 
emanating from people of the class that we call degen- 
erates. All that I have experienced, Mr. President, 
but I trust that I will outlive it, and I guess I will. 
In happy contrast to that I see around me to-night a 
friendly body, of which | am a member, and it has 
happened, indeed, that through their extreme friend- 
ship I shall not go out into the world without some 
token of their esteem. They have given me this 
beautiful and comfortable piece of furniture that my 
City gave me when I entered this body. I trust that 
in the dim future, when I have carried it out into 
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the world with me, as I look upon its beautiful 
workmanship and enjoy its comfort, I can often 
exclaim ‘There is the tribute that my colleagues 
paid to me. There is the token by which I remem- 
ber the happiest days of my life; there is the token 
by which is registered the friendship of my friends.” 
I may never return to this body in an official ca- 
pacity, but if I should never do so I can say that I 
leave it with a recollection of my experience here 
which will always be a happy one, with a feeling | 
that I possess the friendship of all those who now 
surround me. And in closing, Mr. President, I wish . 
to offer to you and the house sincere thanks for 
what you have done here to-night. This thing I did 
not want to let go unnoticed. While not anticipated, 
it was with a happy feeling, indeed, that I received 
this mark of your friendship and esteem; and in 
conclusion, at the opening of the new year, I wish 
you all a happy and prosperous year. Gentlemen, I 
thank you. 


Mr. WELLS of Ward 16 said: 


Mr. President and members of the Council, in these 
closing hours of the Council of 1900 I would like to 
say a few words of farewell to the members. I 
have served two years in this body and have, I . 
believe, passed two as happy years as I have ever 
known in my life. Sitting here to-night I feel a 
little sad that I am not going to spend next year 
in this Council, instead of in the House, to which I 
have been advanced. To the President of this body 
I wish to extend my heartfelt thanks for the many 
courtesies he has shown to me during the year, and 
for the fairness with which I believe he has tried to 
preside over the deliberations of this body. 

To the Clerk, the City Messenger, the City Clerk, 
the Clerk of Committees and the various heads of 
departments, I also extend my thanks for the many 
courtesies shown to me. In closing, I hope that, 
although the Common Council of 1900 is passing out 
of existence, the friendships formed here during the 
past year may live forever. 


Mr. Peck of Ward 12 said: 


Mr. President and gentlemen, I desire to unite with 
the other members in expressing thanks and appre- 
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ciation of the efforts of the Chair, and appreciation 
of his executive ability. I desire to thank those City 
officials whom I have bothered many times. They 
have certainly borne their lot with patience and for- 
titude. I refer particularly to Mr. O’Kane, Mr. 
Priest, Mr. McKibben, and the City Messenger’s 
Department. There is one more sentiment I wish 
to express to my fellow-members, and that is, such 
of your colleagues as have gone on to the hill to 
decide grammatical questions of semicolons, and 
other questions of law, will be willing to welcome 
you there at all times on legislative matters or other 
business. We hope that next year we will all meet 
in what Speaker Myers designates as ‘‘the realms 
above.” I mean on the hill, the State House. In 
concluding there is one word which I would like 
to say relative to a matter of legislation which will 
belong to such of you gentlemen as are members 
of the incoming Common Council. I have given 
very serious consideration and a great deal of hard 
work to bringing to a successful issue this matter 
of the disposition of the Franklin Fund. I promised 
you at the time when I presented the order asking 
for a public hearing that I would unite the oppo- 
nents and those in favor of various propositions 
upon a single proposition. As a result of numerous 
conferences, at which were present representatives 
of the labor organizations and prominent educators 
and others, we have united upon a proposition which 
is for the benefit of the people of Boston. It is for 
the benefit particularly of the mechanics who desire 
to improve themselves in their respective trades. 
This matter reached its climax about a week ago, 
and all parties were a unit up to one point. That 
one point was the question of the location of the 
building. In the early portion of January this 
question will be before you once again, and I hope 
each member will consider it conscientiously and 
thoroughly. 

You will find in the files—the absence of which 
this evening, for a very good reason, I note—a 
report of the hearing at which those who spoke in 
favor of the proposition had their say; and if you 
will read that report you will find that all were very 
earnest in their statements, and I think you will 
agree that the result which they desire will be 
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greatly appreciated by the citizens of Boston gener- 
ally. In conclusion, in behalf of the other gentle- 
men from Ward 12, I desire to wish you all a Happy 


New Year, success in all your undertakings, health, 


wealth, and prosperity. 


Mr. DouAn of Ward 5 said: 


Mr. President, my friend in the third division (Mr. 
Bradley) has very truly said that the swan sings 
most sweetly before she dies, and I feel that I can- 
not be of the swan species, because I cannot muster 
up a sweet song. I am afraid that I can only 


give utterance to the rather mournful and plaintive - 


notes of the whip-poor-will. To be serious, it is 
with a great deal of regret that I rise here to- 
night to bid farewell to the members of the Council 
of 1900 who are to leave us. To those who are to 
remain I extend my congratulations, hoping that 
the good feelings which have permeated our councils 
during the past year will be continued. To those 
who go away I can only wish success in the highest 
degree, assuring them that I have the greatest 
gratitude for the uniform courtesy, for the’ kindness, 
and the good-fellowship, which they have extended 
to me throughout the year, and which I have tried 
to extend in return. I hope that they may be suc- 
cessful, that their paths in life may be strewn with 
roses, and that at the final moment they may go 
forth rejoicing. To the President of the body I 
wish to extend my compliments, to congratulate him 
upon the efficient manner in which he has conducted 
the affairs of the body, and upon the high standard 
which he has raised in the body. To you, one and 
all, to the messengers and to the newspaper reporters 
—to whom I have not given very much _ trouble, 
partly because of a record that was not phenomenal 
and partly because of a certain modesty which I 
possess —and to the Clerk of the Council, I desire to 
extend my thanks for the courtesy and the kindness 
which have been shown me. In all things I wish 
them success, and hope that their ways may be 
prosperous and happy. To the members who are 
going I again wish success, and hope that in the 
future we may be inspired by their presence, if not 
by their membership.

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Mr. Tosrn of Ward 9 said : 

Mr. President and members of the Council, in 
retiring from this body to private life, for at least a 
year, I must say that during the past two years in 
this body I have had some very pleasant times, have 
made some very good friends, and altogether I have 
had a good experience with which I would be very 
loth to part. The President and I, it is true, have 
not agreed in the past two years on many occasions, 
but his apology is accepted, and I trust that we will 
part the best of friends. To the Clerk of the Coun- 
cil, Mr. O’Kane, and to Mr. McLaughlin, I wish to 
extend my sincere thanks, as well as to Mr. Leary 
and his assistants, whom I have always found willing 
to do anything in their power to help me. Mr. 
Dever, the Clerk of Committees, and his assistants, I 
have always found pleasant, and ready to assist me in 
any way. The members of the press I have always 
found very kind, and | have many good friends 
among them. I hope the members of the Council who 
will come back next year will profit by the experi- 
ence of the past year or two or three years, and I 
wish you all a Happy New Year. 


Mr. MILLER of Ward 20 said: 


Mr. President and gentlemen of the Council, the 
gentlemen on my left, Mr. Peck, has just invited 
you all to the realms above, but I think I will 
have the majority with me when I invite you to 
the realms below. So I think, when the votes are 
counted on the final day, unless some of you 
change, the majority will be with me. Now, gentle- 
men, to be serious. I am not fishing for any votes 
for the Presidency of the Common Council. I am 
talking’ to the members who are about to return. 
IT also wish to extend my thanks to the President of 
this body for the courteous manner in which he has 
treated me, according to the best of his ability and 
his best judgment. We certainly do not agree at all 
times, or have not, but this is a time for rejoic- 
ing and not for regret for what has been done. I 
hope that when this body organizes, when the time 
for voting comes, they will organize with a majority. 
I hope that the members to be returned here will 
remember that the Common Council of Boston’s 
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reputation depends upon them; that it depends 
largely upon the old members who will be looked to 
conduct the affairs of the Council to a certain ex- 
tent next year. The new members will be guided 
largely by their action. Therefore, it becomes the 
duty of the members who are to be returned here to 
conduct themselves in such a manner that they may 
set a good example to the members who come here 
from different sections, the new men. 

Whoever you may choose as your presiding officer 
for the next year I hope he may be a man who 
will be fair and just, according to the best of his 
own knowledge, at all times, regardless of petty poli- 
tics or petty differences that may arise in the future 
between different members of the body. Let the 
presiding officer, whoever he may be, be broad- 
minded enough to recognize an enemy just as 
quickly as a friend. Treat the members of the 
Common Council on business principles, and they 
will treat the presiding officer on the same ground. 
Gentlemen, I wish to thank you all for the cour- 
tesies you have extended to me in the past two years. 
I have certainly enjoyed the meetings here, and as 
I go from this floor to the floor below, I will be 
glad to welcome you, one and all, there at any 
time during the coming year. I am not one of the 
fortunate ones who climb up the hill, but I seem to 
be cast down. I am practically the only member of 
this body who has been fortunate or unfortunate 
enough to be ‘‘ thrown down,” as my friend suggests. 
I hope you will all feel at liberty to call on me in the 
lower branch, or in the upper branch, I suppose I 
should say —for anything upon which I can help you 
at any time during the coming year. As for the 
two branches of the government, I believe that two 
bodies should exist. I claim that the time will come, 
however, when a change will take place in the City 
Government. There is coming a time, as this great 
City grows, when there will not be three Councilmen 
from each ward. That number will be reduced. 
You will still continue as two bodies, but there will 
be a decrease in the number of members in the lower 
branch. I sometimes think that such a change may 
be for the benefit of all concerned, because it is a 
hard matter at all times to do business in large 
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bodies where there are so many differences of opinion. 
It results sometimes to the detriment of the City at 
large. Gentlemen, I wish to thank you all, as I bid 
you farewell, and to wish you all a Happy New Year. 
The last sad word ‘‘ farewell” must be said, although 
we linger still. 


Mr. Simpson of Ward: 1 said: 


Mr. President and members of the Common Coun- 
cil, upon the retirement of the members of the body 
it seems natural that we should express our feelings 
upon leaving. I have been a member here for two 
years. I have been treated with the utmost respect 
by everybody, by those in the departments and by 
those occupying positions of any kind in the building. 
I have also been treated by every member of the 
City Council with the utmost respect and courtesy 
in every way that I could expect. I am not one of 
the fortunate ones who have been elected to a higher 
office. I started in in Wards 1 and 2, and my con- 
stituents in my own ward stood by me. I received 
the highest vote that was ever cast for a Republican 
Alderman in Wards 1 and 2. I reduced a Democratic 
majority of 900 down to 137. To our President, who 
has treated me with the greatest respect, — although 
I have not received favors from him beyond what 
belonged to my position, —I am free to confess that 
if I had been returned to this body, which would 
have been my privilege if | desired it, | would stand 
here and defend him in every way, shape, and man- 
ner. To my friend O’Kane, who has treated me 
with the utmost respect, I extend my thanks. I 
have no fault to find with any man in this City 
Hall. They have always treated me with perfect 
respect and consideration. I thank you all, and 
wish you a happy and prosperous New Year. 


Mr. Curtis of Ward 21 said: 


Mr. President, I regret that I cannot find words 
which will adequately portray my feelings upon this 
occasion, but, before parting with the Common Coun- 
cil of 1900, I wish to express my commendation of 
the manner in which the present incumbent of the 
chair of presiding officer has performed the duties 
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of his office. I believe that he has brought back 
this body to what it was fifteen or twenty years 
ago. It has been currently said by members of the 
press and others that the Common Council of to-day 
is on a par with what it was twenty years ago, and 
I believe it is due to the efforts of our present presiding 
officer, who has ever maintained the dignity and 
decorum of the body. 

I also wish to offer my respects to the Clerk of 
the Common Council and his assistant, Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin; to the City Messenger and his assistants, 
for the many kindnesses they have done for me; to 
the Clerk of Committees and his assistants for cour- 
tesies which have always been so willingly shown 
to me. Some of the heads of departments I wish 
to thank. To the members of the press, who have 
ever been at my back, | desire to say that I hope 
they will remain so in the future, not only from a 
geographical standpoint, but through their columns. 
I certainly regret to part with some of the famous 
Democratic orators of 1900— with the vigorous and 
concise Linehan, the elegant and sublime Healey, and ~ 
the simple and logical Logan. Thanking you, fellow- 
members, for the courtesies which you have always 
extended to me, I wish you all a Happy New Year. 


Mr. ARMISTEAD of Ward 11 said: 


Mr. President, I desire at this time to make a 
motion; but, before doing so, I cannot allow this 
opportunity to go by without expressing to the mem- 
bers of the Council my sincere regrets at parting 
from this body as we are expressing the high feeling 
which I have in my heart for our presiding officer 
and for all the members of the Government with 
whom I have come in contact. I know that. it is 
growing late, and it is not my desire to inflict a 
speech upon the members of the Council at this late 
hour. Suffice it to say that I wish you all a happy 
and prosperous New Year. I move you, sir, that the 
Council do now adjourn sine die. 


Mr. LINEHAN of Ward 13 said: 


Mr. President, before that motion is put I would 
like to say just a word. We all know, Mr. Presi- 
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dent, how it is stated that Demosthenes stood on 
the seashore and talked to the birds and fishes. I 
feel that if I do not say a few words now — the 
last time, perhaps, that I will ever have the honor 
of talking in the Common Council Chamber —I 
might at some future day come here and soliloquize 
to the empty benches. The Common Council of 1899 
and the Common Council of 1900 have been two 
different bodies. 

The Common Council of 1899, shorn of its powers, 
fulfilled its obligations with honesty and _ integrity, 
went out of existence with an honorable record, and, 
I believe, will go down in the history of Boston City 
Government as what they call a good Common Coun- 
cil. The Common Council of 1900, I believe, will 
also pass into memory as a government of honesty, 
integrity, and good-fellowship, and will also be named 
a good government. But, Mr. President, it appears 
to me that we ought to at least analyze some of the 
things performed, and some of the orders put through 
the Boston City Council of 1900. The Boston City 
Council of 1899 at its last meeting astonished the 
world by declaring that the men who fought behind 
the stones of Spion Kop were fighting in a_ just 
cause; and I also hope that the City Council of 1900 
will not be adverse to the principles proclaimed at 
the last meeting of 1899, but that we also will show 
people that we believe in liberty, both social and 
political, liberty in every sense of the word, liberty 
and honest expression of opinion, liberty in public 
affairs. I also hope that this Common Council, which 
will now become only a memory, will remember the 
words of the famous Tom Moore when he says, 


‘¢ Fond memory brings the light of other days around us.”’ 


And I might recite to the members of the Council 
a little poem written by a Boston man, in which he 
Says: 


‘¢ Boston, as long as she shall stand, 
As long as her tides shall rise and fall, 
Shall sit on her ancient throne, 
And plead for the rights of all.” 
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Mr. LoGan of Ward 14 said: 


Mr President, I would like to continue the remarks 
which were interrupted by the gentleman from 
Ward 11. During the year 1900 there were several 
important measures before the City Council of Bos- 
ton. One of them was the resolution in favor of in- 
creasing the tax rate of the City of Boston; the 
other, the Report of the Committee on Finance, 
reporting a loan bill, as they did, including appro- 
priations amounting to over $5,500,000. Both of 
these measures | opposed —the first, unsuccessfully; 
the second, successfully. But on both, I think, I 
was right. My position on both these matters may 
well be expressed in the words of the Governor of 
this Commonwealth, when he said to-day: ‘*I cannot 
urge too strongly the closest scrutiny of appropriations 
for all departments of the public service. The power 
to appropriate money for public uses is one that 
should be exercised with care and caution. Taxa- ’ 
tion is borne always with hardship; and to lessen 
its exactions should be the constant endeavor of the 
legislator.” | 

Speaking to the Legislature, the Governor con- 
tinued : ; 

“You cannot be too vigilant in guarding the 
public treasury. The tendency of the times is to 
pile up debt without taking sufficient thought as to 
the means of payment. Simplicity of method and 
economy in administration should be the watchword 
of every department of the public service.” 

In constructive work I have been able to secure 
for the women and children of my district a new 
and much needed bath-house; and at this time I 
want to thank the members of the City Council who 
assisted me in my efforts. You have not only my 
thanks, but the thanks of the women and children 
of South Boston. 

At many times during the year the President of 
this body and myself have disagreed upon methods 
which were being used, and questions which were 
being considered in this body. My opposition to him 
was at no time a personal one, but was prompted by 
my desire to serve my constituency in a_ proper 
manner. For my actions I have no apology to offer. 
I opposed him manfully, honestly and openly. Out-

side of this Council Chamber we have been very 
friendly, and I do not wish him or any member of 
this body to think that my feelings toward him or 
them have been any but those of friendship and 
good-will. 

To every member of the Council I wish to extend 
the heartiest hopes for their future success. To the 
Clerk of the Common Council, and to his assistants, 
I have’ been indebted for many kindnesses. Before I 
came to this Council | was on terms of friendship 
with the Clerk of the Common Council, and my 
service for two years in this body has only cemented 
the friendship which I originally had for him. To 
the City Messenger and to his assistants I am also 
indebted for many kindnesses. At no time have I 
made a request of him or of any member of his 
department but what they were only too willing and 
anxious to grant my request. To the members of 
the press — Mr. Holden, Mr. Richmond, Mr. Lambert, 
Mr. Hall, and Mr. Chisholm —I want to say to every 
one of them that I am thankful to them for the 
courtesies which they have shown to me at all times. 

And as we leave this body to-night, many of us 
never to return—some of us to go to higher and 
broader work in the field of state and municipal 
activity —I am reminded of the poet’s words: 


*¢ We leave together, yet how far diverging 

Our individual paths of life may be, 

Each his own scheme will be intently urging, 
Each working out his separate destiny. 

Yet without fear, without one dark misgiving, 
Let us press forward with integrity, 

Hoping and trusting, only this remembering, 
That as our purpose, our reward shall be.”’ 


Mr. DoYLE of Ward 19 said: 


Mr. President and members of the Council, in the 
closing exercises of this Common Council for the 
year we have received invitations from two members 
of this body—one to go to a higher realm, and 
another to go to a lower realm. I wish to state, 
Mr. President, that I decline to accept the latter 
invitation. I wish to congratulate the body upon 
the good fellowship which has prevailed in it during 
my membership in the past two years; and the 
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pleasant memories of my experiences here I will 
be glad to retain throughout my lfe. I leave this 
body this year, perhaps, ike a good many other 
members, with the title of ‘‘ex” attached to my 
name, retiring to private life with the passing of 
the body. I wish to thank the Chair, the Clerk of 
the Common Council, the City Messenger and _ his 
assistants, the Clerk of Committees and his assistants, 
the City Clerk, and also Officer McHugh, who closes 
the door, for the many courtesies extended to me 
throughout the year. 


Mr. MonaGHAN of Ward 13 said: 

Mr. President, I do not want to delay the mem- 
bers of the Council by making a speech. I simply 
want to say a few words supplementing what has 
already been said in praise of our President upon his 
firmness during the past year. I have nothing to 
say against the representatives of the press who have 
been and are present in this Council, but I do want 
to make allusion to some writers for the press of 
Boston, who inscribed the names of certain members 
of the Council on a so-called ‘‘roll of honor,” and 
who have said things about me and about the 
majority of the members of the Council that would 
lead the people of Boston to ‘believe this was a 
chamber of horrors. I wish to thank the members 
of the Council for the courtesies which they have 
always extended to me, notwithstanding the fact 
that I have had occasion at times to use strong lan- 
guage in reference to some of the members of the 
Council. I want to say that at this time I arise 
neither to censure anybody nor to apologize for any- 
thing I have said. I only wish to say to the members 
who are not coming back next year, in the words of 
Byron : | 


‘¢ Fare thee well, and if forever, still forever fare thee well.” 


Mr. SmirH of Ward 23 said: 

Mr. President and gentlemen of the Council, I wish 
to thank each and every member of the body as well 
as all the officials connected with it and the mem- 
bers of the press, for the uniform courtesy that has 
been extended to me during the past year. I will 
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not mention anybody in particular, but | have met 
with courtesy from all the members and officers con- 
nected with the body, especially from our esteemed 
president, Daniel J. Kiley, for whom I have learned 
to have the warmest and strongest regard and friend- 
ship. I shall always be proud and happy to consider 
him my friend. I hope that we may all meet in the 
years to come occasionally, and renew our old 
acquaintance and associations ; and | hope that you 
may all enjoy a happy and a prosperous New Year.
